SHANGHAI, April 23..— General 
Chiang Kai-shek, commander of the 
Southern forces who recently broke 
with the Cantonese Government at 
Hankow, has not yet succeeded .n 
forming a government of his own at 
Nanking. 

Returned students from America af- 
filiated with the Kuomintang here, de- 
clare that Chiang Kai-shek will agree 
to the five powers’ terms in regard to 
the Nanking outrages, but experienced 
foreign observers in Shanghai assert 
that the foreign Governments cannot 
put faith in him even if he does ac- 
cept. 

Assumption of ssiauanethttiie to the 
foreign powers, added to his internal 
difficulties, might cause his downfall 
and the repudiation of or non-compli- 
ance with his promises. His very life 
is unsafe and he is constantly sur- 
rounded by a bodyguard. Moreover, he 
is not yet assured of pay for his troops 
or for the officials who have not yet 
been appointed or for employes not 
yet hired. 


Suppressed Reds in Cities. 


Having come to Shanghai vith the 
intention of retaking the international 
settlement as the British concession 
was taken.at Hankow, General Chiang 
‘Kai-shek found a foreign army ready 
to shoot. He complained bitterly to 
foreign newspaper correspondents, but 
quickly realizing the uselessness of 
this he turned his attention against 
the Communists. 

In this he found that Chinese mer- 
chants and bankers and the propertied 
classes supported him. He obtained a 
few millions and then proceeded to 
suppress armed. groups of laborers, 
students and Communists here in 
Shanghai and rallied the local leaders 
in many cities of the South who like- 
wise proceeded successfully against the 
radicals. 

Chiang then ordered the Southern 
troops along the Yangtse to desist from 
shooting at foreign vessels, and now 
this practice has almost entirely 
stopped. Even if Chiang succeeds in 
forming a Government it is doubted 
that any Foreign Minister would risk 
his career and possibly his life by ac- 
ceeding to the foreign demands. 

Kuomintang leaders of .Cabinet rank 
whom I have interviewed adhere to 
the view that an_international com- 
mission must be formed to investigate 
the question of responsibility for the 
Nanking affair. If this is done the 
Goverfiment, may disappear before a 
decision is reached. 


Internal ‘Troubles Worst, Says Wu. 


Dr. C. C. Wu, to whom the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs at Nanking has 
been offered and whom I have known 
since 1911, discussed internal and ex- 
ternal problems at length with me to- 
day. 

He said he had not yet decided to 
accept the proferred foreign portfolio, 
being uncertain as to how he could 


best serve his country at.present. He 
said that the internal problems were 
far more difficult. than the interna- 
tional ones. 

The late Dr, Sun Yat-sen theorized, 
but he did not deceive himself. He 
realized that the first necessity for 
China was a dictatorship, the second 
a period of tutelage and, finally, de- 
mocracy and representative govern- 
ment. 

But Dr. Wu himself would now ob- 
ject to a dictatorship of bgeres 9 
Wu is not communistic ‘an 
eliminated from the .Canton Govern- 
ment as holding im stic views. 

Dr. Wu definitely desires to eliminate 
foreign infringements . on. .China’s 
sovereignty, but he realizes that this 
is not obtainable immediately. 

Chiang Kai-shek has now come to 
Dr. Wu's viewpoint sufficiently to 
offer him the foreign ministry, but 
Chiang’s conversion is declared by 
some foreigners to be too sudden to be 
regarded as substantial. 

He is still endeavoring to retain 
Moscow’s friendship, although those 
acting in his behalf declare that his 
communications with Russia are diplo- 
matic only. 

It is reliably reported that General 
Sun Chuan-fang has arrived at 
Yangchow from Haichow to direct hos- 
tilities t Chiang Kai-shek’s 
forces.

Secretary Kellogg Retains 
72-Year-Old Negro Messenger

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Ed- 
ward Augustine Savoy, the 72-year- 
old colored messenger to the Secre- 
tary of State, known to generations

PARIS, April 23.—Farm hands on 
their way to work this morning found 
a small automobile standing near the 
Chateau de la Barre, not far from 
Rambouillet, with the figures of a 
man and a woman in it, each shot 
through the head. They called the po- 
lice, who identified the body of the 
man as that of Julian Meredith, 31 
years of age, living at the Villa 
d’Alesia in Paris, a former American 
aviator. Later in the day the gir) vic- 
tim was identified as Marion Mahan 
Roberts of Chicago, a music student, 
25 years of age. 

It is the theory of the police and one 
apparently well supported by circum- 
stantial evidence that Meredith killed 
Miss Roberts and then shot himself. 


For two years, up to last Fall, Miss 
‘| Roberts had been a pupil of Professor 
Cortot at his studio in the Avenue 


Henri Martin. She was much with 
Meredith, who also was a music stu- 
dent. When she left for her home in 
Chicago some months ago she told her 
friends she was engaged to Meredith. 


Girl Returned. Only Friday. 


She arrived at Havre’ yésterday on 
the steamship De Grasse and was met 
by Meredith. They arrived in Paris 
about noon and three hours later left 
her hotel..in a small two-seated car 
which Meredith had just bought. Just 
after nightfajl they stopped at a small 
inn near Cefnay, not far from Ram- 
bouillet, and bought some sandwiches. 
After they Fad finished eating them 
Meredith asked the innkeeper the road 
to Paris and, himself at the wheel, 
the car started in the direction of the 
capital. 

It was a mile from the inn that the 
car was found this morning. Miss 
Roberts’s body was then in front of 
the steering wheel. She had three 
bullets through the head and Mere- 
dith a bullet hole in the right temple. 
The revolver he still held in his hand 
when found. A bullet was found in 
the barrel, indicating that the dying 
man had tried to shoot himself again. 
In his pocket was found a four-carat 
diamond solitaire, which it is thought 
he had bought as an engagement ring. 

The police say they also found in his 
pocket a letter from a woman, not Miss 
Roberts, announcing her coming ar- 
rival in Paris. The theory exists in the 
minds of the police that Meredith 
might have been already married and 
that ithe tragedy came after a quarrel 
growing ‘out of some revelation of a 
circumstance which might have blocked 
the marriage, which the young woman 
had announced was to take place this 
Summer. Friends of Meredith scout 
this theory and are inclined to believe 
that he shot the girl after she had 
threatened not to marry him. 


Hold-Up Theory Dismissed. 


Friends of the two young people ad- 
vanced the idea that they had been 


held up and shot, but the police think 
this theory unsound, and an examina- 
tion of the bodies by Dr. Bourindin 
brought a report from him that Mere- 
dith had done the shooting. The police 
further argue that if robbery had been 
the motive of the crime money and the 
ring would not have been found on the 
body. of Meredith. 

Meredith was born in Paris in 1896, 
his.father being Julian Meredith. of 
Buffalo py oo his mother ‘Maud Steven- 
son Meredith 

In the handbag of Miss Roberts was 
found a slip of .paper on’ which was 
written in pencil, “10 West Sixty-first 
Street. Arletta Semul, Grace W.

Clarence Darrow, Chicago criminal 
lawyer and liberal, and Wayne B. 
Wheeler, general counsel of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America, clashed in 
a debate on prohibition before an 
audience of 2,500 persons last night in 
Carnegie Hall., There was no decision 
but Mr. Darrow plainly had the sym- 
pathies of the audience, which gave 
him prolonged and repeated cheers 
and appl:use, while it mingled boos, 
catealis, jeers, hisses and other derisive 
noises with the applause Mr. Wheeler 
received. It was obviour‘ty a group in 
which wets predominated in large 
numbers over drys. Some of the wets, 
especially those in the top gallery, 
kept up an almost continuous series 
of heckling and interruptions during 
the time Mr. Wheeler had the floor. 

From the standpoint of the Ameri- 
can Forum, a newly formed organiza- 
tion for public discussion, which spon- 
sored the debate, it was something of 
a disappointment. Ernest J. Howe, 
President of the Forum, who is a

Darrow for Nullification. 


Mr. Darrow made a frank appeal for 
nullification of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and declared it was not only the 
right but*the duty of American citi- 
zens, as free men, to refuse to obey 
the prohibition law. The representa- 
tive of the Anti-Saloon League, on the 
other hand, called this “anarchy,” and 


demanded that those who dislike pro- 
hibition agree to ns enrorcement while 
it is on the statute books, and to work 
by legal means for its repeal if they 
so desire. The wet advocate ridiculed 
the prohibitionist’s talk of the evils of 
drink, and candidly extolled and eulo- 
gized’ the pleasure of iingaes Mr. 
Wheeler answered him by citing the 
ruin done by ‘King cohol” and 
“John Sarleycorn.”

GOVERNMENT EXTENDS HELP

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The Fed- 
eral Government, through at least 
seven branches—the Army, Navy, De- 
partment of Commerce; Interstate 
Commerce Commission, Coast Guard, 
Public Health Service and the Vetgy- 
ans’ Bureau—was rushing preparations 
tonight in cooperation with the Na- 
tional Red Cross Society for extending 
aid to refugees in what is said to be 
the greatest flood in the known history 
of the Mississippi River. 

Tomorrow Secretary Hoover, Chair- 
man of the Special Presidential Com- 
mittee, created yesterday to deal with 
the disaster, will proceed to Memphis, 
the base of relief operations, at the 
request of President Coolidge, who 
acted in this step as head of the 
American Red Cross. .Mr. Hoover. will 
be accompanied by Acting Chairman 
James L. Feiser of the Red. Cross; 
ual | scajor Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief. of 
army engineers, and William R. Red- 
den, medical adviser to the Red Cross. 

At a special meeting this morning of 
the Red Cross committee on the Missi- 
sippi River valley flood disaster, Henry 
M. Baker, who is already in Memphis, 
and who is the organization’s director 
for such emergencies, was made ‘‘dic- 
tator’”’ of all relief. work. 

The Red Cross tonight called on the 
American people ‘not to count the 


cost’”’ of extending relief in the present 
emergency.

Tanker Rams . River Levee 
Near New Orleans, Breaking It 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 23.—At 
midnight tonight hundreds of work- 
.men were trying to hold back the 
strong current of the lower Missis- 
sippi from a break in the levee at 
‘Junior Plantation, 35 miles below 
the city on the western banks. 

The homes of 3,000 persons, most- 
ly planters and truck farmers, are 
threatened by the crevasse, An 
area of 15,000 acres will be inun- 
dated unless the break is halted or 
at least is kept within bounds. It 
was caused when the Shipping 
Board steamer Inspector, a molas- 
ses tanker bound for Cuba, rammed 
into the levee at 6 330 o’clock this 
evening. 

The. Missouri Pacific system, 
which recently took over the 
Algiers and lower coast railroad, 
fortunately has available 600,000 
sacks of cement sent down the line 
for intended improvements. Work 
trains have been dispatched to the 
scene. Engineers of the Fourth 
Mississippi District have sent 
barges of rock there. 

The inspector, after ramming the 
levee, was immediately driven into 
the break in an effort to stem the 
rush of water. This for a while 
was successful, according to re- 
ports reaching the city from en- 
gineers on the scene. The crevasse, 
however, widened within a few 
hours to an alarming extent.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., “April 23.—A 
handful of fliers, hourly risking their 
lives as literaliy as some of them did 
over the lines in Fance, are hanging 
up a new record of achievement and 
daring in the task of saving hundreds 
of jives in the greatest flood in the 
history of the Mississippi Valley. 

One of the greatest peace-time bat- 
tles in all history is being fought over 
an inland ocean covering hundreds of 
square miles’ in Arkansas, and avia- 
tion is doing its full share. 

Scores, and possibly thousands, owe 
their lives to the fliers. The scores 
have been saved directly from death, 
the thousands from danger of epi- 
demics in the refugee centres. Dozens 
have been marooned in trees, on roofs 
and anything above water, and to 
these the fliers have meant life. 

At the headquarters of the 154th Ob- 
servation Squadron, Arkansas National 
Guard, officers pore over maps of the. 
flood. area. At intervals aerial ob- 
servers sweep into the field and report 
locations of marooned persons, checked 
on maps carried in flight over the ter- 
ritory. 

The locations are promptly reported 
to the nearest Red Cross and relief 
centres and steps are taken to rescue 
them. If this cannot be accomplished 
temporary relief is often provided by 
fliers. . :

Reports were made to the engineers 
office at Vicksburg that the sand boils 
that developed last night back of the 
Vicksburg sea wall had been remedied 
and the danger passed. The sea wall 
is under the supervision of the city 
authorities. 


Rescue Forces Busy All Along River. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 23 (4).—Thou- 
sands of those made homeless by 
flood waters of the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries were ; carried 
to safety today, while still other thou- 
sands awaited succor. 

As the flood waters pouring through 
the crevasse at Spots. Landing, above 
Greenville, Miss., pushed on across 
the delta, new towns were inundated, 
among them Leland. Engineers esti- 
mated that before the flood has passed 
beyond Vicksburg, probably 2,000 
square miles of the delta country 
would be flooded. The waters will 
drain off into the Mississippi again 
to add to the ‘torrent which will 
descend upon the cities lower down 
the river. 

While small armies strengthened the 
dikes on the lower Mississippi in 
Louisiana, augmented forces were set 
to work rescuing the marooned and 
moving to more advantageous places 
— who had been taken to river 
owns. 


Moving 22,000 From Greenviile. 
Evacuation of Greenville, Miss., the 
largest city to be flooded, and where 
there were 10,000 refugees in addition 


to the normal population of 12,000, 
probably will be completed tomorrow 


and attention then will be turned to 
Helena and other river towns. There 
are plenty of craft available for this 
work. 

The most pressing need is for small 
motor boats for rescue work in the 
back-waters and urgent appeals for 
these have gone out from Greenville, 
Leland, Scott and a number of other 
towns either now under water or 
likely to be before another dawn. 

Every conceivable method of rescue, 
from airplanes to river barges, was 
pressed into service today in the race 
to reach refugees ahead of the flood- 
waters. Seven land machines of the 
Arkansas National Guard were search- 
ing the flooded area of that State to 
locate marooned refugees who had not 
been found: by the rescue parties. 
Three seaplanes also were dispatched 
from the Pensacola, Fla., naval air 
station to Arkansas to scour the re- 
gion and to land and take aboard ma- 
rooned persons. The land planes made 
no attempt to rescue the refugees, but 
reported the locations of many to re- 
lief agencies. 

Several hundred negroes, without 
food since Thursday and scantily clad, 
are on housetops and in trees near 
Scott, Miss. S. L. K. Saulsbury, head 
of the Delta and Pine Land Company, 
was informed here today. . 

The death list in the flood was stead- 
ily mounting, with the known dead 
placed here at forty-eight early today 
and reports of other drownings in va- 
rious sections, and especially in the 
Yazoo Basin, flooded by the Mississippi 
and the backwater from the Yazoo 
River. 

Even approximate estimates of prop- 
erty damage were impossible and prob- 
ably will be for weeks until after the 
flood waters in Arkansas, Mississippi 
and States further north “have sub- 
sided. Crops over thousands of square 
miles have been ruined and the flood 
lands probably will be useless for this 
season. 

Livestock losses are known to have 
been heavy. The railroads have suf- 
fered and there is no telling now how 
many homes have been damaged or 
destroyed. While the breaks in the 
levees have caused some fall in the 
flood stage of the Mississippi north 
of Vicksburg, there has been no re- 
laxation in the work of strengthening 
the dikes below that city.

Above Greenville renewed efforts at

Dispatches today from Clarksdale 
said the dikes were being heavily 
guarded, as threats had been made to 
blow them up. Guards also are sta- 
tioned at other points to prevent the 
cutting of the dikes by those seeking 
to save their own property from the 
floods. 

Weather Bureau experts today placed 
the crest of the flood now between 
New Madrid, Mo., and Memphis, with 
the high ‘stage expected to pass this 
city Sunday or Monday. 

Flood. waters from the Arkansas 
River running over into Louisiana will 
reach the Red River soon and this 
resulted in warning of unusually high 
stages on that river below Shreveport. 
Notice also was given that a flood 
was moving down the Ouachita to- 
ward Camden. 

Some improvement in Arkansas was 
reported during the day with a fall 
of the waters of the Arkansas and 
White Rivers, but vast territories are 
still under water, including the towns 
of Clarendon and Hughes, and thou- 
sands of persons are in need of help. 

Two freight trains, after being ma- 
rooned forty-three hours near Hughes, 
with tracks under water, arrived late 
last night at Memphis with 148 fami- 
lies and were rushed by the American 
Legion, which is handling their care 
here, to the Tri-State Fair Grounds. 
In every concentration point the public 
buildings of each city have been 
thrown open for the housing of the 
homeless, 

Several thousand persons were being 
rushed to Yazoo City, and at Natchez 
preparations were made for care of 
hundreds. At Vicksburg the 10,000 
Greenville refugees were to be har- 
bored. One thousand victims from 
Arkansas were concentrated at Little 
Rock, all having fled without clothing, 
food or household possessions, while 
600 more were at Stuttgart, Ark., and 
a number of other cities in that State 
housed several hundred each. 

The Arkansas refugees, driven out 
from homes along the Mississippi River 
bank, concentrated to a large degree 
at Helena, Ark., where 6,000 persons 
were being cared for. 


Negro Refugees Cheerful and Helpful. 


Negroes predominated among the 
refugees, and their placid optimism, 
despite the loss of all possessions, to- 
gether with obedience and willingness 
to help in the care of refugee camps, 
aided relief workers greatly, it was 
said. 

Rescue work in the northern flood 
area is being pushed by the Coast 
Guard, which today ordered a relief 
party, consisting of the entire person- 
nel at Louisville, to proceed to Cairo to 
aid in this task. More than 2,000 refu- 
gees have been taken out by the Coast 
Guard cutter Kankakee. 


2,000 Refugees Reach Helena. 


HELENA, Ark., April 23 (4).—The 
steamer Wabash arrived here this 
morning bearing refugees from Knowl- 
ton’s Landing, Ark., where they had 
been marooned while working on the 
levees. 

The Wabash also brought two men 
who survived the Pelican disaster. 
They were picked up from trees where 
they swam after the Government 
launch foundered Wednesday. Their 
Mames were said to be Oscar Clem- 
mons and Julius Elder. Witnesses of 
the sinking of the Pelican, in which 
eighteen men lost their lives, stated 
that the launch attempted to go 
through the break in the main levee 
despite warnings from men on the 
banks of the stream. The boat was 
torn to pieces by the boil of waters.

So nearly exhausted were the travel- 
ers that they moved out upon the 
sandbagged. levee with slow and_halt- 
ing steps while American res, 
Red Cross .workers, river boat em- 
ployes and city police helped them to 
dry lands.” 

Of the number perhaps 300 were 
white persons and the others negroes. 
Among the whites men were few. 
Women with children in arms or hang- 
ing on to their fingers fell into the 
embrace of friends or relatives as they 
left the ship. 

The negroes came mostly in family 
groups, carrying on their heads and 
shoulders and under their arms 
bundles of clothing, small house fur- 
nishings and children who gazed in 
wide-eyed amazement at the great 
throng which greeted their arrival. 

All faces showed the strain of suf- 
fering. Most of them came off the ves- 
sel with a laugh or an attempt at 
laughing. There were many trembling 
mouths and anxious eyes. But few 
wept, and these tried to conceal their 
tears of relief. 

Much greater excitement was exhib- 
ited by the thousands who watched 
from the railroad embankment, on top 
of the levee, from box cars and from 
places of vantage along the bluff 
side. . These sympathetic watchers 
sometimes broke into cheers at the 
sight of friends from the lowlands or 
called loudly for stretchers and aid 
when the crippled, the sick or the in- 
firm reached the land, 

A score or more of the rabbit dogs 
sniffed in bewilderment at the scene 
to which their adventure had brought 
them. Running here and there, they 
tripped against their masters’ legs or 
dodged the unsympathetic kick of a 
boatman’s boot. Some dogs were 
brought ashore in the arms of their 
owners. 

The white persons, for the most part, 
were met by friends or were able to 
provide their own necessities under the 
direction of the organized agencies. 
The negroes almost without exception 
knew only that they were fleeing from 
the hostile waters. 


Didn’t Know Where He Was Going. 


“Where are you going, uncle?” a 
reporter asked the aged head of a 
family which stood close together in 
the mass of waiting negroes upon the 
embankment. 

“I don’t know, boss,’’ was the reply. 
"We are here—that’s all we know. 
Our house near Greenville is full of 
water and maybe we won't ever see it 


., like hundreds of his f:1- 
lows, stood waiting for the directions 
of the relief workers, quite willing to 
do as he was told and trustful that 
the ‘‘white fc'ks’’ would continue to 
provide his daily food. 

The Tollinger will return to Green- 
ville as soon as possible. 

The main levee at Greenville is serv- 
ing as an evacuation camp from which 
the inhabitants are being loaded onto 
the rescue boats, Sergeant E. R. 
Bryon of the regular army, who was in 
charge of the National Guard detail 
on the Tollinger, said on arrival of 
the boat here. 

“The people at Greenville don’t seem 
to know whether they want to leave 
there or not,”’ the soldier said. *‘Many 
of them have there all they possess 
and they do not wish to abandon it to 
the flood. We could have brought 
more on our boat than we did, but the 
uncertainty of what they ought to do 
kept many who wanted to leave from 
coming with us. 

“Many of the negroes,” Bryon said, 
“are so weak with hunger they can 
hardly walk. Many have been on the 
levee for several days and nights, ex- 
posed to the rain and cold. 

“Last night when we left Greenville 
about midnight the passengers just 
slumped down upon their stuff and 
everything was quiet and orderly 
throughout the trip. Besides the peo- 
ple, we brought oats, dogs, chickens 
and pigs which they refused to leave 
behind. 

“Before we left Greenville the big 
steamer Minnesota was docking there 
and it was said that the Minnesota 
would take out 5,000 refugees today.” 


Great Throng at the Pier. 


A wild clamor of excitement broke 


out in Vicksburg when the Tollinger, 
long awaited here, rounded DeSoto 
Island, which lies opposite the north- 
ern part of the city and steamed slow- 
ly up the lagoon that flows between 
the island and the bluffs. Automobile 
horns sounded, whistles were shriek- 
ing and watchers along the waterfront 
began to yell. 

Down from the upper city, hundreds 
of the residents ran to be at the land- 
ing when the refugee boat should dock. 
They saw that the Tollinger was push- 
ing four huge barges, three of which 
were covered with negroes and their 
belongings.

Lower Valley Population Warned. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 23 (4).—Re- 
visions of forecast heights for the 
greatest flood in the history of the 
Mississippi Valley and hundreds of 
stories of havoc and misery wrought 
by the murky waters of the upper val- 


ley today brought warnings from en- 
gineers of the grave danger in which 
the lower valley stands from the ap- 
proaching flood. 

The Fifth Louisiana Levee Board is- 
sued a statement warning the peopic 
of the gravity of the flood menace and 
sought to impress upon residents of the 
lower valley that the section facea 
pew hardest high-water fight in its his- 

ory. 

“Don’t let the temporary fall lull you 
to sleep,’ the statement said. ‘‘Mucn 
more hard work is now necessary than 
ever, and eternal vigilance and hard 
labor will win the fight. Anything else 
will lost it.” 

The engineers estimated that the rs- 
turn waters from the Mississippi 
breaks would get back into the river 
within the next ten days, and urged 
that all levees in the parishes of Madi- 
son, Tensas and Concordia be put into 
condition to withstand a fifty-seven- 
foot level on the Vicksburg gauge. 

New Orleans, sitting serenely detween 
the river and Lake Pontchartrain, with 
virtually the entire city of half a mil- 
lion below the river level, went calmly 
and unhurriedly about its ordinary 
work. But beneath a placid exterior 
there were signs of perturbation. 
Grocers reported there had been heavy 
sales in some sections of the city to 
persons storing food in their homes fr 
use in a possible emergency. 

Boats were stored in some homes by 
residents wise from the experience of 
the fourteen-inch rain which flooded 
sections of the city last week. Hun- 
dreds of telephone calls streamed into 
newspapers requesting late flood news, 
and many rumors ran through the city 
of breaks in the levees. More than a 
thousand men worked along three 
miles of the waterfront raising ram- 
parts to levels sufficient to withstand 
the high-water forecast. 

So-numerous were the calls upon the 
weather bureau that Dr. I. M. Cline, 
forecaster, issued a statement saying 
that “the City of New Orleans at the 
present time is in no imminent danger 
from the unprecedented floods in the 
Mississippi River and the possibility 
of danger to the city, with the proper 
precautions which are being taken, is 
very remote.” 


Flood Situation at Many Points. 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (4.—The 
Weather Bureau tonight issued the 
following bulletin: 


Fair weather continues in the lower 
Mississippi Valley and will continue 
generally so during Sunday. 

River stages at selected stations Sat- 
urday morning were as follows: Kan- 
sas City, Mo., 20.6 feet, a fall of 2.5 
feet; St. Louis, Mo., 35.2 feet, a rise of 
0.3 foot, with a further small rise in- 
dicated; Cairo, Ill., 55.3 feet, a fall of 
0.5 foot, with a continued fall indi- 
cated; Memphis, Tenn., 45.9 feet, a rise 
of 0.3 foot, with a crest of slightly over 
46 feet indicated by Sunday or Mon- 
day; Helena, Ark., 56.2 feet, with a 
slow continued rise indicated during 
the next three or four days.

But May Quit at End of Term—

WALKER GOT MOVIE OFFER 


Film Post Said to Carry Even 
Higher Salary Than the $100,000 
of the American League. 


Mayor Walker will stick to the job 
to which he was elected until the end 
of his term on Dec. 31, 1929, but is 
likely to be contented with one term 
and decline to be a candidate for re- 
nomination. 

That was the deduction made yester- 
day by prominent. members of Tam- 
many in discussing the informal offer 
to the Mayor of the Fresidency of the 


American League at a reported salary 
of $100,000 a year. 

The definite information that Mayor 
Walker would not resign to accept a 
post so attractive financially was wel- 
comed in Tammany. Should Mayor 
Walker resign, he would be succeeded 
by Joseph V. McKee, President of the 
Board of Aldermen. Although an or- 
ganization Democrat, Judge McKee 
owes his political allegiance to City 
Chamberlain Edward J. Flynn, Bronx 
County Chairman, instead of to George 
W. Olvany, leader of Tammany Hall. 
Judge McKee also is a strong supporter 
of Governor Smith and there are many 
in Tammany who would not wish to 
see the Governor any more politically 
powerful. 

Tammany leaders freely assert that 
Mayor Walker was Judge Olvany’s se- 
lection to succeed former Mayor Hylan 
rather than the selection of Governor 
Smith, and that one of Judge Olvany’s 
motives in picking the then Demo- 
cratic leader of the State Senate was 
to have a Mayor giving his chief 
loyalty to him instead of to the Gov- 
ernor. 

After his election, Mayor Walker in- 
formed friends that he would be satis- 
fied with being a one-term Mayor. 
Mayor Walker finds the duties of his 
office onerous, and, if a st in 
organized baseball should not be open 
at the end of his term, it was said that 
one would be open for him somewhere 
in the motion picture industry. In fact, 
it was reported that such an offer, 
even more attractive financially than 
the American League offer, had been 
made to him. 

When the Mayor let it be known that 
he would not quit his job to head the 
American League, even if a definite 
offer should be made, it ended also the 
suggestion that he might be the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor next 
year. The Mayor has informed friends 
that nothing could induce him to run 
for Governor. 

The most probable candidate, it was 
said, is Lieut. Gov. Edwin Corning of 
Albany, who is understood to be almost 
slated for the nomination, whether or 
not Governor Smith succeeds in his 
campaign for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President.

Senator Declares He Will Not 
Join Any Party Ouster on 
Smith and McAdoo. 


HITS BIGOTRY IN THE NORTH 


Klan Is Weaker In South Than 
Elsewhere, He Says—Edwards 
Urges Smith for, 1928. . 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—If there is 
any, plan among Democratic leaders to 
circulate a round-robin calling for the 
elimination of Governor Smith and 
William G.’ McAdoo from the field of 
Presidential nominations, Senator Car- 
ter Glass of V has no part in 
the scheme, he stated today. 

Discussing the charge that religious 
bigotry was peculiar to the South, 
Senator Glass denied this emphatically 
and said that there were ten times as 
many Ku Klux Klansmen in New York 
State as in Virginia and more in Indi- 
ana than in any five Southern States. 

At the same time, Senator Edward I. 
Edwards of New Jersey characterized 
a reported attempt by Democrats in 
the South to “round-robin’’ Governor 
Smith out of the race as “a species 
of political fratricide,”” which would 
result in death to the Democratic 
Party if successful. 

The denial by Senator Glass that he 
was involved in any potential move 
to request Messrs. Smith and McAdoo 
to leave the field was made in the 
following statement: 

“I know nothing nor have I heard 
anything about any group of Demo- 
crats formed to bring about the elim- 
ination of Smith and McAdoo or any- 
body else from the Presidential race. 
Until today I never have heard that 
there was contemplated a ‘round- 
robin’ in this connection. 

* Certainly I have never entertained 
the remotest idea of identifying my- 
self with any such movement, and 
anything said or published to the con- 
trary effect is without the slightest 
justification in truth.

Sees Klan Strongest in North. 


Regarding the Ku Klux Klan and re- 
ligious bigotry, Senator Glass said: 

“The New York papers assume that 
religious bigotry is peculiar to the 
South, but I venture to say that there 
are ten times the number of Ku Klux 
Kiansmen in New York State as in 
my State of Virginia, and I might con- 
fidently assert that in the State of 
Indiana alone there are more Ku Klux 
than in any five Southern States that 
anybody might name. 

‘In these Northern States the Ku 
Klux Klan seems to nominate and 
elect Governors and United States Sen- 
ators, whereas in the South, as far as 
I have been able to note, they have 
failed in every instance to accomplish 
anything of that kind. 

“In one of the New York papers of 
last Thursday morning there was a 
sharp editorial rebuke to the ‘impla- 
cable’ religious prejudice of the South. 
In the very same issue of that paper 
was a news item stating that Hiram

The Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce 
officially took over last night the 
projected New York to Paris flight of 
the Bellanca monoplane and announced 
that it would give $15,000 to the pilots 
if they were successful in making the 
3,600 mile hop across the Atlantic. 

The flight is expected to start within 


the next fortnight, possibly some time 
next week. 


Charles A, Levine, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Columbia 
Aircraft Corporation, original sponsor 
of the flight, announced last night, 
after a conference with members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, of which he 
is a member, that the decision to turn 
the project over to that organization 
was prompted by civic pride. He was 
elected head of the New York to Paris 
Nonstop Flight Committee of the 
chamber last night. The other mem- 
bers of the committee are all members 
of the Chamber of Commerce and rep- 
resentative citizens of Brooklyn. 


Interested by Record Flight. 


Ralph Jonas, President of the Brook- 
lyn Chamber, said ‘that the organiza- 
tion’s intention to take over the flight 
was prompted by the remarkable per- 
formance given by the Bellanca mono- 
plane recently when it remained in the 
air more than fifty-one hours without 
refueling, establishing a world’s record 
for sustained flight. Clarence D. Cham- 
berlin and Bert Acosta were at the 
controls when the record was estab- 
lished. 

Lloyd W. Bertaud, air-mail pilot, has 
been chosen to make the flight as 
pilot-navigator. The second man in 
the crew will be either Acosta or 
Chamberlin. No decision has been 
reached as to which of these two will 
make the flight with Bertaud. Both 
would have been chosen for the flight, 
but as neither is a navigator the spon- 
sors of the flight were compelled to 
call in Bertaud. 

Mr. Jonas announced last night that 
arrangements had been made with the 
War Department, the Navy Depart- 
ment and the Commerce Department 
to have all ships at sea notified of the 
take-off of the Bellanca plane, so that 
they will be able to watch for the 
monoplane and help guide it by radio. 
The arrangements were made by Rep- 
resentative Hamilton Fish Jr. 

Tentative plans for the flight are to 
have the Bellanca plane fly northeast 
for about 600 miles to the Newfound- 
land Banks, then over the southerly 
steamship route. It is estimated the 
flight may be made within thirty-six 
hours, or at an average speed of 100 
miles an hour. 


Will Carry Jonas Letters. 


The pilots will carry with them let- 
ters from Mr. Jonas to President Dou- 
mergue of the French Republic, Myron 
TY. Herrick, American Ambassador to 
France, and to the President of the 
American Chamber of Commerce in 
France.

It went out about fifteen miles from 
the Long Island shore in a stiff breeze 
and then flew back to the field.

Nothing further was done yesterday 
to settle the question of who is to 
accompany Lloyd Bertaud, the air- 
mail pilot selected to navigate the 
plane. Chamberlin and Acosta are still 
wondering who will be the one to go, 
but Chamberlin said yesterday that 
they were not permitting the uncer- 
tainty to interfere with their work of 
preparation. They have been too busy 
to think much about it, Chamberlin 
said. 

Enough gasoline to give the plane a 
range of 4;000 miles will be placed 
aboard before the take-off. In addi- 
tion to the big tank, a number of five- 
gallon. cans will be placed on top of 
the tank and emptied into it as fast as 
possible. These additional cans w..! 
give the plane a capacity of about 420 
gallons, sufficient to carry it beyond 
Paris under fairly favorable weather 
conditions.

New ‘Dark Ray’ Will Pierce Fog and ‘Smoke, 
J.L. Baird, Inventor of Television, Asserts 





LONDON, April 23.—John L. Baird, 
the inventor of television, today dem- 
onstrated ‘‘noctovision,’’: his new dis- 
covery. By it he expects to furnish a 
means whereby fog will no longer be a 
menace and whereby in future wars 
smoke screens will be useless. 

Mr. Baird said that ‘‘ngctovision” 
had been discovered accidentally. 
While “‘televising’’ a motion picture of 
a boy smoking a cigarette, Baird said, 
he noticed that the smoke did not ap- 
pear in the resulting image. Later he 
established that smoke was as trans- 
parent as air to the television rays. 

The practical use of ‘‘noctovision” in 
fogs will be demonstrated shortly at 
sea. A steamer plying between Dun- 
dee and London will be equipped with 
Baird’s “owl eye,” which is also ex- 
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pected by Mr. Baird to eliminate many 
of the difficulties of night flying. 


LONDON, April 23 (.—The “dark 
ray,’’ demonstrated by J. L. Baird in 
his laboratory today, may, its inventor 
claims, banish the element of surprise 


from naval and military aerial actions 
and make it possible to locate fleets in 
the skies or at sea. 

In the presence of Admiral Mark 
Kerr and others, Mr. Baird transmitted 
a doll’s features through an artificial 
fog, produced by chemicals, so dense 
as nearly to choke his assistants. 

The new ray is a sort of invisible 
searchlight, which, it is said, has six- 
teen times the penetrative power of 
ordinary light through fog or smoke. 
The ray makes a sound when it en- 
counters a solid.object or even a ray 
of light. Each object produces a dif- 
ferent sound, ‘from which it may be 
possible to determine its nature,

DROUHIN BIDS HARD 
IN ATLANTIC HOP 


Latest French Entrant Plans to 
Begin New York Flight 
Within 15 Days. 


MOTOR 1,000 HORSEPOWER 


Will Use Farman Goliath Biplane 
Embodying New Features 
in Its Design. 
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PARIS, April 23.—While Captain 
Charles M. Nungesser and .Captain 
Francois Coli are carrying out their 
final test flights at Villacoublay in the 
Levasseur airplane in which they hope 
to hop off to New York within the 
next week or ten days, the competition 
of a “dark horse” is assuming formid- 
able’ proportions. Lieutenant Drouhin, 
an experienced French aviator who 
entered the race two days ago, now 
announces that In company with a 
navigator from the French Navy, he 
would attempt his non-stop flight to 
New York within the next fifteen 
days. 

He will fly in a 1,000 horsepower 
Farman Goliath biplane carrying 
10,000 litres of fuel, or enough for a 
continuous journey of between 8,000 
and 9,000 kilometers. 

The Farman Airplane Manufacturing 
Company is offering generous finan- 
cial backing, it was said, since the 
machine itself is not only the product 
o* its factory but the two motors 
as well. 

Secret preliminary tests with suffi- 
cient fuel for the: New York attempt 
have just been completed at Toussus- 
La-Noble, near Versailles, and the re- 
sults were very satisfactory. 

‘We will be ready to take the air for 
New York in fifteen days,” explained 
M. Fischer, expert of the Farman 
Company, who is making the in- 
itial flights with Drouhin. ‘We are 
certain we shall be able to carry 10,000 
litres of fuel and remain in the air not 
less than sixty hours, that is to say, a 
distance of between 8,000 and 9,000 
kilometers. This is more than enough 
to assure our reaching New York. 

According to details just disclosed, 
the Farman Goliath embodies certain 
original features of great promise. 
The biplane itself is 24 feet high, 60 
feet wide and is modeled after the 

well-known Goliath type already asso- 
ciated with Farman constructors. In- 
stead, however, of the two motors 
being placed in front on the wings and 
side by side, they are perched in the 
middle of the plane, one in front of the 
other. There are two propellers, one 
tractive and the other propulsive. 
These new arrangements simplify the 
control of the motors, in the opinion 
of experts. An entirely new idea in the 
landing gear attached to the biplane 
has likewise proved successful. 

Although it was known that the 
Farman Company had in mind a trans- 
atlantic attempt some time this year, 
the fact that its plans are so far ad- 
vanced has caused much surprise and 
encouraged the belief held in aero- 
nautical circles tuat to France will go 
the honor of making the first non-stop 
flight between Paris anc New York. 
One or the other of the two French 
expeditions is almost certain to reach 
Long Island next month, it is pre- 
dicted. 

The Farman announcement acted as 
an additional spur in the Nungesser- 
Coli camp and may cause the two war 
aces to start a few days sooner than 
anticipated. A week from tomorrow 
morning—May 1l—or the first good day 
after that appears to be the hopping- 
off date in the minds of Nungesser and 
Coli at present. 

The transatlantic Farman biplane 
was constructed on the basis of the 
experience gained in non-stop flights 
made in Farman planes from Paris to 
Moscow and return, Paris to Rome 
and return, and Paris to Madrid and 
return. The project has all the ear- 
marks of a very serious attempt and 
increases the sporting interest in the 
international ai. co -test.

10,871 Families Aided. 


The summary of Catholic welfare 
work is incorporated in the bulletin. 
Last year more than $500,000 was spent 
for family relief alone. The organiza- 
tion cared for 10,871 families, consist- 
ing of 44,592 individuals, who received 
$516,412.04. This was accomplished 
either by Catholic Charities from its 
main office at 477 Madison Avenue and 
~its seven county offices or through the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society and the 
Ladies of Charity. In the hospital divi- 
sion there were 10,824 free patients and 
372,525 days of care were given with- 
out cost. Visiting sisters of the sick 
poor cared for 4,085 cases. 


In the activities of the social action 
department which includes clubs for 
boys and girls, Boy Scouts, Newman 
clubs, Summer camps and immigra- 
tion, 40,000 people were benefited. In 
the division for children twenty-six 
day nurseries cared for 2,800 children 
daily. In the division of protective 
care, the Catholic Probation Bureau 
was conducted by the Catholic Chari- 
ties with Edwin J. Cooley, Professor of 
Criminology at Fordham University, as 
director. The result of his intensive 
investigation in the treatment of the 
delinquent was recently published in 
hig book entitled ‘“‘Probation and De- 
liquency.”

had been often seen going to the uni- 
versity together. 

Meredith’s friends say that, al- 
though he had been married, he ob- 
tained a divorce several months ago 
and was perfectly free to marry Miss 
Roberts. They say the family of Miss 
Roberts knew of the engagement and 
had given their consent. 

It is not believed that there are any 
Members of his family in France. He 
had lived for three years in a fur- 
nished room at 33 Villa Dalesia. There 
the concierge said Meredith had 
awaited: impatiently the arrival of. his 
fiancée and had purchased the new 
car last week for the purpose of taking 
her on trips this Summer. The con- 
cierge insisted that she believed Mere- 
dith had not done the shooting. 

“Americans have queer ideas some- 
times,” she said. “I am convinced 
that the two young people had decided 
to pass the night in the car and were 
surprised and shot. Certainly, when 
they left here yesterday they were in 
joyous spirits, not at all resembling 
people who wanted to die.” 

Meredith had been recently seeking 
employment in newspaper offices in 
Paris. and this gave rise to the re- 
port that he had money troubles. This 
rumor would appear to be offset by 
the fact that he owed no money where 
he lived and had recently purchased 
the car and the engagement ring. 

The two bodies are now in the 
morgue at Rambouillet awaiting the 
conclusiong of the police investigation. 


Meredith Had Just Boéght Pistol. 

PARIS, April 23 (®).—Julian F. Mere- 
dith and Marion Roberts died on the 
anniversary of their engagement, 
which Miss Roberts had come to 
France to spend with her fiancé. 
When found Miss Roberts’s body was 
already cold, while Meredith was 
breathing faintly. Miss Roberts’s fin- 
gers still held loosely her horn-rimmed 
glasses, which apparently she had just 
removed when she was shot. 


Meredith died soon after gendarmes | 


arrived from Rambouillet at 7 o’clock. 
There was no evidence’ of a quarrel 


and all but one circumstance indicated 
that the automobile ride was a senti- 
mental journey of great happiness. 
This one circumstance was that Mere- 
dith had bought a new automatic pis- 
tol, which he was not in the habit of 
carrying, and had a box of cartridges. 
Friends of Meredith said that -some- 
times he was moody, but that he was 
in high spirits when his fiancée ar- 
rived to visit him. 

Miss Roberts was known to Mere- 
dith’s friends here as a concert player, 
while for three years he had been 
training his voice with Mme. Ver- 
gnolet, who foresaw a fine musical fu- 
ture for him. 

A letter from Miss Roberts to Mere- 
dith, which was found ih his pocket, 
indicated the most happy relations be- 
tween the two. It was dated April 4 
and said in part: 

“TI congratulate you on having found 
such a splendid position for the com- 
mencement of your career and I look 
forward with happiness to a brilliant 
future for you. I am most thankful to 
spend this Eastertide with you and to 
celebrate our own anniversary of the 
23d.” 

In Miss Roberts’s handbag was a 
letter from a sister giving home- 
town news, while previously she 
had received a cablegram from her 
mother saying that all was well at 
home, These, as well as other indica- 
tions, showed no clouds on their love, 
family or professional horizons. 


Had 6,400 Francs in His Pocket. 


When they left the hotel at Cernay 
last night the staff noticed that Mere- 
dith was driving. Apparently they 
changed places later, since Miss Rob- 
erts’s body was found at the wheel. 
Both were seated naturally and there 
was no evidence of the slightest dis- 
turbance. Their bodies were in easy 
positions, their clothes unruffled and 
their few possessions were undis- 
turbed. In Meredith’s pocket were 
6,400 francs as well as a diamond ring, 
valued at 20,000 francs. 

Physicians agreed that the three bul- 
let wounds in Miss Roberts’s head had 
been caused by a pistol Feld closely. 
The bullet that killed Meredith was 
fired into his right temple and came 
out at his left temple. 

Although the police assumed that 
Meredith shot his fiancée and then 
killed himself, one of the bullets 
struck Miss Roberts from the left, 
while Meredith was seated at her 
right. This bullet, physicians agree. 
entered her left cheek, while the other 
two bullets struck her from the right. 

Police said it appeared impossible to 
determine whether Meredith had shot 
himself immediately he was certain 
that Miss Roberts was dead, for he 
was alive when police arrived some 
hours after Miss Roberts died. He 
may have lingered, unconscious, all 
last night. 

The couple had made much of this 
“their celebration,” and if death was 
premeditated it appears not unlikely 
that Meredith—or both if it was a 
death pact—police said, waited until 
after midnight so that they might die 
on their anniversary day. 

Meredith, who was an aviator during 
the war, was said always to have 
had plenty of money, and his check 
book stubs showed comfortable de- 
posits in dollars, evidently sent to 
him from the United States. Miss 
Roberts wore one of his initialed 
wrist watches, which ran down at 3:15 
o’clock this morning, while his stopped 
at 5 o’clock. 


Meredith Left an Infant Son.

BUFFALO, April 23.—Julian Mere- 
dith lived in Buffalo until about a 
year ago, when he left to study voice 
culture abroad. He was a former 
Nichols School student, leaving Nichols 
in 1916. At school he played on the 
football team and was leader of the

Meredith enlisted in old Troop I, New 
York Cavalry; for service on the Mex- 
ican border. Upon the return of the 
troop to Buffalo after its attempt to 
seize Villa, Meredith took up writing 
as @ career, but was hardly out of 
uniform before he was summoned 
back to serve in the reorganized 
Troop I, which had become the 102d 


Trench Mortar Battery. Meredith 
served with his battery du the 
whole of the American participation in 
the World War, spending most of the 
time in France,

Meredith was. divorced in Paris on 
5, 1926. His wife, formerly Miss 
Reisel, and a son, Philip 
Meredith, eight months old, live at 675 
Richmond Avenue. Mrs. Meredith ob- 
tained her divorce on the ground of 
desertion. 


Meredith is survived by his grand- 





mother, Mrs. Julia F. Meredith, widow 
of General Meredith; his father, Julian 
F. Meredith; an uncle, Sullivan A. 
Meredith, and an aunt, Miss Grace E, 
Meredith, all living at 250 Elmwood 
Avenue. A _ cousin, Miss Patricia 
Mohun of Virginia, a student in Paris, 
will take care of his body. 

Mr. Meredith’s mother died while he 
was in his infancy and he was raised 
by his aunt. 


Miss Roberts’s Musical Talent.

CHICAGO, April 23.—Miss Marion 
Roberts was the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. F. E. Roberts of 201 North Har- 
vey Avenue, Oak Park. She had 
studied composition under Adolph Wel- 
dig at the American Conservatory of 
Music, and also was a protégé of Al- 
fred Cortot, the French virtuoso. <Ac- 
cording to John J. Hattstaedt, founder 
and President of the conservatory, she 
was on the threshold of an extraor- 
dinary musical career. 

The double killing climaxed a ro- 
mance which began when Miss Roberts 
met Meredith on a trip to Paris last 
year. Members of her family knew she 
was engaged, but they had never met 
Meredith. 

The Roberts family was stunned by 
the tragedy and would not comment 
on it. The girl’s father is chief ac- 
countant for Sears, Roebuck & Co., 
and is President of the Apollo Musical 
Club.

“Drug addiction in ‘connection with 
crime,” he said “shows that it is one 
of the greatest single causes of crime 
today, particularly since 1919, when 
the number of addicts admitted to 
Sing Sing has increased several hun- 
dred per cent, during the last six or!

Dr. Squire said there had been only 
two. women executed in New York 
State in the last thirty-one years.

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UNDER MORATORIUM 


Opinion Is General That Finan- 
cial Troubles Will Be Smoothed 
Out by Delay. 


ACTION TAKEN JUST IN TIME 


Politics Again Comes to the Fore 
With. the Press Debating ¥% 
Policy on China.

TOKIO, April 23.—The Japanese 
clearing houses will reopen Monday, 
but during the next three weeks they 
will collect no interest due or pay in- 
terest on deposit. Foreign exchange 
banks are authorized to continue for- 
eign business: as trade must be fi- 
nanced, 

Tokio postal savings deposits on 
Friday totaled over 14,000,000 yen or 
twenty-six times the normal daily 
average. The nervousness in business 
circles has abated, now that the mora- 
torium has arrested the landslide. — 


The compelling reason for the mora- 
torium was the need for time. The 
Privy Council’s rejection of Premier 
Wakatsuki’s plan was read as an 
abrogation of the Government’s prom- 
ise to stand by the banks. Panic 
psychology came into operation and 
runs started all over the country. The 
Japan Bank refused to modify its 
strict regulation requiring a security 
of 40 per cent. margin on — ¥ prices 
of stock and 20 per cent. on vern- 
ment bonds. As the pressure increased 
there was danger that the banks 
might be forced to throw their securi- 
ties on the market. 

It is strongly suggested that the 
Government’s political opponents had 
a share in the market manipulations 
and stimulated public alarm. It is au- 
thenticated in several cases that some 
persons received telephone messages 
from certain banks. Whatever the ex- 
tent of this alleged interference may 
be, the public nervousness was becom- 
ing uncontrollable from perfectly nat- 
ural causes. The Government’s finan- 
cial proposals will almost certainly 
not be opposed in the special session 
which convenes May 3, but if the ses- 
sion goes on to other business the Op- 
position will blow off steam over the 
China policy foreshadowed in the new 
Premier’s statement. 

To the threats of a no confidence 
resolution from the Opposition, the 
Government politicians reply with 
threats of dissolution, but neither side 
is anxious to face the electors and 
most of the present talk is bluff. 

*. somewhat singular statement is 
meade in circles usually well informed 
that Russia understands and does not 
object to Premier Tanana’s references 
to the Communists. 

The Osaka Asahi and the Tokio 
Asahi, two of the most influential 
newspapers in Japan, have lost no 
time in warning Tanaka against a 
change in the China policy. The Osaka 
paper asks whether the Premier means 
Japan should join Britain in sending 
troops or should cooperate with the 
United States and Britain. It points 
out that Tanaka’s words are vague 





and suggests that he only means to 
complain that Shidehara’s protective 
measurés were inadequate. 

Those who desire to work with Brit- 
ain, says the paper, fail to observe 
that Britein uses force with one hand 
and makes concessions with the other. 
They want Japan to-use force, but are 
_ ready to imitate Britain’s sacri- 

ces. 

As for triple cooperation, the paper 
does not believe that the United States 
will support a strong policy. It notes 
that the Chinese Northerners rejoice at 
Tanaka’s appointment and warns the 
Government that Japan must continue 
to observe neutrality and avoid ‘play- 
ing anybody’s game. 

The Tokio Asahi rebukes Shidehara’s 
failure to defend the Japanese resi- 
dents of China and complains that he 
concealed the facts. But it insists 
that Shidehara’s shortcomings can be 
corrected without drastic measures. 


FAVORS DIVORCE FOR RIEHL. 


Special Master Recommends Decree 
to. Husband of Hall Case Figure.

TRENTON, N. J., April 23.—Chan- 
cellor Walker had before him today the 
recommendation of Special Master An- 
thony P. Laporta of Hoboken that a 
divorce be granted to Arthur 8. Riehl 
from the former Louise E. Geist, who 


was a parlor maid at the home of the 
Rev. Edward: W. Hall, slain New 
Brunswick clergyman. The suit was 
based on a charge of desertion. 

Riehl’s action for annulment of his 
marriage led to the reopening of the 
investigation into the murder of the 
Rev. Mr. Hall and Mrs. Eleanor Mills. 
He alleged his wife had told of mis- 
conduct with Dr. Hall and further 
charged that she had received $5,000 
for keeping quiet as to what she knew 
of his death. Subsequently the suit 
was withdrawn, but was followed by 
the petittion for divorce. 

In recommending a divorce for Riehl 
it was pointed out by the Special Mas- 
ter that overtures looking to a recon- 
ciliation between the couple would 
seem to be futile.

CLEARS MRS; 
OF KILLING HUSBAND 


Jury Decides for Acquittal by 
Oral Agreement, a 
Member Says. 


ACCUSER REMAINS IN JAIL 


Wegley, Self-Styled Lover, Who 
Said He Bought Poison, 
Awalts Action. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWBURGH, N..Y., April 23.— 
Cleared of the charge of poisoning her 
husband;...Daniel F. Earley, New- 
burgh veteran of two wars, Lucy Bax- 
ter Earley hurried to the bedside of 
her son Daniel, 12, who is recovering 
from an operation for appendicitis in 
@ local hospital. 

Her accuser, William Wegley, ice- 
man, remains in his cell in the local 
county jail, where he will stay at 
least two weeks until the District At- 
torney, Elmer H. Lemon, decides what 
disposition will be made of the indict- 
ment against the prisoner. Wegley, 
indicted separately from Mrs. Earley 
in the murder, could not be tried wit 
her. 

When the jury, which had acquitted 
the woman almost without delibera- 
tion, reported this afternoon, Mrs. 
Earley tried to rise to thank the 
jurors. Her emotion overcame her and 
she collapsed into the arms of the jail 
matron, weeping quietly. Except for 
Justice Arthur S. Tompkins, who pre- 
sided, and other necessaries of the pic- 
ture there were few in the court room 
for the finish, because a verdict had 
not. been expected so soon. 

Jurors later said they decided on the 
issue without the necessity of written 


ballots. One offered the opinion that 
Mrs. Earley was innocent, and the 
rest agreed. However, the verdict was 
not announced until more than an 
hour had elapsed. 

In charging the jurors this morning 
Justice Tompkins carefully instructed 
them that their verdict, in view of 
the testimony, could be only guilty of 


;|murder in the first degree or not 


guilty. No compromise was possible, 
he said. 

The case apparently hinged on the 
credibility of William Wegley, who 
asserted he made a trip to New York 
to buy the arsenic at Mrs. Earley’s 
request. He claimed he was her lover. 

Earley, 48, died on March 18, 1926, 
of stomach trouble in which there had 
been puzzling complications. Little 
more was thought of the unexplained 
symptoms until August 23, when Weg- 
ley, awaiting trial for larceny on a 
charge by Mrs. Earley that he had 
snatched her pocketbook, told District 
Attorney Lemon he had purchased 
arsenic for Mrs. Earley to feed to her 
husband, 

On Aug. 30 Earley’s body was ex- 
humed and was found to contain lethal 
quantities of arsenic trioxide. Mrs. 
Earley was arrested on Oct. 6 and in- 
dicted two days later.

SESQUIGENTEN 


\IN RECEIVERS’ HANDS 


Court Gives Order in “Friendly | 


Suit” to Straighten Out 
Indebtedness. 


TO PAY ALL, SAYS KENDRICK 


Mayor of Philadelphia Assures the 
Creditors Their $5,501,348 
Claims Are Good. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 23.—The 
Sesquicentennial Exposition, which still 
owes creditors more than - $5,000,000, 
went into the hands of receivers today 
as the result of an order given by 
Federal Judge J. Whitaker Thompson. 

The Court appointed former State At- 
torney General Francis Shunk Brown 
and Director General Erastus L. Aus- 
tin of the exposition as receivers under 
a joint bond of $25,000 and ordered 
them to hold the assets intact until a 
plan could be worked out for the liqui- 
dation of the Sesquicentennial property 
and the distribution of proceeds among 
creditors. 

The action resulting in the receiver- 
ship was instituted by John D. Cardi- 
nell of Montclair, N. J., and was de- 
scribed by attorneys as a ‘friendly 
suit,” agreed to by Mayor Kendrick 
as President of the Exposition Asso- 
ciation. 

“The public must not get the idea 
that this action means bankruptcy,”’ 
said the Mayor. ‘Quite the contrary 
is true. This action will protect our 
assets so that we will be able to 
pay all creditors the full amount of 
their claims. 

“This we will unquestionably be able 
to do if there is no further hitch in 
the city’s paying the claims included 
in the $5,000,000 appropriation. If that 
unforseen condition had not arisen, 
we should by this time have had all 
creditors paid in full and the affairs 
of the Sesqui settled and wound up.” 

Judge Thompson, in an order issued 
at the time of the appointment of the 
receivers, granted an injunction pro- 
hibiting United States marshals or 
others from ‘“‘disturbing the posses- 
sions of the receivers or from prose- 
cuting any actions or suits affecting 
the property of the defendants” in ad- 
vance of the liquidation authorized by 
the Court. 

While the receivership action was 
being taken, arguments were being 
heard in another court in an injunc- 
tion suit seeking to tie up the entire 
$5,000,000 appropriated by the city for 
the payment of Sesquicentennial debts. 
The action was brought by the print- 
ing firm of Marcus-Mayer here on the 
ground that all classes of orders were 
not considered alike in the disposition 
of the fund. Decision was held under 
advisement until Monday. 

Director Austin announced tonight 
that the outstanding indebtedness of 
the exposition was $5,501,348, of which 
about $501,000 was to be paid by the 


Sesquicentennial Association and the 
rest by the city.

Coyle, 
President of the club, declared that 
as far as he knew there had been no 
gambling going on in the rear rooms, 
He also asserted that there had never 
been any gambling in the club itself. 
Mr. Coyle said the club was not af- 
filiated with the regular Democratic 
Club of the District, the Twenty-third 
Assembly District, which is headed by 
Hyman §8. Shorenstein. 

The raid was the first of its kind 
since Joseph A. Warren became Police 
Commissioner, but was not regarded 
as a political sensation both because 
the organization is not the regular one 
of the district and because the police 
did not invade the clubrooms proper.

Chauncey M. Depew celebrated his 
ninety-third birthday yesterday. While 
he did not go to the circus at Madison 
Square Garden, as many young people 
do on their birthdays—if they are 
lucky—he did become a member of the 
Young Republican Club and accepted 
from that organization a delectable 
birthday cake, on which was a large 
amount of yellow frosting and enough 
yellow candles to make the figures 93. 

The presentation of the cake was 
quite a formal affair in the early morn- 
ing. Later a delegation from the Pil- 
grims’ Society, of which he is Presi- 
dent, paid a brief visit to Mr. Depew 
at his home, 27 West Fifty-fourth 
Street. Then the Senator was helped 
into his automobile and went to 


his office in Lexington Avenue, 
where he read a sheaf of congratua- 
tory messages. He stayed about an 
hour. - Last night he had dinner at 
home and spent a little time listening 
to the radio, thereafter calling it a day 
and another year. 

A delegation from the Young Repub- 
lican Club, which is a new organiza- 
tion, presented the cake. William Gil- 
ligan of the Executive Committee, who 
had conceived the idea, headed the 
delegation and made the presentation 
speech in the reception room of the 
Depew home, with the Senator stand- 
ing and looking very much interested, 
while Mrs. Depew remained near-by, 
anxious as to the effect of the excite- 
ment on Mr. Depew. 


Birthday Cake Presented. 


Mr. Gilligan told the Senator that 
birthday cakes were tokens of love 
and affection and that the young men 
of his political party therefore thought 
it a highly fitting gift. He asked the 
Senator if he would join the club and 
help it, with his experience and wis- 
dom, to maintain the principles of the 
party which had done so muchg@or the 
nation. 

Senator Depew said he would be de- 
lighted and expressed his appreciation 
of the,cake. He spoke in a very low 
tone and explained with a smile: 

**You know my vocal cords have had 
quite a shock and that is the reason 
I have had to give up so many of my 
activities. But I am very fond of the 
young men.” He looked critically over 
the gathering and added: ‘‘Especially 
the ones with bald heads.’”” Then with 
a chuckle he resumed: ‘You see all 
my playmates are gone and if I didn’t 
keep in touch with the young men I 
would have nobody to play with.” 

‘‘May we take a picture?’ J. Henry 
Smythe Jr., Chairman of the publicity 
committee of the club asked. 

“Yes,” said the Senator, before Mrs. 
Depew could protest. He smiled at 
her across the room. 

He was posed holding the cake and 
standing by a great bunch of ninety- 
three roses that the Pilgrims had sent. 
Then he shook hands with the mem- 
bers of the delegation as they filed out 
and signified to the newspaper men 
that he was quite willing to be inter- 
viewed.

WILL. EXTEND TO YONKERS 


“) Destroyers and Others Will Berth 


at Staten Island, Navy Yard 
and In East River. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April, 23.—Tentative 
plans for the anchorage of the United 
States Fleet in New York Harbor for 
twelve days beginning with its arrival 
April 29 show that all the principal 
vessels will be stationed in the Hud- 
son River between West Seventy-sec- 
ond and West 145th Streets. 

The anchorage line, as now contem- 
plated, begins at West Fifty-ninth 
Street, off which, in position No. 1 will 
be the mine layer Aroostook and the 
aircraft tender Gannet. The aircraft 
tender Langley will be off West Sixty- 
fifth Street,.and .the light cruiser di- 
visions will be in positions 3 and 4 
between West Seventy-second and 
West Seventy-ninth Streets. 

The battleships West Virginia, Col- 
orado and California are to be between 
Seventy-ninth and Ninety-first Streets 
or at the Navy Yard; while the Florida 
and Mississippi will be at West 116th 
and 137th Streets, respectively, or at 
the Navy Yard. The armored cruiser 
Seattle will be near Ninety-sixth 
Street, and the battleships Texas at 
104th, Arkansas at 110th and Arizona 
and Idaho off Morningside Heights. 
The Pennsylvania will end the line of 
battleships near 145th Street, and 
above will be the light cruiser Concord. 


Anchorage of Smaller Units. 


Extending from that point to Yonk- 
ers will be the destroyer tenders Dob- 
bin and Whitney, the light cruiser 
Omaha, the destroyer tenders Altair 
and Melville, the auxiliary Antares, 
the rescue vessel Falcon, the mine- 
layer Shawmut, the light mine-layers 
Mahan and Maury, the mine-sweepers 
Lark and Maltard, and possibly the 
submarine tenders Camden and Bush- 
nell, although these two may go to the 
Navy Yard. The repair ship Vestal 
will be at the tip end of the anchorage 
line in position No. 33. 

Destroyers of the Battle Fleet will 
berth as follows: Six at Southside 
Pier 13, Staten Island; twelve at Pier 
17, Staten Island; five at Pier West 
Eightieth Street; two at pier West 
Ninety-sixth Street, and four at pier 
West One Hundred and Thirty-sixth 
Street. Other destroyers will berth in 
anchorages 25Ist to 280th inclusive, 
near Yonkers. Destroyers of the Scout- 
ing Fleet will berth at anchorages on 
the New Jersey side of the river. 

The aircraft tenders Wright, Teal 
and Sandpiper will probably berth off 
the naval air station at Rockaway. 
Submarines and one tender of the con- 
trol force will berth at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. 

Units of the fleet base force have 
been assigned anchorages near the 
battleships. Two tankers will anchor 
off Tompkinsville. The minesweepers 
will berth as follows: Four at East 
Fourth Street, East River, four at pier 
at East Third Street, East River; two 
at Navy Yard, Pier H, and 1 at or 


near Procyon. The -Maryland will 
berth at the Navy Yard.

A chauffeur was killed and his three 
companions were injured early yester- 
day morning when a $16,000 imported 
Isotta Fraschini limousine got out of 
his control and crashed into a retain- 
ing wall at Riverside Drive and 183d 
Street.

the car. The injured were Bessie

Street, who was taken to the Jewish 
Memorial Hospital with a_ possible 
fracture of the skull, and Florence 
Moss of 94 Jane Street, and Charles 
Deano of 132 Masterson Avenue, 
Queens, who escaped with cuts and 
bruises. 

The limousine was coming south and 
according to the police, the driver lost 
control when he put on the brakes 
suddenly and the car veered abruptly 
to the left. Allen was killed instantly 
when the car hit the wall and over- 
turned. The others were thrown out. 
A passing motorist notified the police 
and an ambulance reached the scene 
in a short time. 


Injures Five and Speeds on. 


A “hit and run” driver at the wheel 
of a sedan believed to have been 
stolen a short time before, injured five 


men in the afternoon when the sedan 
struck a small truck and drove it 
through the window of a vegetable 
store at 812 Marcy Avenue, Brooklyn. 
The driver of the sedan sped away 
after the crash. 

Six workmen employed by Giuseppe 
Graziano, a contractor of 628 -Metro- 
politan Avenue, the owner, were riding 
on the truck when the sedan coming 
along at a high rate of speed, hit it. 
The impact drove the truck across the 
sidewalk into the plate glass window 
of the store and two workmen were 
thrown from their place on the truck 
through the broken window into the 
store itself among a crowd of women 
shoppers.

Opposite Sixty-second 
Street, when he stopped to allow a pe- 
destrian to pass, the limousine was 
struck from behind by an automobile 
owned and driven by James Hogan of 
1,125 Bryant Avenue, the Bronx. 

Mrs. Morris was taken to the Fifth 
Avenue Hospital, where she was at- 
tended for bruises and shock, by her 
own physician, Dr. F. Montgomery 
Smith, of 11 East Sixty-eighth Street.

“The cost of fuel oil at the present 
moment,’”’ he said at the fiftieth an- 
nual meeting recently, ‘‘does not com- 
pare favorably with the cost of coal, 
but against the actual cost price there 
are many advantages to be considered. 
The express type of steamer un- 
doubtedly can make more voyages un- 
der oil fuel than would be possible on 
coal, owing to the physical impossi- 
bility of loading coal as fast as oil, 
while the general cleanliness of the oil- 
burning vessels and the reduced engine 
room crews required are also items to 
be considered. 

“During the general strike we have 
very largely to thank the fact that our 
passenger steamers were using fuel 
oil for their departure at their adver- 
tised dates, despite the disturbed con- 
ditions of business, an accomplishment 
which would have been impossible on 
coal. At the same time there are limits 
to the price which we can afford to 
pay for oil fuel.’

SACCO RECORD TRIAL 


Receipt of Documents From 
Norfolk County Is Taken to 
Mean He Will Read Testimony. 


DOUBT ABOUT COMMISSION

BOSTON, Mass., April 23.—Governor 
Fuller received today a record of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case from Dudley P. 
Ranney, Assistant District Attorney of 
Norfolk County, and will begin his 
study of the matter over the week-end. 
Mr. Ranney also gave a list of the vol- 
umes which contain all the essential 

details of the case. 

The submitting of the record to the 
Governor is the first positive indica- 
tion that Mr. Fuller would attempt to 
read through the mass of testimony. 
Whether the Executive will also ap- 
point a commission to study the record 
is not known: Thus far he has given 
No indication of what his course will 
be. He has said that he will approach 
the matter with an open mind and 
consider it as soon as the Legislative 
session ends. The session is expected 
to finish next week. 

The Governor called for the letter, 
asking that a further stay of execu- 
tion be granted to Celestino Madeiros, 
convicted murderer, who confessed” 
that he participated in the South 
Braintree crime and that Sacco and 
Vanzetti were innocent. The Governor 
said that he would act Monday on the 
Madeiros case. 

A resolution endorsing the State 
courts and expressing confidence in 
their decision has been adopted by the 
Cambridge Post of the American 
Legion. 

A letter signed by 123 members of 
the Faculty and administration of 
Smith College, urging the Governor to 
take such steps as are constitutionally 
possible toward seeing that justice is 
done for Sacco and Vanzetti, was re- 
ceived today at the Governor's office. 

Among the letters received by the 
Governor today was one from Charies 
H. Barrett of Philadelphia, who re- 
ferred to Sacco and Vanzette as ‘“‘rad- 
icals, traitors and would-be destroyers 
of liberty,”” urging that they ‘‘pay the 
penalty for their crimes and may God 
have mercy on their souls.”’ 

Arthur Butler Graham of 25 West 
Forty-third Street, New York City, 
wrote, asking for Executive clemency. 


SUES FOR $7,500,000 
IN BIG FILM DEAL 


Z. M. Harris Says He Originated 
Idea to Tie Up Orpheam and 
Keith Houses in Contract. 





A sait for $7,500,000 for alleged ser- 
vices in bringing about a contract be- 
tween the Cinema Corporation of 
America, in behalf of the Producers, 
Distributing Corporation, and the B. F. 
Keith and Orpheum Theatre circuits 
for the showing of films for fifteen 
years was filed in the Supreme Court 
yesterday by Zack M. Harris against 
the Cinema and Producers’ Compa- 
nies. Phe complaint says a guarantee 
of $75,000,000 for the fifteen year 
period is involved. 

Harris filed the suit after making a 
preliminary application for the exami- 
nation of John C. Flinn, Vice Presi- 
dent and general manager of the Pro- 
ducers’ company, to learn the terms of 
@ contract with the Keith and 
Orpheum theatres to enable him to 
frame his complaint. He alleged he 
had been told by Flinn that the Pro- 
* ducers company needed an outlet for 
its highest class films because many 
of the other film producers were 
acquiring theatres and restricting the 
outlet for the most expensive pictures. 
Harris said he proposed tying up with 
the Keith and Orpheum interests and 
that Flinn authorized him to go ahead 
and see what he could do about it. 

Harris asserted that he talked with 
Pat Casey, theatrical booking agent, 
whom he described as go-between for 
the B. F. Keith Corporation interests, 
and that Casey told him the plan 
would be a financial success and that 
he would discuss it with the Keith 
officials. The plaintiff said Flinn told 
him his fortune was made if the plan 
succeeded, but after Harris learned 
that contracts had been signed he was 
unable to get any reckoning with 
Flinn. 

The complaint alleges that as a re- 
sult of his disclosure of his plan and 
the subsequent negotiations a contract 
‘was made with the Cinema Corpora- 
tion of America on April 30 last. By 
it fifty theatres operated by the Keith 
company and its subsidiaries in the 
United States and forty-seven Or- 
pheum theatres agreed to exhibit not 
less than thirty-eight films of the de- 
fendants during the first year, and as 
many more for the remainder of a 
fifteen-year term as the Board of Di- 
rectors agreed upon, and that a similar 
arrangement’ was made with thirteen 
Proctor theatres. Total bookings in- 
volving $75,000,000 for the fifteen years 
are alleged to have been assured under 
the contracts. Harris asserts that the 
fair value of his services is $7,500,000. 

In behalf of the defendant corpora- 
tions it was said yesterday by their 
counsel that “Harris had nothing 
whatever to do with the deal referred 
to im the complaint. Neither the 

ema Corporation nor the Producers’ 
P ributing Corporation owes him a 
t for any services rendered.”

FRENCH TREASURE SHIP 
LURES MORE SALVERS 


New Attempts Planned to Find Old 
Vessel Sank in Bay of Biscay 
With Cargo Worth Millious.

PARIS, April 23.—The days of terror 
of the French Revolution are evoked 
in a message from Rochefor saying it 
is probable a further attempt will be 
made this Summer to salve the treas- 
ure of many millions lying on the bot- 
tom of the Bay of Bi+zay, off the Isle 
d’Oleron. 

The story ‘reads like a romance. 
When the. bloodthirsty people’s tri- 
bunals were demanding daily a supply 
of victimg from among the hated 
“‘ci-devays” in the terrible days of 
1789, thuse successfully evading cap- 
ture included a certain Comte de Saint- 
Paul, a member of a noble family of 
Vendée. 

The Count, after remaining hidden 
in France, was able to pass the frontier 
guards and emigrate to America, where 
he hoped to re-establish his fortunes 
pending better days at home. Later 
several other members of his family 
joined him. After thirty years of labor, 
trials and struggles in the new country 
the Count won success and found him- 
self the owner of vast properties and 
master of an almost fabulous fortune. 

In 1820 he decided to visit his native 
land with the aim of bringing financial 
aid to members of his family, to enable 
the name of Saint-Paul once again to 
occupy a position at the royal court 
worthy of its ancient grandeur. Char- 
tering a three-masted sloop, Le Jeune 
Henri, the nobleman had an iron safe 
built five feet high and three feet deep 
which he filled with diamonds and 
other precious stones and gold. Apart 
from this the ship was loaded with 
other chests containing old Spanish 
and Portuguese gold plate and cups, 
jewelry and ingots of gold and silver 
representing enormous sums in value. 

With twenty-six passengers and the 
crew aboard Le Jeune Henri sailed 
from Saint Pierre de la. Martinique 
Nov. 20, 1820. An excellent passage 
was made until the night when the 
French coast was reached when the 
ship ran into a storm and the captain, 
mistaking the lights of the village of 
La Brée for lighthouse signals, drove 
her on the rocks between the Isle 
d@’Oleron and the mainland, where she 
broke up and sank. 

Since then the treasure, which, ac- 
cording to authentic documents, 
amounts to many millions of dollars, 
has remained unretrieved, although 
many attempts have been made to 
locate and salve it. 


BLOCK ENDORSEMENT 
FOR STATE DRY LEAGUE 


Two Methodist Pastors Object to 
Way Anderson Has Been 
Treated. 





Action on a resolution which sup- 
ported the Anti-Saloon League of New 
York State was postponed until to- 
morrow by the New York East Con- 
ference yesterday.

The objection raised to the resolution 
was that the league had not treated 


William H. Anderson properly. The 
resolution was offered by the Rey. Dr. 
Otho F. Bartholow, pastor at Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., and Chairman of the 
Conference Commission on Temper- 
ance, Prohibition and Public Morals, 
who is the new President of the State 
League. It is customary for annual 
Methodist conferences to endorse the 
league. 

After reading the resolution Dr. 
Bartholow moved for its adoption. But 
before the motion could be seconded 
the Rev. G. Whitefield Simonson, pas- 
tor at Port Jefferson, L. I., moved that 
the discussion of the resolution be. post- 
poned until tomorrow morning. He 
was supported by the Rev. Wilbur E. 
Schoonhoven, pastor at Danbury, 
Conn. Later the clergymen said they 
did not want to support the league, 
because they did not believe it had 
acted properly toward Mr. Anderson 
in failing to pay him $40,000 which 
they said was properly his. 

In presenting the resolution Dr. 
Bartholow said: 

“The Methodist Church is cordially 
hated, not only by the class repre- 
sented by Mr. Sinclair Lewis and the 
rum organizations, but also by every 
evil organization of any kind what- 
soever. We are not seeking to reform 
politics, but we are attempting to re- 
form morals. 

“‘We have been vilified and misrep- 
resented on every side. The appoint- 
ment of Charles H. Tuttle to the post 
of United States District Attorney in 
New York City is a happy one, and 
we hope no comfort is given to nulli- 
fiers and lawbreakers.”’

TO TRAP DRY AGENTS 


Bootleggers in Hoboken Beer 
Plant Flee—Raiders Get One 
Man, Escape the Gas. 


$150,000 SEIZURE MADE 


Machinery Valued at $50,000 and 
1,000 Kegs and Six Huge Vats 
of Product Are Seized. 


When eight Federal enforcement 
agents from Weshington and the 
Newark office raided an illegal brew- 
ery in Hoboken yesterday the fleeing 
bootleggers opened the ammonia tanks 
in an effort to trap them. Several of 
the agents were familiar with the 
mechanism and shut off the valves be- 
fore any of the raiders were overcome. 

One man was arrested after a chase, 
and machinery equipment and stock 
valued at more than $150,000 were 
seized in the raid, which Colonel Ira 
L. Reeves described as the largest of 
its kind since he has taken office. 

The brewery, with machinery valued 
at $50,000, had been cperating for at 
least six months, according to H. F. 
Richardson, chief of the brewery divi- 
sion of the New Jersey Federal squad. 
It was compactly built in the reno- 
vated interiors of three small struc- 
tures at 510, 512 and 514 Fourth Street. 

The raiders for a half hour vainly 
trixd to enter through a window, but 
found it barred with steel. They de- 
manded an entrance through a@ garage 
door. A man appeared, but at the 
sight of the raiders he beat a hasty 
retreat, shouting a warning to a dozen 
or more others in the place. All but 
this man escaped through a side door. 
The prisoner, who gave his name as 
Michael’ Klein of 217 East Ninety- 
fourth Street, New York, was charged 
with manufacturing in violation of a 
section of the Volstead act and held in 
$2,000 by United States Commissioner 
Stanton for a hearing April 29. 

About 1,000 half-barrels of beer, six 
2,250-gallon vats of beer in process of 
fermentation, four vats of the finished 
products, each containing 3,500 gallons; 
nineteen barrels of malt, a power 
plant, a cooling and refrigerating 
system, a cooking plant, a racking 
machine and 200 empty barrels were 
seized. A_ half-dozen trucks were 
ordered from Newark and late last 
night workers were beginning to 
dismantle the machinery. It will take 
at least a week to gather and transport 
the seizure, the agents said. The 
crowd that gathered in front of the 
plant during the raid was so great 
that the agents called on the local 
police to keep order. Before the police 
arrived the agents were prepared for 
an attack. 

Government chemists made tests of 
the product seized and said the partly 
ferménted beer contained 2% per cent. 
of alcohol. They said this would in- 
crease to 3 or 4 per cent. 


FLEECED OF LIFE SAVINGS. 


Plasterer Swindled Out of $1,700 
by Two Men in Coney Island. 
George D’Ambrosia, a plasterer of 

2,764 West Fifteenth Street, Brooklyn, 

was swindled yesterday of his life 

savings of $1,700 by two strangers. 

D’Ambrosia was taking a stroll along 

Surf Avenue, Coney Island when an 

Italian accosted him and told of his 

desire to get to Italy where ‘“‘a vast 

fortune’ awaited him for an inven- 
tion. 

When the plasterer was listening in- 
tently a second man joined them, heard 
the tale, pulled out a roll of bills with 
a $500 note on the outside and offered 
to pay the first man’s passage to 
Europe. A suggestion that the plas- 
terer get in on the invention was 
seized by D’Ambrosia and drawing his 
money from the Coney Island Bank 
he gave it to the Yinventor.’’ At this 
point the ‘‘inventor’’ feigned a sudden 
illness. His first ‘‘benefactor’’ hurried 
away for “some aspirin.”” When he 
returned the “‘inventor’’ tasted it and 
accused the man of trying to poison 
him, D’Ambrosia was then induced 
to go to a drug store and when he 
came back with some genuine aspirin 
both the conspiritors had departed 
with his money.

FILMS AND JAZZ HIT 
IN CLEAN-UP AT ROME 


Products of Hollywood and New 
York May Be Barred in the 
Eternal City. 


ROME, April 23 (#).—The “pagan 
pomps”’ of Hollywoed’s movies and the 
pulsating strains of New York’s song 
hits are scheduled for places alongside 


of American jazz dancing on the list of 
diversions which may be prohibited in 
Rome as incentives to immorality un- 
der a new plan developing here. 

Encouraged by their success in 
achieving the prohibition of public 
dancing, reformers here with a strong 
following in the Holy See are under- 
stood to have presented a new project 
intended to hasten victory in a strug- 
gle to make the Eternal City an ex- 
ample of purity for all Christendom 
and worthy headquarters of the Pope's 
crusade against post-war immorality. 

The plan, which, it is asserted, is 
already in the hands of the Fascist 
authorities, calls for the closing of 
all music halls and vaudeville houses 
where the Roman population goes to 
hear the rhythms of American musical 
comedy hits. It also provides for a 
large reduction in the number of movie 
houses, now 3,000 throughout Italy, 
and the application to those remain- 
ing in Rome of standards of morality 
even stricter than those for the rest 
of Italy by a new censorship law. 

The latter provision has been de- 
manded for a fortnight by means of 
a series of strong editorials in the 
columns of the Vatican's official news- 
paper, Osservatore Romano, culminat- 
ing in an interpellation in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies by the Catholic Deputy 
Martire, author of the present cen- 
sorship law. Martire asked whether 
the Government intended to permit the 
display in Rome of a film which, al- 
though it had passed the censor, he 
felt was unfit for exhibition here. 

Soon afterward this film disappeared 
from view and Osservatore strength- 
ened its attack by declaring that at 
least ten movie houses were showing 
films which, although greatly cut by 
the censor, remained among those for- 
bidden to be seen by children under 15. 
. “How can such a triumph of pagan- 
ism be permitted in the capital of 
Christendom, where amusements should 
have their own special style of serious- 
ness and dignity?’ asked the news- 
paper. ‘‘What good is closing cabarets 
if licentiousness still stares out of 
films which offend the sanctity of 
Rome and the piety of hundreds of 
thousands of pilgrims who come here?”’

WASHINGTON, April 23.—A list of 
289 temporary permits to operate 
broadcasting stations pending the 
granting of sixty-day licenses was 
issued today by the Federal. Radio 
Commission, making a total of about 
550 issued to date. 

The commission announced that ow- 
ing to the enormous amount of mate- 
rial to be handled by radio officials, 
particularly by the lo supervisors, 
through whom appli ons had to 
pass, it is possible that some stations 
that have duly filed their applications 
may not receive permits until Tuesday 
or Wednesday. 

While permissioa is required to oper- 
ate any broadcasting station after Sun- 
day, April 24, the commission does not 
contemplate legal action against sta- 
tions which have filed applications and 
which have not been duly notified of 
an adverse action. 

There are exactly 732 stations broad- 


casting at present, and nearly all of 
these will have received temporary 
permits by the middle of next week.

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LENIENCY IS DENIED 
TO RUM WITNESSES 


Jadge Meekins Refuses to Cut 
Terms of Kinder and Turner, 
Who Tarned State’s Evidence. 


Saying that the question before him 
was one of fact and not of influence, 
Federal Judge Isaac Meekins refused 
yesterday to reduce the prison sen- 
tences he had imposed upon Cecil 
Kinder and De Witt Turner, confessed

He then 
ordered Kinder and Turner taken to 
Leavenworth Prison. Kinder’s  sen- 
tence was for a year and six months 
and Turner’s a year and a day. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Herman T. Stichman, who prosecuted 
the Eker conspiracy case, favored 
leniency for Cecil Kinder, his brother, 
Clifford, and for Turner, all of whom 
pleaded guilty before the trial, but 
Judge Meekins has remained adamant 
throughout, 

Although Government officials of- 
fered no comment, it was freely re- 
ported around the Federal Building 
that Judge Meekins’s severity upon 
men who had aided the Government 
would be reflected in future conspiracy 
cases and would make it far more dif- 
ficult to obtain confessions. 

Clifford Kinder, who was sentenced 
to serve six months in the Westchester 
County Penitentiary, began his sen- 
tence soon afterward, but Cecil and 
Turner obtained a stay of sentence 
from Federal Judge William Bondy. 
Yesterday Judge Meekins refused to 
let the time spent by them in the 
Tombs be taken from their terms in 
Leavenworth. 


EDGE URGES 4-YEAR TERM. 


Would Elect New Jersey Governor 
In Presidential Year.

LONDON, April 23.—The prediction 
made in a news cable dispatch a fort- 
night ago that the British delegates 
to the Coolidge conference in Geneva 
in June would make radical disarma- 
ment proposals of their own is cor- 


roborated by a statement of Reynolds’s |: 


Illustrated’ News. Reynolds’s diplo- 
matic correspondent declares that Wil- 
liam Clive Bridgeman, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, will express at Geneva 
the British Government’s desire to 
continue the Washington Naval Con- 
vention of 1921, on its expiration in 
1931, for a further period of five or ten 
years. He will also propose to limit 
the size of future cruisers, reducing 
the present 10,000-ton limit consider- 
ably, possibly to 6,000 tons. 

It may be asked why Great Britain 
should consider it necessary to inti- 
mate this year its desire to continue 
a convention which does not expire for 
four years. The reason is that the 
Washington convention limited the size 
and number of capital ships, and the 
capital ship takes a long time to build. 
The British battleship Nelson, for in- 
stance, which was launched only yes- 
terday from Tyneside, was laid down 
under the 1922-23 program. It is, 
therefore, considered well to establish 


long in advance the certainty that the 
convention will be renewed. 


Disarmament Commission Hasten.

GENEVA, April 23.—The Preparatory 
Disarmament Commission showed 
haste this morning to finish with its 


labor by reserving three questions for 
the second reading of the convention. 
The reserved points deal with excep- 
tional cases of rebellions when, accord- 
ing to Great Britain, the convention 
should be suspended, and with the rat- 
ification and the preamble. 

The first point, which was continued 
from the lengthy discussions yesterday, 
was dropped this morning almost as 
quickly as it was touched. The second 
likewise was put into the limbo of the 
second reading. The third, which took 
into account the German text, which 
made no mention of the League and 
Council. brought a protest from Fin- 
land, which said it could not sign an 
international treaty not concluded un- 
der the auspices of the League. 

Germany protested the drafted pre- 
amble with an idea of satisfying the 
States which are not members of the 
League, particularly Russia.

GENEVA, April 23 (#).—The Prepar- 
atory Disarmament Commission has 
received a communication from the 
International Peace Bureau, which is 
made up of the delegates of many 
countries, saying that never has the 
world been so bitterly disappointed as 
by the failure thus far of the commis- 
sion to achieve results in the direction 
of disarmament. 

The communication said that the bu- 
reau wished to voice the indignation of 
multitudes who suffered from the 
World War and who are yearning for 
permanent peace. 

The commission took no action on 
the communication. 


HORSE BITES TWO WOMEN. 


Lunges at Them as They Step to 
Curb, Hurting Their Shoulders. 


Two young women crossing’ West 
Street from the Erie ferry on their 
way to work yesterday morning were 
bitten in the shoulders by a horse as 
they approached the curb at Chambers 
Street. They were Miss Florence 
Davidson, 20 years old, of 32 Bannord 
Avenue, Hawthorne, N. J., and Miss 
Mary Perry, 24 years old, of 47 Somer- 
set Street, Garfield, N. J. They were 
taken to the Beekman Street Hospital, 
where they were treated and inocu- 
lated. 

The horse was owned by Jacob Heitt, 
a@ produce dealer, of 380 Grove Street, 
Jersey City. Heitt had left the horse 
at the curb while he went into a store. 

Miss Davidson was bitten first, the 
horse lunging at her as she stepped 
upon the curb. She was carried into a 
store for first-aid treatment. In the 
meantime Miss Perry, unaware of the 
danger, crossed in the same path. The 
clothing of both girls was badly torn 
by the animal’s teeth. 

Heitt and the horse were taken to 
the Beach Street Station by Patrolman 
Quinn.

The owner 
of a paper is also subject to fine and 
imprisonment should his responsible 
editor allow an incorrect statement to 
appear. Papers must print in each 
edition such denials as the Government 
gives out in official communiqués.

GUARDED IN HOMES 


Extra Measures Used to Bar 
Any Incident That Might 
Upset Trial on Its Eve. 


STATE’S FORCES ARE BUSY 


Newcombe Drafts Address—Mc- 
Laughlin to Combat Charge Widow 
Was Subjected to Third Degree. 


Each of the twelve jurors chosen to 
try Ruth Brown Snyder and Henry 
Judd Gray for the murder of Albert. 
Snyder, art editor of Motor Boating, 
‘was guarded in=his own home yester- 
day by plain clothes men«by order of 
Supreme Court Justice Townsend 
Scudder. This precaution was taken 
to prevent any incidents which might 
impair the standing of the twelve men 
who have been obtained at so much 
pains and expense for the trial. 
District Attorney Richard S. New- 
combe was engaged yesterday in out- 
lining his address to the jury, which 
will open the trial at 10 o’clock tomor- 
row morning in the Queens County 
Court House in Long Island City. He 
will summarize the circumstantial evi- 
dence and the confessions by which 
the State expects to prove that Gray 
and Mrs. Snyder, after months spent 
in preparations intended to fool the 
police, killed Mr. Snyder by beating 
him on the head with a sash weight, 
tying a picture wire around his neck 
and stuffing cotton soaked with 
chloroform into his nostrils. 


Snyder’s Brother First Witness. 


The first witness will be Warren 
Snyder, a brother of Albert. He iden- 
tified the body and will establish the 
corpus delicti. As the second witness 
it is planned to call Dr. Howard W. 
a Medical Examiner of Queens 
ounty, who performed the autopsy 
and established that the cause of 
death was asphyxiation. This was due 
partly to the picture wire and partly 
to the chloroform, death probably also 
being hastened by the blows of the 
sash weight, which fractured the skull. 
Further testimony on this subject 
will be given at some time during the 
trial—perhaps immediately after that 
of Dr. Neil—by Dr. Alexander O. Gett- 
ler, City Toxicologist, to whom the or- 
gans were sent for examination. Dr. 
Gettler fould a quantity of chloro- 
form in the brain sufficient to cause 
death, also a quantity of grain alcohol. 
The amount of alcohol he reported 
to be ‘‘3-plus.”” An ‘‘alcohol 4,” in the 
technical language which has grown 
up with the chemistry of violent 
death, is complete saturation with al- 
cohol. Translated, it means that the 
subject was dead drunk when he met 
death. <A ‘3 plus’ means that the 
brain tissues show a condition ap- 
proaching saturation and that the sub- 
ject was in an advanced stage of in- 
toxication when death came. 


May Involve Drinking in Plot. 


A whole course in one of the most 
difficult branches of chemistry will be 
given to the jury by Dr. Gettler if the 
State decides to offer the scientific 
proof that Snyder was intoxicated. 
Snyder drank on the night of March 
19 at a bridge party at the home of 
M. C. Fidgeon, 89-35 Hollis Court 
Boulevard, which he attended with 
Mrs. Snyder and their nine-year-old 
daughter, Lorraine. District Attorney 
Newcombe has declined to say 
whether he will attempt to prove, as 
a part of the conspiracy, that Mrs. 
Sayder encouraged him to drink at 
th bridge party as has been reported. 

Whether the alcohol is linked up to 
the conspiracy or not, the proof that 
Snyder was heavily intoxicated is of 
importance to the State, because it in- 
dicates that he was killed while help-

It has been asserted by 
counsel for Gray that Snyder, after 
the first blow on the head, became 
conscious and attacked his assailants. 


McLaughlin Will Testify. 


An early witness will be former 
Police Commissioner McLaughlin, who, 
on the morning of March 20, hurried 
to the Snyder residence at 93-27 222d 
Street, Queens Village, and took 


charge of the investigation. He will 
be called particularly to testify that 
the statement or confession made by 
Mrs. Snyder was given voluntarily and 
was not extorted by third-degree 
methods. 
Logically, the first witness is Lor- 
raine Snyder, the 9-year-old girl. She 
raised the curtain on the tragedy. She 
awoke and aroused the neighbors on 
the morning of March 20. She found 
her mother with her wrists and 
ankles bound and a gag in her mouth. 
But she will not be offered as a wit- 
ness by the prosecution, because of her 
agon and because of the feeling that 
t would be indecent to use a child un- 
notary to help in the conviction of 
a parent on a capital charge. 
When neighbors arrived’ at the call 
from the little girl they found Snyder 
dead and the house littered with the 
contents of drawers and closets. Even 
in the kitchen, drawers full of pots, 
pans, knives and other kitchen tools 
had been emptied on the floor. Frag- 
ments of an Italian newspaper were 
scattered about conspicuously, with 
the object of making the police believe 
that Italian criminals had committed 
murder and burglary and_ then 
sprinkled the house with ostentatious 
clues. 
Mrs. Snyder Suspected Immediately. 
This: elaborate dressing of the scene 
caused the police to suspect Mrs. 
Snyder immediately. The fact that 
her wrists and ankles bore no impres- 
sions of the cords with which she said 
she had been tied up for six hours in- 
creased the suspicion.- The lack of a 
contusion on the forehead where she 
said she had been struck with a heavy 
instrument by one of the intruders was 
another point against her. 
By the time that Commissioner Mc- 
Laughlin arrived Mrs. Snyder was re- 
ceiving close attention from the police. 
But she had not been arrested. Sev- 
eral hours of questioning brought from 
her the admission that her tale of 
burglars was fiction and her statement 
that Henry Judd Gray, her paramour, 
killed her husband. 
The greatest legal fight of the case 
is expected to centre around the condi- 
tions under which these admissions 
were obtained from her. If it is shown 
| that she -was under a third degree at 
the time, her confession cannot be 
legally used against her. Former Judge

Her attitude 
was that of an innocent and bereaved 
woman up to the time that she began 
involving herself in contradictions, and 
the police began to. point out the dis- 
crepancies in her story. The exact 
Ppoint at which it became clear that 
she was being questioned as a suspect, 
rather as an ally of the police, may be 
of importance. 

Mrs. Snyder was not formally ar- 
rested until nearly twenty-four hours 
after the police began to question her. 
Courts have held, however, that this 
formality does not mean much; that 
is, a person is actually under arrest 
when he is in the hands of the police 
and not free to depart. The mere fact 
that a prisoner is under arrest, how- 
ever, does not prevent him from mak- 
ing a voluntary confession, which can 
be used in evidence. 

Mr. Hazelton has alleged that the po- 
lice, while questioning Mrs. Snyder, 
exhibited blood-stained garments to 
her and used other familiar third-de- 
gree devices. It is his contention that 
such tactics invalidate any confession 
as evidence, 


Defense Charges Duress. 


“In the first place we are going to 
contend that these are not confessions 
but statements secured under duress,”’ 
said one of the counsel for the defense. 
“In the second place we have no in- 
formation as to the accuracy of the 
person who took the notes and then 
transcribed them. 

‘We will admit the honesty of pur- 


pose of such a person, but it must be 
remembered that the person who is 
alleged to have taken these notes is an 
employe of the District Attorney’s 
office. At best this person would have 
to go on the stand and read from the 
notes and be subjected to the severest 
cross-examination. These defendants 
are not going to be bound completely 
by any record that might have been 
furnished to the. District Attorney. 
Why was not some person who repre- 
sented the defendants permitted to be 
present when these notes were taken?’ 

During the earlier stages of her 
questioning Mrs. Snyder made many 
oral admissions. Later she signed a 
document, said to be twelve pages 
long, containing her alleged story. The 
big legal fight is expected to be waged 
against the admission of this. 

“The Snyder home has been under 

guard of detectives from Captain Her- 
bert Graham’s office ever since Mrs. 
Snyder left there on Sunday afternoon, 
March 20. Mrs. Brown, the mother of 
Mrs. Snyder, and Lorraine, Mrs. Sny- 
der’s daughter, have been compelled 
to use the kitchen door and the back 
part of the house while the front of 
the house has been locked up and 
guarded. 
“It is the intention of the District 
Attorney to move before Justice Scud- 
der to permit the jury to visit the 
house. If this is done the jury will 
be taken there in the care of court at- 
tendants and Justice Scudder may 
accompany them. The defendants will 
also have to be taken along, as the 
jury is not permitted to receive any 
evidence or information except in the 
presence of the defendants. The plan 
now is to have the visit to the house 
made soon after daylight some morn- 
ing and under heavy police guard so 
that the jury will not be interfered 
with by curious spectators. 

‘Mr. Hazelton and Mr. Wallace have 
obtained an order from Justice Scud- 
der permitting them to consult with 
Mrs. Snyder in a room in the Court 
House. The conference may he held 
today. 


Eight Summoned From Syracuse. 


Eight witnesses have been sum- 
mone’? from Syracuse by the prosecu- 
tio». The most important of these 
will be Haddon Gray, a friend but no 
relation of the accused Henry Judd 
Gray. Haddon was used ag a tool by 
his friend Judd to manufacture the 
alibi evidence which was inten@ed to 


convince the police or anybody else 
that Judd was at Syracuse when the 
murder was committed. 

During the twenty-four hours con- 
sumed by Henry Judd Gray’s trip to 
and from New York to commit the 
murder Haddon hung a ‘Do not dis- 
turb’’ sign on the door of his friend’s 
room, mailed two letters for him and 
used the telephone in Judd’s room for 
several calls. According to Haddon, 
he urderstood that he was doing all 
this to cover up, not a murder by his 
friend, but a little romance with a 
woman in Albany. He supposed that 
he was screening the corset salesman, 
not from the police, but from his wife 
and from a possible check-up by his 
employers. 

Haddon Gray’s testimony will be im- 
portant in another respect. He saw 
blood on Henry Judd Gray’s vest. 
Other Syracuse witnesses will show 
how the vest and other bloodstained 
clothing of the corset salesman were 
burned. Still others will testify that, 
when arrested, Henry Judd Gray had 
a blue shirt in his room which has 
been identified as the property of 
Albert Snyder. After the murder, Mrs. 
Snyder picked out one of her hus- 
band’s shirts and gave it to the corset 
salesman to replace his own shirt, 
which was bloodstained. Gray’s own 
shirt, Mrs. Snyder’s. bloodstained 
kimono and other garments were 
burned by the woman and. her para- 
mour in the furnace in the basement 
of the Snyder residence. 


Will Testify About Insurance. 


Other witnesses will be called to 
establish the facts concerning the life 
insurance policy of $52,000 (double in- 
demnity, or $104,000, in this case) 
which Snyder carried on his life and 


which is said to be the leading incen- 
tive to the conspiracy to kill him. 

Between sixty and seventy witnesses, 
it is said, will probably take the stand 
on behalf of the State. Both Gray and 
Mrs. Snyder will probably testify. 
Gray’s lawyers are positive that he 
hicag Mrs. Snyder’s lawyers are doubt- 

ul. 

Many character witnesses will be 
called in behalf of Mrs. Snyder. The 
purpose of proving that She had a pre- 
vious good reputation is to add plausi- 
bility to the contention that she did 
not have the heart to carry out her 
part in the conspiracy to kill her hus- 
band; that she withdrew from it, tell- 
ing Gray that she would have nothing 
to do with it, and that she returned to 
it after the crime and assisted in ef- 
forts at concealment because Gray ter- 
rorized her into it. 

Gray’s lawyers have indicated by 
their questioning of witnesses that 
conviction of a lesser degree of homi- 
cide is the best that they hope for. 
They have asserted that they have 
surprises to spring in behalf of Gray. 
A possible indication of their defense 
is contained in their assertion that 
Snyder, unhurt by the first blow, rose 
and battled desperately.

MEXICO CITY, April 23 (4).—Large 
forces of Federal soldiers are pursuing 
various rebel groups ‘in the State of 


Jalisco, where the attack on the train 
occurred and where the _ rebellious 
movement seems most pronounced. 
Operations against rebels and bandits 
are also continuing in Guanajuato and 
other central States. 

Government statements, which con- 
stitute the only information available 
here because of the strict censorship, 
have said nothing about the results of 
the pursuit of the band which attacked 
the Guadalajara train and slaughtered 
about a hundred persons, the soldier 
guards and passengers. 

Both morning newspapers, El Uni- 
versal and Excelsior, printed nothing 
today about the departure of the prel- 
ates, except the official statement that 
they had had the choice of facing trial 
on grave charges, or leaving the coun- 
try. They printed editorials deploring 
the train massacre, expressing horror 
and indignation over ‘‘such a terrible 
affront against civilization.” 


Ruthless Punishment Demanded. 


The editorials, similar in general 
tone, say it had been thought that 


peace and goodwill had arrived in 
Mexico, and that a real brotherhood 
had been established, but that instead, 
there was civil war and outlawry 
among the people. 

They refer to the long years of dis- 
turbance which Mexico has endured, 
now brought to a climax with the 
dreadful massacre of innocent passen- 
gers and the burning and killing of 
babies and children. 

They lament the fact that the ‘tale 
of blood’’ has had to horrify the whole 
world as well as Mexico. 

The newspapers demand ruthless 
punishment for the perpetrators of the 
crime, who, “in their determination to 
injure the “tovernment have done 
sayy more injury to their own coun- 
ry.’ 
El Universal says the crime, follow- 
ing years of turmoil, revolutions, dis- 
turbances and fratricidal wars, causes 
wonderment to what evil hovers so 
persistently over Mexico, and causes 
one sometimes to think that the ‘‘an- 
cient, terrible, insatiable Aztec gods of 
war and blood ar~ coming into their 
own again.’’ 

El Sol printed a violent denunciation 
today of the ‘‘Catholic outrage’ when, 
as it says, priests led the attack on 
the Guadalajara train. The paper bit- 
terly criticizes the Catholic Church and 
the League for the Defense of Religious 
Liberty, which,it asserts, made an ef- 
fort to bring about a revolution and 
planned the train outrage. 

The newspaper El Sol, which is the 
organ of the Regional Confederation 
of Mexican Labor (the Crom), says 
that thousands of agrarians, small 
farmers and union workmen are ready 
to fight in support of the Calles Gov- 
ernment. 





“ARMS IN EXTREMITY.” 


Archbishop Mora Credited With 
Statement by Mexican. Prelate. 
Special to The New York Times. 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 23.—A 
statement made by Archbishop Jose 
Mora del Rio of the City of Mexico 
to the Minister of the Interior, To- 
jado, that he maintained the right for 
the Catholics of Mexico to fight for 
their rights against tyranny, peace- 
fully if possible, ’but with arms in an 
extremity, caused the expulsion of two 
archbishops and four bishops from 
Mexico, according to Archbishop Leo- 
poldo Ruiz y Flores of Michoacan, who 

arrived here tonight. 
Archbishop Mora, 89 years old, made 
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the Minister and charged with ‘rebel- 
lion, Archbishop Ruis declared. 

“That statement constitutes rebellion 
against the Government and you will 
be deported from the country,’’ Minis- 
ter Tojado is declared to have replied. 

“We were taken in charge by an 
army officer named Colonel Delgade, 
and five other officers were detailed to 
accompany us to the border,’’ the 
Archbishop continued. ‘The order was 
issued at 8 o’clock Wednesday night 
and by 9 o’clock we were on the train 
headed for Laredo. 

When they arrived at Laredo it was 
declared the United States immigra- 
tion authorities showed to the pre- 
lates-a Government bulletin which had 
been sent from the Department of the 
Interior of Mexico, reading: 

“These are the six bishops who have 
been expelled'from the country for 
rebellion. After their arrest they were 
offered their choice of standing trial 
and accepting punishment, or leaving 
the country, and they chose to leave.”’ 

‘“‘We were given no choice,” declared 
Bishop Ruiz. ‘An order for our ex- 
pulsion was issued and we were hur- 
ried on a train without being given 
an opportunity to notify friends or ob- 
tain a change of clothing.” 

The news that the prelaates were to 
be deported spread through the Mex- 
ican capital like a wind, it was de- 
clared. When the priests gathered at 
the station they found a crowd al- 
ready gathered and they were show- 
ered with money and comforts for 
their trip. During the route the people 
congregated at the stations as the 
train passed. 

When the prelates appeared before 
Minister Tojado, it was declared the 
minister told them they had been ac- 
cused of rebellion by the League of 
Religious Freedom and declared that 
a letter written by the Bishop of Du- 
rango which had fallen into Govern- 
ment hands had proved that the priests 
of Mexico were in league against the 
Government and plotting revolt. It 
was then that the aged and bent 
Archbishop Mora y del Rio made his 
statement. 

Leaning on his cane, too infirm to 
stand erect, Archbishop Ruiz said his 
colleague replied: 

‘We have aided no revolution. We 
have plotted no revolution, but we do 
claim that the Catholics of Mexico 
have the right to fight for their rights 
by peaceful means first and with arms 
in an extremity.”’ 

When Minister Tojado made his 
charge that the words of the prelate 
constituted rebillion against the Gov- 
ernment the aged Archbishop replied: 

“The present Government of Mexico 
is not a legal government. The world 
knows how it came to power and his- 
tory will tell the story of its fall.” 


LAREDO, Texas, April 23 (4).—Arch- 
bishop José Mora y del Rio of Mexico 
City and five prelates of the Catholic 
Church who were expelled from Mex- 
ico today flatly refuted the explana- 
tion of their departure from Mexico 
City, as given by the Mexican Govern- 
ment, which declared that when faced 
with alternatives of leaving the coun- 
try or court action, the dignitaries 
chose to leave Mexico. 

Denial also was made by the prelates 
of charges that the Mexican Episopate 
was responsible for the robbing and 
burning of a passenger train in Jalisco 
last Tuesday night in which many 
persons were killed. 

In a joint statement the prelates 
said: 

“The official statement from Mexico 
City explaining the departure of the 
six Mexican prelates is utterly false. 
It was not proposed to us either to 
submit to a judicial verdict or leave 
the country. 

“The Minister of the Interior at 8 
P. M. intimated to the prelates that by 
order of President Callies they should 
leave the country because the Episco- 
pate was considered an agitator of the 
rebellion. 

‘‘We refuted the charge before Minis- 
ter Tejeda, assuring him that the 
Episcopate has limited itself to state 
that the Catholics are in their right to 
defend themselves against the tyranny 
that oppressed them.

REBELS BLAME FEDERAL GUARD 


Say Tactics of Soldiers Led to Kill- 
ings in Mexican Train Attack. 


What purports to be the insurgent 
account of the tragedy at La Barca, 
Mexico, where insurgents wrecked a 
train and killed most of the military 
guard and some of the men, women 
and children passengers, was received 
in New York last night. 

It charges that the Federal- guards 
were alone responsible for the tragedy. 


Whether through panic or design, they 
left the mail and express car where 
they were supposed to be guarding a 
shipment of 200,000 pesos in currency, 
the main object of the rebel attack, 
the account states. The Federal sol- 
diers scattered through the two sec- 
ond-class carriages, put out the lights 
and themselves fired on the attackers 
from the midst of the huddled men, 
women and children. 

The attackers, it is declared, had no 
means of knowing that any but sol- 
diers were in these cars and fired 
at the flashes that came through al- 
most every window. It was only when 
the defenders’ fire slackened and the 
insurgents rushed the cars that they 
learned what had happened. They 
then found some of the surviving Fed- 
erals seeking to hide beneath the 
fallen civilian dead and wounded and 
in several instances actually stripping 
civilians of their clothing so that they 
might disguise themselves. The rebels, 








it is asserted, then rushed through the 





Failure of this picture of the attack 
to come through the usual channels is 
attributed by the insurgents to orders 
given survivors not to talk. These or- 
ders, according to the insurgent infor- 
mation from survivors who reached the 
rebel camp, were given by the Federal 
rescue force as soon as it arrived on 
the scene and supplemented the strict 
censorship established in Mexico. City. 
The insurgents’ account reached the 
Mexican border by the usual system of 
‘grapevine’ intelligence used by the 
rebels.

ATTACK LAID TO VENGEANCE. 


War Minister Amaro Says Execution 
of Plotters Led to Train Burning.

GUADALAJARA, April 23.—Refer- 
ring to the massacre of passengers in 
the burning train Tuesday night be- 
tween Feliciano and Ocotlan, Minister 
of War Joaquin Amaro said today that 
apparently the work of destruction 
was deliberately planned and delib- 
erately carried out. 

“It was a crusade of vengeance for 
the executiort two weeks ago of Catho- 
lic plotters in Guadalajara,’”’ he de- 
clared. ‘J. M. Vega, a priest well- 
known in Guadalajara, who led the 
hillsmen, said to the passengers who 
spoke to him while the pillage was 
continuing: 

“*The hand of God has descended 
upon this train. The Almighty has 
smitten it.’ 

“It is to appeals like this that the 
Mexican Indians respond.” 

At an earty hour today the sound 
of bugles and beat of drums announced 
the campaign which will begin im- 
mediately against the rebels in the up- 
lands of the State of Jalisco, and the 
War Department announces that there 
will be no cessation until Jalisco is 
made safe for civiljzation. 

Minister of War Amaro returned im- 
mediately from Colima, where he went 
Tuesday. He has taken command of 
the crusade and insurgents in Jalisco. 
Troops are being moved hurriedly 
toward the uplands from several direc- 
tions. The general activity is said to 
be connected with the war on insur- 
gents, and troops already are converg- 
ing over all the roads upon Jalisco. 

Meanwhile the hillsmen have fol- 
lowed their usual tactics of disbanding 


and have disappeared into the hinter- 
land.

Cuban President in Washington 
Address Dwells on Ties 
With United States. 


VISITS COOLIDGE FORMALLY 


Latter Withholds Reply to Invita- 
tion to Havana While 
Congress Is Sitting. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The unity 
of the countries of the American 
hemisphere was stressed by President 
Machado of Cuba in an address today 
at a luncheon tendered him by the 
Pan American Union, at which he was 
formally greeted by Secretary Kellogg, 
Chairman of the governing board of 
the union. 

The event was only one of several 
official functions arranged in the 
Cuban President’s honor during his 
Washington visit. In greeting him, 

Kellogg expressed ‘‘warmest 
wishes for the continued progress and 
prosperity of the Cuban people and for 
the personal well being of their dis- 
tinguished Chief Executive.” 

President Machado called upon 
President Coolidge at the Executive 
offices this morning and formally ex- 
tended an invitation to Mr. Coolidge to 
speak at the Pan-American Commer- 
cial Congress in Havana next January. 

President Coolidge declared he was 
pleased to have been invited, but could 
not give a definite reply at this time. 
He took the invitation under consider- 
ation. Inasmuch as Congress will be 
in session at that time and Mr. Cool- 
idge has made it a practice to remain 
_ in Washington during the sitting, it 
is doubtful whether he will go to Cuba 
unless there should be a Congressional 
recess, 

Tonight President Machado and his 
party were the guests at a dinner at 
the temporary White House, attended 
by members of the Cabinet and of the 
Senate and House. 

Fresponding to Secretary Kellogg at 
t:e Pan American Union, President 
Itachado said in part: 

“This reception awakens in my spirit, 
too, a feeling of boundless sympathy 
and gratitude toward this great nation, 
a feeling which was kindled’ in our 
bosoms the day we learned that a 
strong army was coming to help us 
solve.the dilemma of ‘independence or 
death’ under which banner we had 
chosen to place ourselves; an army 
which came, not with the idea of con- 
quest, but with the sole purpose, 
unique in history, perhaps, for its com- 
plete. disinterestedness, of shedding 
their blood in order to give effort to a 
joint resolution of the Congress of 
their nation which affirmed in the face 
of the world that ‘Cuba is and of 
right ought to be free and independent.’ 

“I speak to you as President of a 
State that is the direct result of Pan- 
Americanism. Pan-Americanism is the 
consequence and the product of three 
concurrent factors—tradition, simili- 
tude of our political institutions, 
which are inspired by the same spirit 
of continental fraternity and the ab- 
0 gg of conflicts and opposing inter- 
ests. 

“We have reached international life 
in the same manner and under the 
aegis of the same fundamen prin- 
ciples. In any one of our nations in 
the hour of rebellion, it would have 
been possible to write, accept and 
swear to the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence of the United States of America 

“In our time it is economic strife 
that divides the nations. Strictly 
speaking, we have no economic rival- 
ries because our products are not com- 
petitive and in the case of those that 
might compete, nature herself has 
providentially come to our aid, giving 
us different seasons so that a product 
that is being harvested in the South 
at the same time is being sown in the 
North. 

“This absence of all economic and 
political conflicts in my opinion con- 
stitutes the principal factor of our 
union. As we come to know each other 
better, we become closer friends. All 
the problems we have are psycholog- 
ical, the consequence of individual ap- 
preciations, of passing circumstances 
and, sometimes, even the product of a 
passing wave of opinion.”

QUEENS INDIANS AGREE 
TO REMOVAL OF BODIES 


Braves to Be Reinterred When 
City Takes Burial Greand Land 
to Widen Boulevard. 


Charles Waters, Grand Sachem of 
the tribe of fifty Narragansett Indians 
living in Little Neck, Queens, has 
agreed to allow the city to transfer 
the bodies of some of the Narragansett 
braves to another part of the Indian 
cemetery at Northern Boulevard and 
Little Neck Road to permit widening 
of the boulevard, it was announced 
yesterday by Assistant Corporetion 
Counsel Joseph Matthews of Queens. 
Charles Waters’s word is not final, 
however. He must submit the propo- 
sition to the other members of the 
tribe in formal pow-wow. 

Several graves in the burial ground 
front on the boundary of the boule- 
vard. When the city announced its 
intention to widen it and cut off a 
portion of the cemetery, Chief Wa- 
ters’s tribesmen protested. They have 
held the land by sovereign right since 
1640. The cemetery fronts 85 feet on 
the boulevard and drops back 70 feet. 
Twenty-five dead braves rest in the 
portion of the cemetery that will have 
to be cut off. 

Under the tentative agreement with 
Chief Waters the bodies are to be 
buried in another part of the cemetery 
and the tribe is to be reimbursed for 
the land condemned. 

There are said to be 450 bodies in the 
Indian burial ground, but only two of 
the mounds bear markers. Even these 
are now undecipherable. The tribe is 
a branch of the Shinnecock Nation. 


UNTERMYER ARRIVES TODAY. 


Returns From World Cruise to Take 
Up Transit Inquiry. 


Samuel Untermyer, special counsel to 
the Transit Commission in its investi- 
gation of the transit situation here, 
and Samy Pacha, Egyptian Minister to 
Washington, are among the passengers 
on the Red Star liner Belgenland, due 
in New York this morning.

CANADA RAISES VISA QUERY.

CITY'S FINANCES 


Issues Booklet Showing Debt 
Margin on April 1 of 
$213,481 ,857. 


URGES CARE IN TAKING LAND 


$46,718,525 Charged Against Limit 
to Pay for Property Taken for 
City Improvements, 


Controller Berry issued in booklet 
form yesterday a statement setting 
forth in comprehensive manner the 
financial structure of the city. In 
addition to many explanatory tabula- 
tions, the volume includes constitution- 
al provisions and court decisions gov- 


erning and determining the kind of 
debts which the city may and may not 
incur within its debt limitations. 

The statement shows that on March 
31, 1926, the city had an unreserved 
margin of debt-incurring power of 
$213,481,857. On March 1, 1927, the un- 
reserved margin of debt-incurring pow- 
er was $244,103,841.22, this amount be- 
ing reduced in March by authoriza- 
tions of the Board of Estimate for im- 
provements totaling $30,621,983.91, leav- 
ing the unreserved margin on April 1 
of $213,481,857. 

The authorizations last month, to be 
financed by corporate stock and se- 
rial bonds, were for rapid transit con- 
struction, schools, docks, public wel- 
fare, street improvements and street 
and park openings. 

General Berry emphasizes the neces- 
sity for proceeding carefully in increas- 
ing the city’s land liability; that is, the 
amount which may be required to pay 
for land taken for public improve- 
ments. To provide for this, the state- 
ment shows that $46,718,525 has been 
charged against the debt limit. This 
amount includes interest on the esti- 
mated amount of awards which will 
be made when the reports dealing with 
the different land acquisition proceed- 
ings are finally confirmed. 

The statement devotes considerable 
space to the present status of the dif- 
ferent sinking funds created and ad- 
ministered for the redemption of cor- 
porate stock issued by the present city 
and also for the redemption of what 
still remains of the unmatured debt of 
the old City of New York and the old 
City of Brooklyn. 

All the city sinking funds are in a 
particularly healthy condition, accord- 
ing to the statement, which shows that 
in the aggregate they have surplus 
assets of $29,252,035 in excess of the ac- 
crued amortization requirements. 

The other parts of the statement 
classify the outstanding funded debt 
of the city according to the general 
purpose for which bonds were issued. 


SAYS IMPORTED CLARET 
MADE WHITE WINES 


German Growers Aroused by Un- 
derhand Competition Coming 
From Trade Treaty.

By Wireless to THe New York Times, 
BERLIN, April 23.—The changing 
of ck#ap imported clarets into white 
wines and fraudulently marketing them 


as domestic German products has be- 
come an extensive industry in certain 
parts of the Reich, according to a pro- 
test raised in the Bavarian Diet. To 
facilitate the conclusion of a trade 
pact with Spain, Germany has con- 
ceded a low tariff rate for Spanish 
¢ark wines. It is now claimed that 
importers have removed the pigment 
from light-colored Hispania red wines 
with charcoal and a small quantity of 
German white wine to clear the bever- 
age and have sold the mixture as 
genuine Rhine or Moselle wine, there- 
by competing with native growers and 
causing them heavy losses. 

The Reich Government has been 
asked to stop the practice, but seems 
powerless. Spain undoubtedly would 
consider an attempt to raise the duty 
on red wines as an unfriendly act. 
Any step of this kind might wreck the 
trade agreement, and Germany does 
not dare to risk such a blow against 
its industries under present conditions. 
The only possibility is prosecution of 
the adulterators. 

In the meantime, agitation against 
the admission of cheap grades of for- 
eign wines swells and the growers de- 
mand relief from a competition which 
they say threatens to ruin them.

in. G, Wells's discussion of Italy un- 
der Mussolini is reprinted from THE 
New YoRK Times Sunday Magazine of 
Feb. 6 in Current History for May. In 
that artitle Mr. Wells’ saw Italy as 
“the Sick Land of Europe, a fever pa- 
tlent flushed with a hectic resem- 
blance, to health and still capable of 
convulsive but not of sustained vio- 
lence.’”?’ He found Mussolini ‘‘a postur- 
ing figure, rejoicing in acting the réle 
of Savior and Remaker of a.Hairy, 
Heroic Italy”; a ‘man ‘monstrously 
vain” and “too afraid of self-realiza- 
tion to endure the face of an antago- 
nist.’” 

Tomaso Sillani, editor of La Ras- 
gegna Italiana, whose reply to Mr. 
Wells bears the earmarks of an offi- 
cial statement, asserts that Mr. Wells 
evolves ‘‘a picturesque fairy tale, 
based on a wholly superficial study.’’ 
He describes the origin of Fascism in 
the old Italien nationalism, which 
taught that ‘‘the nation is the most 
perfect form of collective life, and the 
supreme ethical beauty is the willing 
subordination of the.individual to the 
nation’’; its stepping into the’ breach 
at the time of a crisis in the industrial 
life of the nation, and. its ‘subsequent 
systematic attempt to eliminate the 
class struggle from industry and build 
@ permanent social peace by the erec- 
tion of “a labor charter, regulating 
the duties and rights of employers end 
employes, not only in all that concerns 
labor itself but also in’ all that con- 
cerns its relations with the nation as 
a whole.’”’ Fascism, according to Mr. 
Sillani, cannot fail, and “its goal—the 
greatness of Italy—will be inevitably 
attained because it is not the dream of 
this or that man, but the firm: and 


ardent aspiration of all young Italy 
athirst for the future.’’ 


The Japanese ‘‘Myth.” 


“The greatest myth of the world to- 
day is that Japan is a great power,”’ is 
a statement made by Roderick O. 
Matheson, editor of The Japan Times 


and long a resident of Japan, in Cur- 
rent History for May. The basic weak- 
ness of Japan. according to Mr. Mathe- 
son, lies in the inefficiency and lack 
of initiative of ner people. He says 
they are ‘“‘lovable, courteous, artistic 
and kindly,’’ but are content to ‘‘mud- 
dle along,”” because they do not know 
how backward they really are and be- 
cause they are taught to consider 
themselves superior to all foreigners. 
Mr. Matheson sees Japan in serious 
financial straits because of the col- 
lapse of the war-time manufacturing 
boom. Mr. Matheson says the paper 
strength of Japan’s army and navy is 
indeed formidable, but that the coun- 
try actually has not the resources to 
maintain a great force on any distant 
front. The conclusion Mr. Matheson 
reaches is that the sooner the myth of 
Japan’s greatness is exploded the bet- 
ter for Japan and the rest of the 
world. 

K. K. Kawakami, American corre- 
spondent of two of Japan’s largest 
newspapers, comes to the defense of 
his native land with the statement 
that “Japan is efficient in her own 
way, not in the American way.’’ How- 
ever, he welcomes Mr. Matheson’s 
criticisms in the name of Japan and 
says they will be heeded. Mr. Kawa- 
kami agrees that Japan will never 
wage an offensive war, but the reason 
is not her inefficiency. ‘‘The reason 
lies in her faith in the new order and 
new ideals that have dawned upon the 
world,” he says, “as well as in her 
belief that, given patience and good 
temper an both sides, there is no issue 
between. herself and her neighbors 
that cannot be solved through the 
amicable. process of mutual conces- 
sion.” Japan’s financial troubles are 
laid by Mr. Kawakami to the terrific 
losses from her recent earthquake dis- 
asters. He asserts that ‘‘even now her 
condition is infinitely sounder than 

' that of England a century ago. ‘Japan 
may yet become the Britain of the 
East.” 

The farm problem is discussed from 
Many angles by S. G. Rubinow, agri- 
cultural economist, whose name came 
into the ‘Ford libel suit recently in 
progress at Detroit. He taxes the 
farmer with “lack of ability or deter- 
mination to organize cohesively as 
other industrial and business groups 
have done,’’ and asserts that ‘“‘nothing 
more unfortunate has come to agricul- 
ture than its entanglement with poli- 
tics." Mr. Rubinow presents, ‘‘six rec- 
ommendations on which-to. build a 
sound national agricultural policy,” a 
follows: Agrucultural extension work, 
as conducted by the Department of 
Agricuiture and the collegés, to be 
extended and developed: farm diversi- 
fication in all its branches to be de- 
veloped and accelerated; agriculture 
not to be handicapped by passage of 
any so-called ‘‘farm relief’? measures; 
agriculture to be industrialized; sound 
cooperative marketing and scientific 
distribution to be fostered and en- 
couraged; all marginal and distressed 
lands’ unfit for profitable production 
to revert to the Government. 


Servant Girl Shortage. 


Our domestic servant shortage, also 
an economic problem of some magni- 
tude, is the subject of an article by 
Ethel M. Smith, Legislative Secretary

PANAMA URGED TO SUE 
FOR VESSEL SEIZURE 


Advised to‘Use Release of Fed- 
eral Ship as Set-Off Against 


Oar Claims.

Special Cable to Tite NEw York TimMes, 
PANAMA, April 23.>+Ranama is 
urged to press a damage claim on ac- 
count of the. Federalship by The 
Panama American; commenting today 
on, the release of that vessel by a Cal- 
ifornia court, stating that ‘‘enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act does not jus- 
tify piracy on the high seas.” The 
use of the Federalship case is sug- 
gested in connection with the United 
States claims against Panama. The 
Panama American says in part: 
“The overzealous snoopers responsi- 


ble for this crime, and crime it is un- 
less piracy has become respectable, 


should be punished for it and a claim 
for damages presented and pressed. 
There is the question of two months’ 
démurrage for an ocean-going steamer 
and there is the question of arbitrary 
and illegal imprisonment of seamen. 
If only for strategic reasons, this 
claim should be exploited for all it is 
worth. 

“It may never be collected, but even 
so, something can be made out of it. 
For: instance, when the clever young 
men in the State Department bezin to 
ramble about the recompensation due 
to American citizens on account of the 
Colon fire of 1885, Panama can re- 
tort with a piracy claim for 1927 which 
will be neither so stale nor so dubious.

No information has been given out 
by the Panaman Government to show 
the reaction contemplated in this case. 
Under the provisions made in the gen- 
eral claims convention, signed in July, 
1926, and negotiated at the same time 
as the treaty for settlement of the 
Colon fire claims, Panama agrees in 
principle to submit to arbitration un- 
der. the convention of which Colombia 
is also a member. It provides a tribu- 
nal for determination of the original 
responsibility of Colombia and wheth- 
er Panama has inherited such liabil- 
ity om account of separation and in- 
dependence. Final settlement of 
claims is made by a special tribunal 
appointed by agreement of the three 
countries concerned.

HOLDS RADIO PATENT |! 
TS BRING INFRINGED |, 


Canadian Court’s Decision on 
Alexanderson Tuning Device 
Has Wide Effect Here. 


BASIC RIGHTS INVOLVED 


Fada Company Overruled in Plea 
That ‘and Others 
Anticipated the Discovery.

Far reaching effect is seen in radio 
circles, both in the United States and 
Canada, in the judgment delivered by 
Justice Maclean, President of the Ex- 
chequer Court of Canada, on the suit 
brought by the Canadian General Elec- 
tric Company, Ltd., against the Fada 
Radio, Ltd., for alleged. infringment 
of the Canadian Alexanderson radio 
frequency tuning patent. The Cana- 
dian patent corresponds to Dr. E, F. 
W. Alexanderson’s United States pat- 
ent’ on the same subject. 

Justice Maclean decided that the 
Canadian General Electric Company, 
Ltd., succeeds in its action for in- 
fringement and is entitled to the usual 
relief and also its costs. 

“The case is of very great impor- 
tance,’’ said a prominent authority on 
radio in Canada, ‘‘in that it covers all 
radio receiving sets using tuned radio 
frequency amplification, and unless it 
goes to appeal the manufacturers of 
this type of set may have to pay 
royalty to the joint owners of the 
Canadian Alexanderson patent. The 
whole judgment indicates a most ex- 
haustive and careful consideration of a 
very complicated question. It is a 
very great contribution to radio patent 
structure. 

“This judgment affects every type of 
receiving set employing tuned radio 
frequency amplification and most of 
the sets utilize this type of circuit. I 
suppose it will hit all the standard 
makes in the Dominion, including the 
neutrodyne licensees under the Hazel- 
tine patent as well as Atwater Kent.” 

The defense of the Fada Company 
was to the effect that Alexanderson 
had been anticipated by several in- 
ventors, more particularly by Marconi, 
Stone Franklin (1807) and by two Ger- 
man inventors, Schloemilch and Von 
Bronk (1911 and 1913). The case was 
practically tried on these patents. The 
Judge ruled that if prior art could not 
be found in these patents, it could not 
be found in other patents cited. 

In reviewing the Marconi-Stone pat- 
ent, which covers @ series of tuned 
circuits inductively coupled together, 
the judgment states that, while theo- 
retically a high degree of selectivity 
is possible, such is not found to be 
the case in practice. The judgment 
contended that seleetivity of the order 
contemplated by Alexanderson could 
only be obtained by the Marconi and 
Stone arrangement at the expense of 
signal strength, and that if workable 
signal strength was to be maintained 
the circuits must be coupled tightly 
together, thereby introducing reaction 
with corresponding reduction in selec- 
tivity. The judgment ruled out the 
patents on these grounds. . 

A representative of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America said yesterday 
that the General Electric Company 
owns the Alexanderson patent, but 
that the Radio Corporation of America 
controls the license in the United 
States. He said that the Radio Cor- 
poration had taken action against the 
Atwater Kent Radio Manufacturing 
Company of Philadelphia for alleged 
infringement of the Alexanderson pat- 
ent, and that hearings were held sev- 
eral weeks ago. Judge Thomas D. 
Thatcher, Southern District of New 
York, is expected to render a decision 
about July 1. 

The Schloemilch and Von Bronk pat- 
ents in the United States have been 
combined into one patent, No. 1,087,892. 
The first patent covers radio frequency 
amplification and the second audio 
frequency amplification. The United 
States patent has already been the 
subject of a judgment by Judge Joseph 
L. Bodine, District of New Jersey, in 
the United States Courts, who ruled 
that the Alexanderson radio frequency 
tuned patent was not invalidated 
thereby. 


CHARGE SHERIFF HAD STILL. 


Federal Agents Arrest Missouri Of- 
ficial and Five Others. 

ST. LOUIS, April 23 (#).—Sheriff 
Louis Donze of Ste. Genevieve County, 
Mo., today was charged in a Federal 
warrant issued here with setting up 
and operating a large whiskey still 
on a farm owned by his father’s estate 
at Weingarten, Mo. 

Issuance of the warrant followed a 
raid on the Donze farm yesterday by 
James Dillon, chief prohibition en- 
forcement officer here, in which the 
still was discovered and four St. Louis 
men and Bedford Perkins, 22-year-old 
son of a prominent Weingarten physi- 
cian, were arrested. The five are 
charged jointly with Sheriff Donze. 

Agent Dillon said he learned the 
Sheriff had been making frequent 
trips to the Weingarten farm, which 
was under his control as administrator 
of his father’s estate, and charged 
the Sheriff must have known of the 
existence of the still. 

Sheriff Donze denied today, however, 
that he‘had~been near the farm since 
he rented it three months ago and 
denied knowing there was a still in 
the barn.

Usague Takes Step to Promote 
Honesty Among Members and 
to Reassure the Public. 


FAIR DEALING IS PLEDGED 


Charles Duveen Declares Prejudice 
Has Some Foundation—Board 


to Settl: Price Disputes. 


The Antique and Decorative Arts 
League, an association of dealers in 
antiques, paintings and objects of art, 
made public yesterday a “code of 
ethics’ désigned to promote honesty 
in the trade and eliminate crooked 
dealers. Explaining the move, Charles 
Duveen, President.of the league, said: 

“‘We recognize that there is a preju- 
dice in the mind of the public about 
antique dealers. We realize, too, that 
there has been some foundation for it. 
The Code of Ethics has been adopted 
in an effort to combat the prejudice. 

‘“‘We hope, by this statement of our 
principles, backed up by the practice 
of fair dealing, to convince the public 
that it may have full confidence in the 
members of .the league. We put our 
knowledge and experience at the ser- 
vice of our clients and pledge ourselves 


to deal with them in strict honesty.”’ 
An announcement from the league 
said: ‘‘The code, the first ever adopted 
by antique dealers anywhere in the 
world, is a guarantee to the public of 
strict probity on the part of members 
of the league. Those who buy from 
any member of the league may have a 
written description of their purchases, 
suey et by a money-back guaran- 
ee,”” 


The Code of Ethics. 


The code adopted at a meeting at the 
Hotel Madison on April 21 follows: 


1. Members shall, in all their dealings 
,With thé public and their fellow-members, 
adhere to moral and ethical standards of 
conduct, so, as to command the respect 
and confidence of their fellow-members 
and the public generally. This Is of the 
utmost importance in the realm of antique 
and decorative arts, where the public 
deals with specialists upon whose judg- 
ment it must rel 

2. The sale of antiques and objects d’art 
as genuine or original when, as a matter 
of fact, they are fraudulent imitations or 
are not original and genuine, is absolutely 
and unequivocally condemned. 

3. All invoices or memoranda of sales by 
members of the league shall contain a 
fair description of the articles sold. 
False or misleading representations or 
misstatements violate the ethics of the 
League and are condemned, 

4. In expressing opinions relating 
competitors or their gocds, members of 
the .league- are pledged to give fair and 
impartial judgment, and to deal with their 
fellow-members, fellow-dealers and _ the 
public -generally, in such honorable man- 
a they themselves wish to be dealt 
with, 

5. In the event that any member of the 
league shall misrepresent any article sold, 
it is incumbent upon him to refund the 
purchase price of such article upon the 
cemand by the purchaser. If the parties 
ere unable to agree in regard to such re- 
fund, the matter may be submitted by 
either of them to the Executive Committee 
of the league, who shall refer the issues 
to a Board of Arbitration. 

6. The league will, subject to and in ac- 
cordance with its Rules of Procedure, act 
es arbitrator of disputes or misunder- 
standings between its own members or be- 
tween the members of the league and the 
public, who will also arbitrate disputes 
and misunderstandings hetween non-mem- 
bers who submit to the jurisdiction of the 
league. All matters of arbitration shall 
be submitted in writing in the first instance 
to the Executive Committee of the league.

New York as 
the work of Titian, is not authentic and 
may well be the work of Marino de 
Udine. 

The painting is said to have been 
bought originally from the Countess 
Arthur de Vogue and to have been 
“found” in her chateau at Commarin, 
near Dijon. The Countess Arthur is 
at present in Morocco, but other mem- 
bers of the de Vogue family were con- 
sulted at the time the purchase of the 
picture was announced, and today they 
declared that they had never heard of 
an authentic Titian being in the 
Countess Arthur’s possession. 

They believed she had a ‘“‘copy” of a 
titian.

$400,000 DRIVE ON 
FOR PLAYGROUNDS 


Ald of Smith, Walker and Others 
Pledged at Opening Meeting 
at K. of C. Club-Hotel. 


PLAN AS CRIME SOLUTION 


Mayor Says Administration’s Duty 
Is to Push Project to Safe- 
guard Children. 


A campaign to obtain $100,000 before 
July 1 to be used in equipping addi- 
tional city playgrounds and recreation 
centres was opened last evening by 
the Community Councils and the Pub- 
lie Schools Athletic League. At a 
dinner at the Knights of Columbus 
Club-Hotel, addressed by Health Com- 
missioner Harris, Superintendent of 
Schools William J. O'Shea, Mrs. Henry 
Moskowitz and others the first appeal 
to the city at large was made. Mayor 
Walker gave his support to the move- 
ment in a letter in which he said: 

“The only thing that has hindered 
the expansion of playgrounds and rec- 
reation centres in this city is the lack 
of funds. Last year we appropriated 
a considerable amount, but we find 
it is altogether insufficient to meet 
the necessities of this city in that 
respect. We have every hope that 
next year a greater amount will be 
provided. 

“Anybody who is familiar with con- 
ditions in New York City must realize 
that more playgrounds are needed if 
the life and limb of the children of 
our community are to be adequately 
safeguarded. The crime prevention 
aspect of the matter also bears much 
conviction. I do not think that at any 
time or any place have children been 
so hampered in their natural activities 
as are the children of this metropolis. 
To come to their assistance is the im- 
perative duty of the City Administra- 
tion of this metropolis.” 

The interest of Governor Smith in 
the work was described by Mrs. Mos- 
kowitz. She urged playgrounds as a 
method of keeping down gang activ- 
ities and said they must be of the 
proper sort, supported in a manner 
that would allow them to do their 
work in the best fashion. 

Evil in Improper Supervision. 

"One improperly supervised play- 
ground,” she said, ‘‘breeds more mis- 
chief than twenty Children’s Courts 
can undo. There is no more danger- 
ous place than a playground of that 
type. Children must be trained prop- 
erly and guarded in play as well as at 
home.” 

Commissioner Harris stressed the 
growing custom of the middle classes 
and the wealthy of sending their chil- 
dren away from the city each year 
because cities have become dangerous 
through the very nature of the impure 
air and traffic conditions. 

“But what are we to do for the 
poor children?” he asked. “Each 
year the danger from exposure to mo- 
noxide gas from automobiles becomes 
greater, to young and old. We see 
anemic children and hear of the addi- 
tional headache problem, but we let 
our children remain in the streets in 
their leisure time while parks and 
school yards that might be changed 
into playgrounds are idle.” 

Dr. Harris asked that thé Commu- 
nity Councils aid the Committee on 
City Planning in finding the best sports 
for playgrounds. The crime element 
was discussed by Miss Jane Hoey and 
William Lewis Butcher of the State 
Crime Commission. Mr. Butcher said 
he believed the time would come when 
definite schedules for use of the play 
time of children would be as funda- 
mentally the charge of the school au- 
thorities as are now the schedules of 
study and class time. Ninety per cent. 
of crime, he said, could be traced to 
the spare time of youth in after-school 
hours. 


McLaughlin Pledges Active Aid. 


Former Police Commissioner Mc- 
Laughlin, who has taken the Chair- 
manship of the committee to obtain 


the funds, wired from Atlantic City, 
where he was the guest of Governor 
Smith, that he and the Governor would 
take active part in the work. John 
Kirkland Clark, as toastmaster in’Mr. 
McLaughlin’s place, recalled that the 
Community Councils obtained the re- 
opening of the municipal budget last 
year to allow for an appropriation of 
$88,000 to be spent in making play- 
grounds of school yards. 

“We consider that an achievement,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Our task now is to let the 
city officials see that the people of 
the city are willing to give their pri- 
vate funds for this purpose. Then the 
natural reaction will be additional ap- 
propriations to supplement the contri- 
butions. We want to maintain the 100 
school playgrounds that were made 
possible by that $88,000 and we want 
to have the other 300 schoolyards made 
into’ playgrounds.” 

Lionel Sutro, Treasurer of the Coun- 
cil, said the City Administration would 
be in a position to aid the parks and 
schools if the problem of transporta- 
tion were taken out of politics. Gen- 
eral George W. Wingate, President of 
the Public Schools Athletic League, said 
the people had realized the problem too 
long without taking action to clean 
it up.

THREE DIE AS HOME BURNS. 


Fourth Is Badly Hurt When Platts- 
burg Family Jumps From Windows.

PLATTSBURG, N. Y.,. April 23.— 
Three persons are dead and another, 
Harry N. Johnson, cashier of the First 
National Bank of Plattsburg, is in a 
serious condit:on at a hospital as a re- 
sult of a fire which destroyed the 
Johnson home soon after 4 o’clock this 
morning. The dead are Mr. Johnson’s 
wife, Mrs. Mildred Johnson; their 
daughter, Katrina, aged 9, and Miss 
Maybelle Knowles, a sister of Mrs. 
Johnson. They were fatally injured 
jumping from second story windows to 
escape from the fire. 

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson had been visit- 
ing. friends until shortly before mid- 
night, and when they returned home 
Mr. Johnson started a fire in the fur- 
nace to take the chill off the house 
before the family arose this morning. 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson retired about 
1 o’clock and about three and a half 
hours later were awakened by smoke 
and crackling of flames, which envel- 
oped the rear part of the house. 

Mr. Johnson aroused the other mem- 
bers of the family and attempted to 
get them out of the burning building. 
Both the front and rear stairways 
were enveloped in flames making 
egress by means of them impossible 
and forcing all to jump from the win- 
dows. 

Sylvia Johnson, aged 11, another 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Johnson, 
landed in a coat held open for her and 
escaped almost without injury, as did 
a servant, Margaret E. Manley, who 
jumped into a blanket and escaped 
practically uninjured. 

Mr. Johnson has a broken leg as a 
result of his leap and has developed 
pneumoniae from his exposure. 


SCHOOL CASE STIRS VILLAGE 


Parents, Cited for Keeping Children 
Out, Say Religious Holiday Is Legal. 

TROY, N. Y., April 23 (4).—Much in- 
terest has been aroused in the case of 
about thirty residents of Wynantskill, 
a village near here, who have been 
notified to appear before a Justice of 
the Peace next Tuesday and Wednes- 
day afternoons for failing to send their 
children to school Thursday of last 
week, Holy Thursday. 

The parents say the children were 
kept from school so that they could 
participate in a procession of a Catho- 
lic Church, and they claim the Consti- 
tution of the United States allows them 
to do this. Justice of the Peace Charles 
J. Osterhout asserts that the parents 
have committed a misdemeanor. He 
also contends the children deliberately 
remained away from school and their 
absence was not caused by partici- 
pation in a procession. 

This morning the three trustees of 
the school district gave out a state- 
ment to newspapers in which they dis- 
claimed any responsibility for causing 
the issuance of the warrants. A Troy 
attorney has been engaged to repre- 
sent the defendants.

PLAN HUGE CENTRE 
OF SUBWAY TRAFFIC 


Transit Lines Will Build Dual 
Station at Columbus Circle 
Four Blocks in Length. 


16 ENTRANCES PROPOSED 


Growth of Section From 1905 to 
1926 Is Indicated by Rise 
of 7,167,592 Fares. 


Another great centre of subway pas- 
senger traffic similar to the Union 
Square, Grand Central and Times 
Square centres is expected to be 
created by the construction of a dual 
station on the Interborough Rapid 
Transit-Seventh Avenue system and 
the new BHighth Avenue subway at 
Fifty-seventh Street and Highth Ave- 
nue, extending from Fifty-seventh 
Street underneath Highth Avenue and 
Columbus Circle to Sixty-first Street 
at Broadway and Central Park West. 

In the construction of the muni- 
cipally owned Highth Avenue indepen- 
dent subway system the city has ar- 
ranged for an express station at Fif- 
ty-seventh Street and Eighth Avenue, 
with six entrances. 

Plans for this new dual station show 
that provision has been made for six- 
teen entrances along Broadway and 
Eighth Avenue, at practically all of 
the intersecting points at Fifty-sev- 
enth, Fifty-eighth, Fifty-ninth, Six- 
tieth and Sixty-first Streets. 


Large Increase in Fares. 


The necessity for additional station 
ertrances is reflected in the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company’s 
statement of ticket sales at the Fifty- 
ninth Street station of the I. R. T.- 
Seventh Avenue subway, from July 
to June 30 in each year from 1905 to 
1926. This skows an increase of 7,167,- 
592 tickets sold in 1926, as compared 
with 1,950,467 in 1905. 

By comparison with the increase in 
ticket sales at the Columbus Circle sta- 
tion, there were 13,563,604 sold at the 
Fourteenth Street (Union Square) sta- 
tion in 1915, against sales of 21,823,850 
tickets in 1926, in the period from July 
1 to June 30. 

At the Grand Central Station on the 
Interborough Rapid Transit-Lexington 
Avenue line, 20,505,859 tickets were sold 
in 1915, against sales of 39,254,119 in 
1926, during the twelve months from 
July 1 to June 30. 

The Times Square station on the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Seventh Ave- 
nue system, which in 1915 had a record 
of 14,307,694 ticket sales, or about 
6,000,000 less than were sold in the 
same year at the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, led the Grand Central station in 
1926 by about 4,500,000. 

The total for the 1926 period at Times 
Square was 43,730,556, or almost ex- 
actly double the total number of sales 


— at the Fourteenth Street sta- 
i0n. 


New Buildings Under Way. 


Considering the development of the 
Hifty-seventh Street, Broadway and 
Columbus Circle section by the con- 
struction of large office buildings, such 
as the new General Motors Building, 
bounded by Broadway and Fifty-sev- 
enth Street, Eighth Avenue and Fifty- 
eighth Street, and with the construc- 
tion of large apartment houses and 
hotels along Sixth and Seventh Ave- 
nue: and Broadway, it is believed that 


the increase in the residence and busi- 
ness population of this section will jus- 
tify the provisions made for superior 
dual station and entrance facilities 
from , Fifty-seventh to Sixty-first 
Street, along Broadway and HEighth 
Avenue and in Columbus Circle. 

The Fifty-seventh Street station has 
been designed to provide for an arcade 
running its entire length, the Fifty- 
seventh Street and Eighth Avenue en- 
trances being within the General Mo- 
tors Building.. Passengers entering the 
station at this point or any of the 
other five entrances at Fifty-seventh 
Street and Eighth Avenue will find a 
passageway on the westerly side of the 
station, by which they can continue 
underground for about two blocks, un- 
til they reach a turnstile, where it will 
be necessary to deposit a nickel in or- 
der to pass through to the Columbus 
Circle station of the I. R. T.-Seventh 
Avenue subway, as there are no trans- 
fer privileges from one system to the 
other. 

This particular section of Manhattan 
has been unusually active from a build- 
ing standpoint in the last year, and 
rental and real estate values have been 
soaring. 

It was reported recently that the 
four-story building, on a plot 5 by 111 
feet, at the northeast corner of Fifty- 
seventh Street and Broadway, has 
been leased for eighty-four years, at 
a rental aggregating $6,000,000, for im- 
provement with a twenty-one-story 
store and office building to cost $1,500,- 
000. The four-story building was built 
about thirty years ago by Henry Corn. 


Skyscraper Forecast. 


Diagonally opposite stands the Fisk 
Building, on what formerly was the 
site of the Rutland and St. Augustine 
apartment houses. Adjoining the Fisk 
Building, on the south, the property 
of the O. B. Potter Trust, improved 
with a three-story building, figured 
recently in a transaction that forecast 
the erection of another skyscraper of- 
fice building. 

On the east side of Broadway the 
Commonwealth Hotel block, Fifty-fifth 
to Fifty-sixth Street, has been im- 
proved in part by the demolition of the 
Van Corlear apartment house and its 
replacement with the new thirty-five- 
story Park Central apartment hotel. 

The Broadway front of this square 
block is the last blockfront available 
on Broadway between Times Square 
and Columbus Circle, with the ex- 
ception of the George Ehret holding 
at the southeast corner of Broadway 
and Fifty-ninth Street, overlooking 
Columbus Circle. Plans for the im- 
provement of this site also are un- 
derstood to have been prepared. 

The Broadway frontage of the Com- 
monwealth Hotel block, from Fifty- 
fifth to Fifty-sixth Street, at the pres- 
ent time improved with six, nine and 
twelve story apartment houses and 
hotels, was sold. about two years ago 
at a peniic auction conducted by Jo- 
seph P, Day. At that sale the prop-

State Prison Popalation 9,967 ; 
Called Largest Ever Assembled 


OSSINING, N. Y., April 23.— 
There are more criminals under the 
‘supervision of the New York State. 
Department of Correction today 
than have ever been assembled un- 
der any similar department in any 
part of the United States, accord- 
ing to the report of Dr. Raymond 
F. C. Kieb, the new Commissioner 
of Correction. The number of per- 
sons in correctional and penal in- 
stitutions in the State today is. 
9,967, an increase of 278 since Feb. 
24, 1927, when Dr. Kieb was ap- 
pointed. 

There are 1,663 convicts in Sing 
Sing Prison alone, 1,422 in Auburn, 
1,598 in Clinton, 1,699 in Great 
Meadow and 1,268 in Elmira Re- 
formatory. Matteawan State Hos- 
pital for the Criminal Insane has 
1,009. The remainder of the 9,967 
are distributed among the penal 
institutions for women and the 
smaller prisons. 

Officials of various prisons pre- 
dict that the State’s penal institu- 
tions will have a population of 
more than 10,000 when most of the 
higher courts close for the Sum- 
mer in July. 











RETIRED BROKER FALLS. 


John Patterson in Hospital After 
Three-Story: Plunge. 
John Patterson, 52 years old, of 228 


St. Marks Place, S. I., a retired broker 
was seriously injured when he acci- 
dentally fell from a third floor window 
at 112 West Seventy-third Street last 
night. Mr. Patterson was visiting 
Elston French, a friend, and while 
Mr. French was out of the room, he 
leaned out a rear window, lost his bal- 
ance and dropped to the yard. 

His cries as he toppled roused the 
neighborhood. Mr. French notified the 
police and an ambulance was sent 
from Knickerbocker Hospital. The in- 
jured man was taken there with in- 
ternal injuries and both legs fractured. 

The police of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street station said they had been in- 
formed that Mr. Patterson had form- 
erly been connected with the broker- 
age firm of Fred J. Coventry of 2 
Wall Street.

Rise In Street Accidents to Pupils 
Brings Action by Dr. O’Shea. 
Special safety instruction will be 

given in the public schools on Tues- 

day in accordance with directions is- 
sued by the Superintendent of Schools, 

Dr. William J. O’Shea. 

This precaution is being taken be- 
cause the number of children killed 


and injured in street accidents during 
March showed .an increase over the 
figures for February, although a de- 
crease as com with last October. 

The reports of the Police Depart- 
ment show that the increase in fatali- 
ties was due to roller skating in 
streets. During March four children 
were killed. A second cause for the 
increase was playing in the roadway. 

With the advent of good weather Dr. 
O’Shea believes that the number of 
accidents will undoubtedly increase 
unless the schools continue their cam- 
paign of admonition to children and 
parents, as well as their instruction in 
safety through direct and indirect 
teaching.

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Darrow Calls Dry Law Tyrannical: Wheeler Defends It 


Continued from Page 1, Column 5. 


awry, and his forelock of iron gray 
hair falling over his temple, were 
symbols of the easy forcefulness which 
characterized his speech, while Mr. 
Wheeler’s intense seriousness was also 
symbolized by his full evening dress, 
‘his immaculate white tie, his pale, 
long intellectual face, his ascetic ex- 
pression, and his meticulous care in 
speaking. He is twelve years younger 
than Mr. Darrow. 

From the technical debating stand- 
point, Mr. Wheeler was at a disadvan- 
tage in delivery, because he had to let 
C. Scott McBride, General Superinten- 
dent of the Anti-Saloon League, read 
the opening part of his argument, so 
that Mr. Wheeler, who hed a cold, 
could save his voice for his rebuttal 
of his opponent’s arguments. 


Opening Dclayed Twenty Minutes. 


The debate was to have started at 
8:30 o’clock, but it was delayed about 
twenty minutes because of the slow- 
nes of the crowd in arriving and the 
tardiness of Mayor Walker, the Hon- 
orary Chairman. It was finally de- 
cided to start without the Mayor, after 
raucous voices in the gallery had de- 
manded action. 

Mr. Wheeler entered the stage first, 
accompanied by Mr. McBride and C. B. 
Stewart of the Anti-Saloon League. 
Mr. Darrow followed with a man who 
sat beside him, and Mr. Howe, as 
Chairman, came in with John H. 
Brady, timekeeper, who notified the 
speakers when their time was up. The 
wet spokesman caused a laugh as he. 
sat down by lifting the glass pitcher 
of water from the table in front of 
him, and throwing a quizzical glance at 
his opponent, as if to say that he 
would prefer something else than 
water in the pitcher. Later on, he did 
say that in so many words, express- 
ing a preference for beer, and assert- 
ing his intention to drink anything he 
likes regardless of Mr. Wheeler, the 
Anti-Saloon League, the Eighteenth 
Amendment or the Volstead act. 

Mr. Howe opened the meeting by 
announcing that Mr. Darrow for the 
wets would open with a twenty-min- 
ute argument, that Mr. Wheeler would 
follow with thirty minutes, that Mr. 
Darrow would then have twenty min- 
utes for rebuttal, that Mr. Wheeler 
next would have twenty minutes for 
rebuttal, and that Mr. Darrow would 
close the debate with ten minutes final 
rebuttal—thus giving each speaker 
fifty minutes. e 


Darrow’s Opinion Cheered. 


The audience continually applauded 
and cheered Mr. Darrow’s opening 
statements, especially when he an- 


nounced his defiance of prohibitory 
laws and ridiculed intolerance, bigotry. 
and Government interference with jhe 
lives of the people. Mr. Darrow re- 
ceived prolonged applause as he ended 
his opening by declaring that prohibi- 
tion could never be enforced because 
it would never have public opinion be- 
hind it. 

As soon as Mr. Howe hegan to intro- 
duce Mr. Wheeler and tell of his work 
in bringing about national prohibitioa, 
the gallery wets started to hiss and 
boo him. While Mr. McBride was 
reading the Wheeler argument these 
in the gallery broke in repeatedly with 
derisive calls, laughter and applause, 
but Mr. McBride read quickly without 
attention to interruptions. The drys 
applauded from time to time, chiefly 
at demands for law enforcement, but 
the applause was small compared to 
that the wet advocate had received. 

Mayor Walker, who had slipped in 
shortly after 9 o’clock, was introduced 
after Mr. Wheeler’s opening address 
was read. The Mayor announced he 
was willing to admit that ‘‘I don’t 
know but prohibition might be a good 
thing-if we ever had it,” and that “I 
don’t know, as intensely wet as I am. 
but prohibition might be a good thing.” 
“But; he added, ~‘I -don’t -know who 
is going to arrange it.’ 

He ne declared he subscribed to 
the. principle that “law must be en- 
forced.” ‘Those of us,’’ he went on, 
‘who don’t like prohibition ought to 
stop complaining and organize and get 
rid of it, or shut up.” This gave both 
wets and drys a chance to applaud, 
which they did. 


Darrow Answers One Query. 


Mr. Darrow in his first rebuttal 


answered one of three questions which © 


Mr. Wheeler had proposed at the end | 


of his opening speech., As to why the 
courts have sustained prohibition if it 
wasn’t a good law, Mr. Darrow replied 
that it was not for the courts to make 
law, and that they ‘would sustain any 
law that did not violate the Constitu- 
tion. He was applauded when he de- 
clared that the attitude of the courts 
on the constitutionality of legislation 
had nothing, to do with whether the 
law was a good one, or “a piece of 
fanatical bunk.” Mr. Darrow used 
much of his rebuttal time to attacking 
the prohibitionists for insincerity when 
they say their purpose is to uphold 
the Constitution, om the ground that 
they did nothing to obtain the enforce- 
ment of the.Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendment in the’ Southern States 
where negroes are disfranchised. He 
cited the nullification of these amend- 
ments of proof of his contention that 
public opinion rules whether laws 
shall be obeyed or disobeyed. 

Mr. Wheeler in -his rebuttal had to 
wade through a storm of interruptions, 
which he did in good humor, telling 
the crowd to follow Mayor Walker’s 
advice on law enforcement, and to go 
to the West or South if they wanted 
to find prohibition really enforced. He 
also leveled ‘at Mr. Darrow the accu- 
gation of failing to answer all his 
questions. When Mr. Darrow had 
his closing ten minutes, therefore, he 
replied to the question of a substitute 
for prohibition by saying ‘‘anything, 
and to the question of whether the 
people could not violate all laws if 
they could violate one, but repeating 
that’ public opinion controlled and 
weyld always be behind laws against 
mvrder, larceny, robbery, &c. 

‘ott speakers received generous ap- 
plause at the end of their rebuttal 
periods, but that for Mr. Darrow was 
noticeably louder and more prolonged. 
The final applause for Mr. Wheeler 
had to fight to overcome a chorus of 
booing and yelling, but the applause 
finally drowned out the derisive noise. 
Mr. Darrow finished his final talk a 
few minutes‘after 11 o’clock. 


Subject of the Debate. 


The formal subject of the debate 
was: “Resolved: That the Prohibition 
of the Beverage uor Traffic Is Det- 
rimental to the bw. ko Welfare.”” Mr. 
Darrow had the affirmative and Mr. 
Wheeler the negative. 

Although previous debates, on pro- 
hibition and other topics, have been 
broadcast as a general rule since the 
radio became effective, last night’s de- 
bate was not broadcast. Officials of 
the American Forum, under the au- 
spices of which the debate was held, 
announced last week that because of 
the controversial nature of the subject 
and the identity of the debaters, they 
had deemed it ‘inadvisable’ to broad- 
cast the debate. 

Mr. Howe in presenting Mr. Darrow, 
who opened the debate, said: 

“We have seen Mr. 
times as the champion of unpopular 
causes; sometimes again as the leader 
of popular thought. But he has al- 
ways appeared as a bold and fearless

ow'S ARGUMENT. 
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to be some things ne could choose 
for himself. Instead of setting every- 
body to govern everybody else, each 
man ought to have something to do 


with the: job of controlling himself. 
And if he has any-liberty whatever 
it seems to me he ought to have a 
right to say what he-should eat and 
what he should drink! 

“Hating and drinking represent two 
of the most prmitive instincts of man, 
or one, as you may put it. He can't 
live without them. A large part of his 
life is made up of it, and there are no 
two people whom I ever met that had 
the same taste in either direction. And, 
therefore, first of all things else, I 
would say that any degree of individ- 
ual freedom should leave a man free 
to choose. , : 

‘There are those who by nature and 
inclination want to settle everything 
for everybody.else. To.them liberty 
means doing as they please and mak- 
ing every one else do the same thing. 
To me it.means a dull, gray, -unin- 
teresting, cruel and tyrannical world. 
I would rather see a free society even 
if it involved mistakes than a cut-and- 
dried “ machine-made_ soeiety where 
every individual .was intent on seeking 
to rule some one else. The latter 
seems to me to be utterly incqnsistent 
with any sane idea’of livmg. We can 
see its marks all down through time. 
Men have always been intolerant, es- 
pecially ignorant men, because no one 
is so sure of their own position as ig- 
norant persons. 


Assails Bigoted Outlook. 

“As you grow in knowledge ‘and ex- 
perience more, and more you have 
doubts of things that seem plain be- 
fore, but the ignorant and the. bigoted 
have always felt so sure that they 
have been willing to inflict any penal- 


ties upon any person who dared to in- 
—— with their mode of thought and 
ife. 

»‘In the,.past we have had laws 
against heresy.. More,men have been 
destroyed by death in the most horri- 
ble forms, for”the simple right to be- 
lieve and think and speak as they 
pleased than for any other crime, per- 
haps all the other crimes for which 
men have suffered. The tortures, the 
methods of. execution, the cruelties 
have always been much more severe 
where some real question or some re- 
ligious question was involved than 

plain subjects of 
criminal statute. ; 

‘‘The world has seen men and women 
without number executed for witch- 
craft, due to the zeal and bigotry of 
religious leaders. These executions 
have run over a period of four or five 
years. Even in America, supposed to 
be free, we have had examples of 
the hanging of old women for witch- 
craft in New England, a crime which 
all farly intelligent people know today 
is an impossible crime. Of course, all 
women couldn’t be guilty of witch- 
craft. Young ones might. But even 
with them it should not be a criminal 
offense. These same people have 
loaded the statutes of every State 
with Sunday observance laws, and in 
the City of New York today is an 
organization devoted to hunting up 
the people who have any pleasure on 
Sunday and passing a law to make 
it a crime. 

“After a while they will look around 
for babies who laugh on Sunday and 
try to have a law to stick pins into 
them because it is wicked to laugh cn 
Sunday. 

“They have made it a crime to play 
on Sunday, to work on Sunday, to go 
to a theatre on Sunday, to run an au- 
tomobile on Sunday, to go anywhere 
on Sunday except to church, and the 
graveyard, and back home again. 


Joy Taken Out of Life. 


“This organization is just as active 
today compared with its limited capital 
to prevent baseball, golf, automobile 
riding, newspapers, forms of Sun- 
day activity except going to church as 
it ever was. In New England they 
passed laws making it a crime for one 
to stay at home from church, and then 
they passed laws against sleeping in 
church. Of course, that took all the 
pleasure out of religion. In New Eng- 
land for many long years it was 
against the law to go to any theatre, 
and the good Puritan fathers in Boston 
would pass these laws and then sneak 
down to New York to attend a theatre, 
not on Sunday, but any day. Why? 
Because there was joy in it, and this 
class of people have never been able 
to distinguish between sin and joy. If 
a man had a smile on his face it was 
a sure thing that he had been doing 
something wicked. If he hadn’t, he 
would be sober and solemn and wait 
to smile until he came to the kingdom 
come. 

“You can scarce mention any activity 
that has not been forbidden and as a 
general rule is not forbidden today on 
Sunday. 

‘“‘What has happened? In every city 
and in every State in the Union these 
laws have been openly violated. We 
do have Sunday theatres and Sunday 
baseball games and Sunday enjoyment 
and Sunday automobiles and Sunday 
newspapers and Sunday gasoline and 
Sunday almost everything. Do you 
know anything that these people would 
not lay their hands upon if they but 
had a chance? I cannot think of any- 
thing. By hook and by crook they 
pass prohibitory legislation providing 
that you could not get a drink. 


Never Noticed Any Drought. 


‘Personally I have never yet noticed 
any drought. And I never expect to. 
All that has been accomplished is to 
take beer and wine away from people 
who can’t afford the high prices. That 
is all. But they are getting around 
that. They are buying grape juice 
and let the Lord make the wine for 
them. And the amount of grapes, run- 
ning into ten or twelve times as much 
and increasing every year, shows that 
there is hope even in spite of pro- 
hibition. 

“They ought to be proud of their 
work. These people do not even believe 
in a rule by majority. They have taken 
the Constitution of the United States, 
which so far as any legislation of this 
sort is concerned is meant simply for 
the protection of individual liberty 
against the majority, for there are 
some things that even majorities ought 
not to be able to do, and this Con- 
stitution is meant to give some sort 
of protection to the individual against 
the caprice and the bigotry of a given 
majority. But in times of war, by all 
sorts of scheming and working and 
bulldozing and terrorizing, they man- 
aged to put through a constitutional 
provision which said that it should be 
unlawful to manufacture and sell in- 

c liquors anywhere in the 
United States. nites 

“In the States of New Mexico, of 
Nevada, of the South, of New England 
—and I am speaking not of Massachu- 
setts but of 
States might forever keep a constitu- 
tional provision alive against great 
masses who live in the great States 
of this great Commonwealth, six mil- 
lion people out of 150,000,000 people 
can forever keep this constitution@ 
provision “in the Constitution of the 
United States. No matter how great 
the majority arose against them, un- 
less it was overwhelming, in a great 
flood which seldom comes, it would 
leave. this constitutional provision 
there and then supplemented by the 
Volstead act of blessed memory. 


Scores the Volstead .Act. 

\ “An act’ whi went way beyond 
even the Consti |} itself, an act 
~ ‘ch declared that one-half of 1 per 
cent. of alcoholic beverage was intox- 
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icating when every human being 
knows that it is not, an act which 
has provided the amount that can be 
given by a physician for the treatment 
of the sick and the amount that can 
be given by a minister for the salva- 
tion of the soul. 

“They lay their hands upon both this 
world and the next. The direst pun- 
ishments as have been the case all 
through history have been meted out 
against those who dare to take a drink 
if they can get it. But what ought to 
be a. $5 fine at the most is made a pen- 
itentiary offence and every other pro- 
vision in the Constitution is violated 
so that they may enforce the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment, 

“They rejoice in a double jeopardy 
that under a State law they send a 
man to the penitentiary for selling 
liquor on the first day of March to 
John Smith, and he may serve his 
term and came out, and then he must 
be sent. unto the Federal Government, 
too. Nothing is severe enough, and 
even worse than that they stand like 
a stone wall for poison liquor so that 
any man who takes a drink of alcohol 
today may be poisoned without a trial 
by a jury, without anything, just be 
primned because he dared to take it! 

hey have converted the United States 
into a land of informers and spies— 
where every man is watching to turn 
up his neighbor, where nobody but pro- 
hibitionists can be trusted to be placed 
on guard, and those only for about a 
month until they fall, too! 

“Every other issue of importance to 
the welfare of man has given place 
to this mad desire to control individ- 
ual habits. There is no other question 
today but this. Judges, laws, every- 
thing gives place to this; and against 
it is the deep, strong, eternal protest 
from those who love freedom, from 
those who wish to govern their own 
lives, from those who are afraid of the 
tyranny and the superstition that 
a produced this kind of law in the 
past. 


Says Law Can’t Be Enforced. 


. “It has never been enforced. It can 
never be enforced! Until the last 
spark of independence has fled from 
the ‘heart of the American people they 
will never consent that an organized 
body of men shall tell them what they 


may drink and what they may not 
drink. There were human beings in 
the witchcraft days of New England 
and juries refused to convict until the 
law was dead. There are jurors to- 
day who have too much manhood to 
sit upon a jury and convict a fellow- 
man for doing exactly what he has 
done and is doing! Where is the man 
in the United States today who doesn’t 
drink or want to? And if he wants to 
badly enough he does. Juries refuse 
to convict for doing what they have 
done, and there are even Judges who 
refuse to fine and imprison for doing 
what they habitually do!” 


Wheeler’s Speech Is Read. 


In introducing Mr. Wheeler Mr. 
Howe explained that the Anti-Saloon 
leader was suffering from a severe 
cold, and that as he wanted to save 
his voice for his closing speech, when 
he would dispute Mr. Darrow’s argu- 
ments, F. Scott McBride would read 
his first speech, scheduled to take 
about thirty minutes. 

The Chairman, in his introductory 
remarks, pointed out that Mr. Wheeler 
was born in 1869 in Brookfield, Ohio, 
“in a county which was as dry as 
dust,”” and that true to the traditions 
of the locality Mr. Wheeler has re- 
mained dry ever since. 

He said it was largely through the 
personality and initiative of Mr. 
Wheeler that the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment was finally enacted. Mr. Mc- 
Bride then read: 

“T assume that no matter how much 
we may differ about the merits of pro- 
hibition, nevertheless as citizens of the 
United States, we believe: 

‘1. That every good citizen will obey 
the Constitution and let it be known 
that he is opposed to its violations by 
others. 

“2. That those who are opposed to 
any part of the Constitution or the 
laws of the land have the right to join 
with others to bring about their 
amendment or repeal, but that until 
they are legally changed or repealed 
they should be obeyed and enforced. 

“3. In determining what should be 
our course in framing the legislative 
policy of the nation, the public welfare 
should come before individual desires 
or selfish purposes. In our debate to- 
night we eliminate the discussion on 
the various kinds of prohibition, be- 
cause my opponent holds that all kinds 
of prohibition of beverage liquor is 
bad. We also set aside the contro- 
versy as to its enforcement. 

“Mr. Darrow openly advocates what 
few wets really believe, namely, that 
prohibition of the beverage liquor traf- 
fic is detrimental to the public wel- 
fare. Practically all the wets whom I 
have met—and I have met plenty of 
them—have felt that prohibition was 
detrimental to their thirsts, but few 
have confused that thirst with public 
welfare, The typical wet is opposed to 
all the restrictions on liquor, whether 
under license or prohibition. He finds 
fault with the definition of intoxicat- 
ing liquor; urges legalizing beer and 
wine; talks about the virtues of Gov- 
ernment control, but he doesn’t really 
care about any of these things. What 
he does, care about is more and 
stronger liquor. Mr. Darrow doesn’t 
make those pleas. 


“The Poor Man’s Club.” 


“When we were driving the saloon 
from the neighborhood of our homes, 
our churches and our factories, the 
typical wet pleaded that the saloon 
was the poor man’s club. When we 


fought for local option, he opposed it 
as too local. When we fought for na- 
tional prohibition, he opposed that as 
not local enough. He opposed State 
prohibition on the ground that the 
State had no right to force dry laws on 
wet cities, and now he urges State 
rights as an argument against a dry 
America. Any backward step was ad- 
vocated by the wets as a starting point 
toward the restoration of drink. This 
program Mr. Darrow accepts, but re- 
places the old arguments with his plea 
that prohibition itself is detrimental 
to society. What is there in the bev- 
erage liquor traffic that aids the safe- 
ty, morals, health and welfare of the 
individual or the public? 

“Intoxicating beverages have gener- 
ally been admitted to be harmful to 
their users and to society. Intoxicating 
liquor contains alcohol, a narcotic, hab- 
it-forming drug or poison of which one 
can drink five ounces at once and live. 
Who are injured by this prohibition of 
the traffic in this evil? 
Those who do not drink intoxicating 
liquor are not injured by such prohibi- 
tion. Those who drink to excess and 
injure others dependent on them for 
support are not injured but benefited, 
as are their dependents also. Those 
who drink encugh to undermine their 
health or decrease their wealth-pro- 
ducing power ‘will not be injured. 

“Who then will be injured or incon- 
venienced? The one who thinks he 
can drink moderately, or who desires 
to make money out -of the business? 
Every moderate drinker runs the risk 
of beco’ an excesstve drinker, a 
risk that far outweighs the pleasure 
that comes from flirting with a dan- 
gerous habit. Surely no one would de- 
fend liquor solely some one can 
make money out of it. Eliminate the 
non-drinkers, those who drink to ex- 
cess when given the opportunity, those 
who drink moderately Dut are 
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small minority. It is for the selfish 


desires and appetite of that minority | terri 


that my opponent pleads, while I ap- 
peal to you to safeguard the rights 
and benefits of the majority who de- 
sire the blessings of sobriety. 


Moral Outcast Before Dry Law. 

“The beverage liquor traffic has 
never had the standing in decent so- 
ciety which Mr. Darrow has unsuc- 
cessfully tried to give it for years. 
Booze was a social and moral outcast 
before the Eighteenth Amendment. Its 
best friends have always been apolo- 


getic about it. It was not named by its 
right name but given fine-sounding 
titles. It was King Alcohol—a name 
well chosen because he was the enemy 
to all that democracy stands ff. All 
that poetry of language or that beauty 
of color could do was done to mask his 
real cheracter, but under the fine 
names and the ‘color that moveth. it- 
self aright in the cup’ there was 
booze. : 

“Booze undermined the national 
health through a century until 13.9 per- 
sons out of each 1,000 died yearly. Over 
200,000 of these deaths were needless. 
When booze was banished, with its 
plague-laden breath, the death rate 
dropped and 200,000 fewer graves were 
dug per year. Masquerading as medi- 
cine, hiding its wolf’s fangs under 
sheep’s clothing, booze hurried the 
tubercular or the pneumonia patient to 
the grave while he pretended to give 
them new life. Its death roll sur- 
passes that of the War God.’ 

“Surrounded by incomparable natural 
resources, with . potential national 
wealth unequaled by any other nation, 
the increasing army of paupers and 
dependents created by booze became 
an intolerable burden on America. 

“In spite of the blackness of its rec- 
ord, every effort was made to control 
booze without sentencing it to death. 
License, regulation, Government con- 
trol, local option, dispensary sales, 
county and State prohibition were at- 
tempted. Booze refused obedience to 
any of these laws. It invaded dry ter- 
ritory, ignored hours and days of clos- 
ing, sold to minors, did everything 
which was forbidden. 

“Economic law outlawed it; social 
law ostracized it; moral law excom- 
municated it. Statute law merely rati- 
fied what had already been written. 
National prohibition became impera- 
tive. The only alternative was slavery 
to the liquor traffic. 

“The overwhelming majority of the 
American people responded to the chal- 
lenge thrown down by booze. They 
wrote its outlawry so fully into the 
fundamental law of the land that it 
will probably never be repealed. 


Prohibition Principle Sound. 


Prohibition of the liquor traffic is 
based on sound principles of govern- 
ment. The first of these is the in- 
herent right of the people to better 
their condition, in any pnit of govern- 
ment, large or small, when a proper 
majority desires to do so and acts ina 
legal manner. 

“The Public Health Department of 
New York City, in an official bulletin 
a few years ago, declared it useless 
to fight disease and crime if the chief 
cause was untouched, and declared 
that decreased drinking ‘would mean 
less tuberculosis, less poverty, less de- 
pendency, lessgpressure on our hospi- 
tals, asylums and jails.’ 

“The records of every jail, prison, 
workhouse or other penal institution 
support the statement of the Supreme 
Court that ‘the statistics of every 
State show a greater-amount of crime 
and misery attributed to the use of 
ardent spirits obtained at these retail 
salcons than to any other source.’ 

“The menace of the beverage liquor 
traffic to the health, morals and well- 
being of the people has been settled 
beyond controversy. Not only have 
temperance organizatiens, churches, 
women’s groups and welfare move- 
ments declared this, but the verdict 
of science has affirmed it and the 
courts of last resort which faced these 
problems, not as partisans nor as wets 
or drys, but as unbiased, clear-sighted 
judges of facts, laws and principles 
of government, have so ruled. 


No Inherent Right to Exist. 


“The next important principle estab- 
lished is that the beverage liquor traf- 
fic is so harmful in its influence and 
results that it has no inherent right 
to exist. If evils that destroyed the 
health and morals of the people had 
an inherent right to exist the same as 
things that promote the general wel- 
fare, civilization would collapse. The 
United States Supreme Court said (137 
U. S. 86), after calling attention to 
the character of the liquor traffic: 

‘*‘There is no inherent. right in a 
citizen of a State or of the United 
States to sell intoxicating liquor.’ 

“This is not the obiter dictum of a 
fanatic. Liquor has always been 
treated differently from useful things. 
Even in New Jersey the court of last 
resort said this traffic was ‘in a class 
by itself, to the treatment of which 
there was no analogy in the law.’ 
Chief Justice White said that the ex- 
ceptional nature of intoxicants was the 
basis for sustaining the exceptional 
legislation and furnished no precedent 
for applying such legislation to other 
things. 

“No defender of beverage intoxicants 
can produce a single statement by a 
court of last resort declaring the liquor 
habit or traffic a good thing for the 
individual or for society, but thousands 
of decisions agree in declaring it so 
vicious, corrupting, pauperizing, health- 
destroying that it stands in a unique 
position before the courts and the 
nation. 

“The text of democratic government 
such as ours is, whether the majority 
will sustain these fundamental princi- 
ciples which make it possible for the 
Government to endure. Under our 
form of government, if the majority 
long maintains a wrong policy, the 
Government itself will eventually fail. 
Our forefathers took a chance in deter- 
mining the form of government under 
which we live, making the supreme 
test whether the majority will rule 
rightly and successfully. 

“That test was made needlessly diffi- 
cult so long as alcohol was legalized. 
The liquor traffic was strongly in- 
trenched. It relied on the support of 
approximately 25,000,000 drinkers who 
spent about two and a half billion dol- 
lars yearly for liquor. 


Asserts Majority Fixed Policy. 


“With the rising tide of sentiment 
against intoxicating liquor, the appeal 
was made in the name of democracy 
to allow the majority of the people to 
determine whether or not they wanted 


the beverage liquor traffic in that com- 
munity. This was done. Local option 
laws were passed for wards, precincts, 
counties and other subdivisions of the 
State. Little by little sentiment grew 
as the question was discussed until 
there were 2,475 counties out of 3,043 
and 11,794 cities and municipalities out 
of 15,692 in the United States dry be- 
fore national prohibition. 

“The more the people discussed the 
question the more convinced they be- 
came that the beverage liquor traffic 
was a menace to public health and 
safety, and so the question of its pro- 
hibition was submitted in many States 
under State referendum laws or by 
States’ votes, so that twenty-five States 
were dry by a vote of the people be- 
fore national prohibition. 

“When we add to this the States 
which prohibited the bev: 
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68 per cent. of the people lived in that 


tory. 

“All of this was simply a test of these 
two sound principles of Government. 
First, that the people had the right 
to adopt this prohibition policy when- 
ever. the majority desired to do so, and 
were convinced that it was for their 
welfare; and secondly, that both. the 
Courts and the people became con- 
vinced that the beverage liquor traffic 
was such a menace to the health and 
morals of the people that it had no 
inherent right to exist. In other words, 
that the beverage liquor traffic was 
in a position of trespasser rather than 
than of an invited guest and whenever 
the majority wanted to tell it to move 
= get out and stay out, it had to 
oO so. 


Sees All Laws Defied. 


“This national progress in dealing 
with the liquor traffic in allowing the 
people to vote in local option units 
and States would have continued had 
it not been that the traffic is so un- 
mindful of the public welfare and it 
defies all laws: and tramples upon 
every rule of common decency in order 
to make larger dividends out of the 
vices and weaknesses of its victims. 
When 95 per cent. of the territory was 
dry, the liquor traffic in the small per- 
centage of wet territory was not 
willing to continue its operations only 
where it could so legally. Liquor was 
smuggled into the 95 per cent. of dry 
territory and the people there were 
denied the right to have their local and 
State laws enforced. Federal laws 
were enacted to make it unlawful to 
send liquor into dry ‘territory, but not 
only the local but the Federal statutes 
were defied and the people in the exer- 
cise of their inherent right to protect 
themselves from social evils, were 
forced to choose between two alterna- 
tives: First, to surrender to the law- 
less traffic and allow their State and 
local laws be defied, or to submit the 
question of prohibition to the entire 
nation by the legal methods provided 
in the Constitution and force the liquor 
traffic.out of the 5 per cent. of terri- 
tory still wet before the majority of 
the people in that fraction of the ter- 
ritory were fully prepared for it. 

“This represented the greatest moral 
conflict in the. history of the nation. 
It took two-thirds of both branches of 
Congress to submit the Eighteenth 
Amendment, and then the majority of 
both branches of the Legislatures of 
three-fourths of the States to ratify it. 
In other words,. one more than one- 
third of a quorum in either branch of 
Congress could have prevented the 
people from having the question sub- 
mitted to them for decision. 

“Had not public sentiment been strong 
for national prohibition it never would 
have been ratified by the Legislatures 
of 46 out of 48 States. Fewer than 200 
State Senators in 13 States could have 
prevented ratification, yet out oppo- 
nents talk about minorities putting it 
over. If so, then a wet majority can 
extract it from the Constitution. It has 
always been the right of the people to 
change their Constitution by legal 
methods, but to attempt to nullify the 
Constitution or defy it is anarchy. It 
. = attack upon the Constitution 

self. 


Declares Saloon Will Return, 


“If the wets win in this fight the sa- 
loon will return. They started with 
2 per cent. beer in Canada, now they 
have oceans of strong beer and Niag- 
aras of whisky and wine. When pro- 
hibition was halted in Quebec beer 
stock increased 1,000 per cent. in value. 
When prohibition was killed in Ontario 
beer stock went up like a sky rocket. 
The saloon is today anathematized by 
most wets, yet it was lauded as the 
safest place in which to sell and drink 
liquor only a few years ago. After 
trying out all systems the saloon was 
acclaimed the solution. Here liquor 
could be controlled, children and wo- 
men kept out—it was the poor man’s 
club. What made the saloon a nui- 
sance? It was not the bar fixtures, 
it was the beer and other intoxicants 
sold there. Now the wets want to 
legalize beer and other liquors that 
made the saloon a nuisance. A beer 
mug or a whisky jug in any other 
place would smell as sour. 

“This whole game is not to restore 
personal liberty to the masses but bil- 
lions of dollars to the brewers and 
liquor dealers who are back of the 
effort to kill prohibition. Booze never 
benefited any one but the liquor dealer 
and the nenter of liquor property. 

“I propose the following questions 
for Mr. Darrow to answer: 

“What kind of system do you pro- 
pose for the regulation and control of 
liquor instead of prohibition? 

“Tf the liquor traffic is detrimental 
to the public welfare and the purpose 
of the Government is to promote the 
general welfare, why do the courts 
uniformly sustain prohibition laws on 
the ground they promote the general 
welfare? 

“If the average man is a machine 
and is controlled by his heredity and 
his environment, why place the destiny 
of the race in the hands of those made 
more irresponsible by the use of 
liquor? 

“If non-enforcement of the LEight- 
eenth Amendment is advisable, as you 
argue, what logical objections would 
you offer to the nullification or non- 
enforcement of the rest of the Consti- 
tution?”’ 

“How can the prohibition or the de- 
creased use of liquor be detrimental 
to the public welfare? The worst that 
can be said against prohibition is that 
is does not completely prohibit, that 
there are still people who drink liquor, 
and that all of the evils are not 
eliminated. The remedy is not to open 
the liquor floodgates and drench the 
people in alcohol, but to enforce the 
laws better and urge obedience to the 
laws enacted to promote the general 
welfare instead of encouraging law- 
lessness. There will be no backward 
step on this question, self-determina- 
tionists to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The public weal is still dearer 
to the hearts of the people than the 
public bar. 

“Good results have come in spite of 
the organized resistance to the enforce- 
ment of prohibition. Public’ drunken- 
ness is rare; drink-caused crime has 
been greatly reduced; drink-caused 
poverty no longer crains millions in 
charity; alcoholism and alcoholic in- 
sanity are far below the license year 
average; drink no longer publicly 
tempts the weak but has become fur- 
tive; industrial accidents are fewer, 
the billions that once bought delirium 
tremens, crime and poverty, now pur- 
chase homes, autos, insurance, travel, 
education, wholesome entertainment, 
bonds and stocks, with self-respect and 
happiness. 

“The United States of America is 
headed: in the right direction. The 
majority who believe in prohibition will 
‘carry on.’ ”’ 


Mr. Darrow’s Rebuttal. 


Mr. Darrow then took up the rebuttal. 
He said: : 

“My friend Mr. Wheeler is a law- 
yer, general. counsel of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League. He asked me why 
Judges have sustained the prohibition 
law if it isn’t a good law. Well! 
Well! Well! 

“It isn’t for the courts to make law. 
They will sustain any law unless there 
is a direct violation of the Constitution,’ 
and I suppose Mr. Wheeler knows it. 
That the courts have said a proh 
law rape gi, wre or 
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good law than you know or I know? 
Not a thing. So: much for that. 

“‘Now. let’s see about another one. 
My friend.the Pinch Hitter, read this, 
that it is the duty of every good citi- 
zen to obey every provision of the Con- 
stitution and the law. How long do 
board suppose you would live if you 

“IT undertake to say there isn’t a 
man in the United States who does it 
or tries to.do it. Not one. I am not 
going to camouflage this. Does Mr. 
Wheeler believe it? He knows better. 
Dare he go down among the Southern 
constituents and tell them to give the 
negroes the rights that are guaranteed 
by at least three provisions? 

“I tell you this, there isn’t a man of 
the intelligence of an ordinary moron 
who doesn’t know that people believe 
in enforcing only those laws that they 
believe in. For sixty years every Fed- 
eral provision in reference to the con- 
stitutional rights of the negroes and 
every law has been notoriously vio- 
lated in every Southerfi prohibition 
State, and no prohibitionist dare raise 
his voice, and you daren’t. 


Says Negroes Can’t Get Rights. 


“Let me tell you more. They are 
vitiated in every Northern State. Is 
there a negro can get his constitutional 


rights in any Northern State? Can he 
get the best service in hotels, in res- 
taurants, in theatres? Can he get the 
right the Constitution guarantees him 
anywhere now? And yet these prohibi- 
tionists talk about a man being an 
anarchist because forsooth he does not 
believe in the enforcement of some 
laws. They know better. What has the 
Constitution got to do with this case 
anyhow? Nothing. 

“What about other laws? Any of 
you people know any laws that are 
violated? Of course, we all violate 
the prohibition law. Have you known 
anybody to. stop drinking because of 
it? I have known them to start, but 
I never have known them to stop. 
How many of yeu have ever violated 
a Sunday law? If you had any hon- 
esty and any courage and any man- 
hood, and you wanted to enjoy your- 
self on Sunday, you would go out and 
do it in spite of what some dead 
bigot said. 2 

“How many of you le' about your 
taxes? Anybody? The only prohibition- 
ist that tells the truth about his taxes 
is the man who hasn’t any property. 
Whoever heard of a man returning his 
personal property for taxation? No- 
body did it, or ever will do it, or ever 
should do it—because nobody else does. 


His View on Liberty. 


“He asked me whether, if I insist on 
my liberty to do a certain thing, what 
becomes of the liberty of the other fel- 
low who tries to make me do it? Well, 


what do you know about that! Damn 
his liberty, that’s what I say! If he 
can’t get enough run for his money by 
minding his own business without irn- 
terfering with mine, then let him get 
alone without any fun, as he probably 
will. 

“Whoever heard of the indictment 
before that has been read in this case 
against booze, as they call it? Now, I 
have attended temperance meetin;zs 
since I was 5 years old. I began in 
the same county where my friend, Mr. 
Wheeler, did, an awful dry county. 
That county made him dry, but it made 
me wet. That is the way that the 
same kind of stuff worked on two 
different machines! But I never yet 
got so wet that I’d be in favor of pass- 
ing a law compelling my friend Wayne 
Wheeler to take a drink. And I'll 
never let him pass a law that I’ll ob3y 
if I can help it telling me I can’t take 
a drink. 

“Let me tell you something about 
criminal statutes. No statute can be 
enforced unless it has a very great 
majority in its favor. You can’t get 
many men, as you will see by this 
audience, who can be browbeaten and 
coerced to do something that their con- 
sciences disapprove of. You can’t get 
men to convict other men when they 
know that the man who is on trial 
did the act without any consciousness 
of guilt. Can you? 

Law Born in Bigotry. 

“Because a few fanatics want to 
control me in my. personal habits, can 
they get a jury to convict me if they 
do exactly the same thing themselves 
or want to do it? Not so long as we 
are a free people, at least, they 
couldn’t do it while we were a free 
people. And they never will do it 
with the American people, for all this 
pettifogging because we won’t obey 
the laws. A law born in bigotry, nur- 
tured by intolerance and lies, preached 
about until people believed it, that law 
will not be obeyed by independent men. 

“We are told of a list of things that 
liquor has done. What do you know 
abgut that. It made people poor. How 
do you know? What is the matter 
with automobiles? They cost ten to 
one of liquor. What is the matter with 
tobacco—five to one. Why pick out of 
the money that a man spends the 
amount he spends for beer and say 
that this made him poor in place of 
the infinite number of things he 
spends his money for? Bunk! And 
the whole campaign waged for a hun- 
dred years has been bunk, and re- 
ligious bunk at that. 

“Is ther2 more crime now or then? 
Has crime increased or diminished 
since prohibition? Are the jails de- 
creasing in population? No. Unfor- 
tunately they are not. They are in- 
creasing. Hasn’t had a thing to do 
with it. 

‘“‘Who have been the scientists? The 
prohibitionists? Oh, no! The witch- 
burners nave been  prohibitionists. 
They did not want any fun on earth 
because it would spoil their chances 
of getting to heaven. The broad, the 
tolerant, the wise, the humane have 
let other people at least go their own 
way. I know there are a lot of fool 
people who drink too much, They 
used to be ‘soused’ in the old days, 
more of them now. I know it. I know 
a lot of dry fellows, dryer than a bone, 
who eat too much. I don’t like a 
drunkard. I don’t like the fellows who 
do too much of anything; even work. 
But if I had my choice between being 
a drunkard and a glutton I would be 
a drunkard.” 


Mr. Wheeler Answers. 


Mr. Wheeler then spoke in rebuttal 
as follows: 

“I always like to debate with Mr. 
Darrow, because he says in such a 


unique way what the wets like to hear, 
and I like to have them get the en- 
joyment out of the argument because 
in this prohibition fight that is about 
all that they are getting these days 
when the majority of the American 
people decide this question. 

‘The second thing that I want to say 
is that I agree with what your dis- 
tinguished Chief Executive said with 
reference to your duty as citizens to 
enforce law. That is a good doctrine 
for New Yorkers to follow. But the 


American people will follow the sug-| Y 


gestion of your Chief Executive with 
reference to enforcing law rather than 
our distinguished brother who comes 
from Chicago. Second, I agree with 
your Mayor when he said that prohibi- 
tion would be a good thing if we had 
it. Now, stop and think what that 
means. What is our question tonight? 
The prohibition of the beverage liquor 
traffic is detrimental to the public 
welfare.

Calis Appeal Too Late. 

“Mr, Darrow’s appeal tonight is a lit- 
tle unfortunate in ‘this respect—it 
comes pretty late.

a good deal of what is now facetiously 
proposed over in Greece, that they 
open the case over there. about the 
trial and the death of Socrates; but 
‘Soc’ has been dead 2,000 years, and 
that appeal comes so late that it is not 
going to do him any good; and he 
can’t find any court over there that 
has jurisdiction for the case. So, in 
this ihstance, there is no new evidence 
that has been presented since we ar- 
gued this case to the greatest jury 
that ever sat in judgment upon any 
case in the world—the American peo- 
ple; and they won that verdict fairly, 
and if, as my opponent says, 6,000,000 
people can prevent any change in the 
Constitution, why did he not get them 
together and keep us from putting the 
Eighteenth Amendment into the Con- 
situation of the United States? All he 
had to do was to get his one man 
out of nineteen, for, remember, 6,000,000 
is about one-nineteenth of the people 
of this country, and if that one-nine- 
teenth, according to his theory, can 
prevent the change, and they were 
notified as to their power to do it, and 
we fought it out in the districts, Con- 
gressional districts, in the Senatorial 
fights in the States, and all down 
along the line, and if he could not get 
that one out of nineteen he is coming 
in with a mighty poor claim, now that 
the majority weren’t in power in this 
country to put it over. ; 

“They were for it from the beginning 
and they dre going to fight for it by 
every honorable method until it is re- 
pealed by a legitimate majority in this 
country. 

“Let’s keep good-natured about this 
thing and if you have got the argu- 
ment you will win, but you can’t win 
by trying to say you will do things in 
violation of: the Constitution of the 
laws of our country. 


Assails the Saloon. 


“Mr. Darrow pictures a place where 
liquor is sold and: consumed in a way 
that it would make the mouth of a 
thirsty man just water, but stop and 
think what that place is. It was the 
saloon, the institution that wrecked 


the theory that he wants to bring back 
today. We tried in this country every 
method that. there was for trying to 
reduce or eliminate the evils of the 
liquor traffic. The people came to the 
conclusion that if there was any place 
where liquor could be sold safely it 
would be in a saloon. Now, what 
happens? 

“After they had tried all those and 
come to this the saloon was abolished. 
Do you know of.a wet organization 
in the United States today that is 
willing to go before the American 
people and say, ‘We are for the return 
of the saloon?’ [Shouts of ‘‘Yes’’ from 
the auditorium. ] 

“Name it! Every wet organization 
has in its literature against the return 
of the saloon, but they want wine or 
beer or something else. They are all 
against it. 


Cites Working of Law Here. 


“Let’s take your own city here. 
Your zity is under less control from 
the standpoint of the Constitution than 


most cities of the United States. Why? 
You have no State code here to help 
enforce. Right here in your city where 
you have a population that is now just 
about even with London and in Lon- 
don where they have the ideal system 
over there so that you can get liquor 
moderately and all be sober and 
happy, what happened last year? 
There were three times as many ar- 
rests for drunkenness as there were 
in New York. 

“It shows this: That when you pro- 
hibit the traffic, while you may not 
get a 100 per cent. result from it, in 
places where they do not enforce the 
law, yet you get good results just in 
proportion as the law is obeyed and 
enforced in that community. 

‘“‘Now then, my friends, I thought we 
could get to an issue on this tonight, 
a. little better by asking these ques- 
tions. We asked him to tell what 
kind of theory he had for controlling 
the liquor traffic. Did he answer it? 
No, he did not. 

“You can’t depend upon letting each 
individual be his own court as a final 
resort in determining what he is going 
to do. If there is only one man, or 
woman on earth you could do that. 
But when others come into being you 
have got to have some respect for their 
rights. He told you here that he’d 
rather die a drunkard than a glutton. 
Well, now, I’d rather not die either 
way as far as I’m concerned. Did you 
ever hear of a man eating so much pie 
or cake or anything of that kind that 
he’d go home and shoot up the family? 

“He tells us that he is against this 
authority on the part of the Govern- 
ment, interfering in any way with 
what he wants to do. I want to say 
to you that is the theory of the man 
who is defying the law and who has 
to face the courts every day for viola- 
tion of it. 


Says Majority Believe in Law. . 


“He asks us if we have a right to 
make a thing criminal—that they do 
not believe it. The majority of the 


people of the Untied States do believe 
in this law. That is the reason why 
we have got it.” 

Mr. Wheeler here took up. Mr. Dar- 
row’s argument which alleged negroes 
were unable to get their constitutional 
rights. He said many such laws passed 
in the South had been declared uncon- 
stitutional. He said he was for en- 
forcement of every part of the Consti- 
tution and that practically every per- 
son back of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment took the same stand. He asserted 
that was his theory as to the 
Eighteenth Amendment and contiued: 

‘“‘Now then about the questions that 
we tried to get Mr. Darrow to answer. 
When he came to them he did not take 
a single question that appertained to 
them. He tried to juggle some of 
them but did not take a single one 
of them and answer it fairly and 
didn’t even state the question. Take 
the last one, the non-enforcement of 
the Eighteenth Amendment is justifi- 
able because you don’t like that kind 
of a law and then by that same token 
why can’t we just wipe them all out 
and just run this country without any 
law at. all? 

“He tells us here that the personal 
liberty oT the individual is the big 
thing. Well, it is a big thing but you 
can’t have that personal liberty unless 
ou are willing to grant that the other 
individual has the same right to pro- 
tect fs personal liberty. And if you 
are going to have liberty in a coun- 
try and. the only kind we have under 
the Constitution and the kind we have 
under the Constitution is li under 
law. We stand for it; we 1 fight 
for it; and we will win in the future 
for it. 


Mr. Darrow Closes Debate. 
Mr. Darrow had ten minutes to close 
the debate, He’ said: 
“I will endeavor to answer Mr. 
Wheeler’s questions which I omitted 
before. I angpered one of them and 
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Favors Anything Else. ae 

“He asked me what I would: have 
in place of what we have.. Anything. 
I will modify this. I would have any- 
thing except prohibition. _I would { 
have Government . dispensaries, or: li- 
cense laws or many other things that 
I could think of if I wanted to give 
the time to it. The question is about 
this infernal law which has been cone or 
demned by almost all the e of 
the United States. He says if 6,000, 
people could prevent the repeal of a 
Constitutional provision, why can’t 
you prevent? Let’s see. how smart 
that is. I have observed this audience. 
There are about a half dozen people 
who applaud everything my eg 
says, and they applaud that fool . 

I will tell you why. 

The 6,000,000 are in States like Arle 
zona, Nevada, New Mexico, Geo: 
Alabama, Vermont, North 
South Ca rolina—dry and nothing but 
dry. We can’t get them and won't 
try. There are more people in New 
York State than the whole bunch that 
could prevent the repeal of this 
amendment. Let me give you. another 
answer to it and see what you think 
of it. If the people have any 
to pass this rotten legislation, ey 
should have the right to repeal it, 
People change their minds, where they 
have any, and where they haven't 
they change them more frequently. I 
have seen towns go wet one year and 
dry. the next.. I have seen Canada 
go all dry and now practically all wet. 

I have seen the change in the United | 
States until the people who believe in 
that accursed legislation have one 
thing and one thing only to rely upon,. 
and that is they can find 6,000,000°. 
people to prevent the repeal of the 
Constitution and can cajole the people 
of the United States into the idea that 
they must have prohibition. That is 
what they are up against today. 


Change in Public Opinion. 


“Is there any reader of current hise 
tory, is there any man who knows any- 
thing about the feelings of the people 
of the United States, who doesn’t 
know there has been an enormous 
change in public opinion since that pro- 
hibition law has been tried? It hag 
made hypocrites, perjurers, 
takers, informers, and it appeals +o 
everything that is the lowest. in-man, 
It is the accursed thing in every human 


relation, and to say that this country, 
strong and great, cannot get rid of it 
because of the constitutional amend- 
ment, where 6,000,000 people keep it on 
the books, is to say we are a nation 
of blooming idiots and weaklings. 

“T am _ surprised at my _ friend’s 
quibble over the negro amendment. 
Just think of it. When a man is @ 
prohibitionist, there isn’t another ques- 
tion under heaven except wet and dry. 
Everybody knows there hasn't been a 
minute since the slavery amendments 
have been passed that they haven't 
been violated in every State of the 
South and some of the States of the 
North, yet when they get a-pro 
bitionist to condemn it it is all right, 
They are dry and that will give them 
a medal on earth and wings in heaven. 
I wish they would go and take them! 


Had Debated Each Other Before. 


Messrs. Darrow and Wheeler debated 
prohibition over the radio in Chicago 
on March 28, 1926. A decision in. that 
case was based upon votes received 
by telegram from radio listeners over 
a wide area. Nine out of ten votes re- 
ceived in this manner were for Mr, 
Darrow, but he suggested himself that 


it was hardly a fair way to reach @ 
decision, ‘ 

Both of last night’s speakers have 
had considerable experience in formal 
debate, as well as in the general dis- 
cussion of public questions, The rep- 
resentative of the Anti-Saloon League 
debated over the radio recently with 
Assemblyman Louis Cuvillier on a pro- 
posal to hold a national convention to 
revise the Federal Constitution, which 
the drys oppose.

HOLDS DR. WILLIAMS 
WAS SLAIN IN ERROR 


Nanking Professor Believes a 
Chinese Raised Pistol to Scare 
Him and Fired Too Soon. 


TELLS OF HIS OWN ESCAPE 


Dr. Robson, First Eyewitness to 
Come Here, Declares Nationalists 
Did Not Approve of Outrages. 


Eyewitnesses of the shooting of the 
Rev. Dr. John E. Williams during the 
looting by soldiers in Nanking on 
March 24 are convinced that ‘‘some 
element of accident’? may have been 
responsible for his death, according to 
Professor Horace G. Robson who at 
the time was at Nanking University, 
of which Dr. Williams was Vice Presi- 
dent. Dr. Robson arrived here yester- 
day to report to the universities’ trus- 
tees, having been sent by. President 
Arthur J. Bowen, who witnessed the 
shooting. 

“TI know absolutely from eyewit- 
nesses that Dr. Williams had no weap- 
ons,” he said. ‘‘He picked up no club 
or stick. He was shot when he started 
to joke with the Chinese looter who 
was removing his watch chain. 

“I think there was an element of 
accident in the shooting, not only on 
the authority of eyewitnesses but in 
view of my own experiences that day. 
It was the habit of the soldiers to fire 
over the heads of foreigners to 
frighten them. They fired shots re- 
peatedly from close range past our 
ears until they were satisfied as to 
our state of intimidation. 

“The belief is that when Dr. Wil- 
liams asked, ‘You don’t want that 
trifle, do you?’ the soldier raised his 
pistol to scare him with a shot over 
the head, but pulled the trigger too 
soon. It was impossible for the au- 
thorities to verify this, for they had 
no way of checking up.” 


Declares Civilians ‘Best Friends.”’ 


Dr. Robson characterized as ‘‘ab- 
surd”’ assertions that the shelling of 
Nanking had killed 7,000 non-comba- 
tent Chinese. 

“Had that happened the foreigners 
would never have escaped from the 
city alive,’ he declared. 

Dr. Robson held it important that the 
American public should be informed 
that ‘‘Chinese civilians were our best 
friends.’’ His own eperiences were con- 
clusive proof of the contention, he said. 
He is the first eyewitness of the Nan- 
king affair to arrive here. Describing 
what happened he said: 

“About 7:30 A. M. of March 24 my 
servants told me that. Southern sol- 
diers were looting and killing foreign- 
ers and urged me to do something to 
save my life. I insisted at first that 
they must be mistaken, as Southern 
troops would commit no such outrages. 

“I was standing on the veranda at 
the back of the house a few minutes 
later when two soldiers clambered over 
the back wall into the compound. They 
fired shcts into the air as they ap- 
proached. Then they aimed their 
weapons at me. 

“I threw up my hands. They asked 
what country I came from. I told 
them America. They proceeded to re- 
move my wife’s wrist watch which I 
happened to be wearing. Then they 
emptied my pockets. They marched 
me into the house and ordered me to 
unlock and open all cupboards and 
trunks. I complied. 


Chinese Offered Him a Coat. 


“Two more had joined the first two. 
They went upstairs and helped them- 
selves to what they wanted while I 
looked on. In the meantime a crowd 
of Chinese had gathered at the gate. 
The soldiers took me out into the yard. 
The leader waited for his men to leave 
and told the crowd at the gate to stay 
out. Then he left. 

“One of the spectators, a Chinese, 
offered me his coat. He had seen the 
soldiers make off with most of my 
clothes and did not want me to be 
cold. 

“Twenty minutes later a second 
group arrived. Their first demand 
was for money. I told them to come 
upstairs. There I pointed to the open 
trunks and told them to help them- 
selves. They picked out what took 
their fancy, but were not satisfied. 
The three of them levelled their guns 
at my stomach. . 

***We shall have some money or it 
is all over with you,’ the leader told 
me in Chinese. 

“I led them downstairs, found a tin 
can in which I had hidden $65 that 
morning and handed it over. They 
were content and left. But before 
leaving one of the group struck me in 
the face. The leader reprimanded him. 

“My servants told me I would surely 
be killed if I stayed any longer. They 
insisted that I accompany them to 
their home, and outfitted me in Chi- 
nese clothing. They helped me out 
over the back wall and took me into 
the heart of a Chinese family, where 
I was treated like a favorite son until 
I joined other foreigners and fled the 
city.’’ 

Says Student Saved His Life. 

Professor Robson also issued a state- 
ment which reads, in part, as follows: 

“It should be made perfectly clear 
that the Nationalist Army as a whole 
did not approve of what was done in 
Nanking, but that the looting and mal- 
treatment of foreigners was due to the 
extreme radical wing of the Nationalist 
forces. 


“A significant fact connected with 
the events in Nanking was the friend- 
ship shown the foreign population by 
the Chinese people on numerous occa- 
sions during the day of the looting. 
Chinese staff and students of the uni- 
versity and others did their best to 
protect the foreigners from the mad- 
ness of the soldiers, even though it im- 
periled their own lives. 

*"When I was believed to be a White 
Russian soldier trying to escape in 
Chinese disguise and the soldiers in- 
sisted upon shooting me, a student in 
the university saved my life by step- 
ping in between me and the guns, #.y- 
ing, ‘If you must shoot some one, shoot 
me.’ 


Tells of “Bombardment.” 


“From reports, it seems as though 
the so-called bombardment of Nanking 
has been grossly misrepresented. In 
the first place, the bombardment, so 
far as the American navy was con- 
cerned, consisted of a barrage placed 
around the Standard Oil residence in 
which Consul. Davis and forty-odd 
and Seciaae over to the fa heen 
in area which was not occupied by 

ese dwellings. 
¥ is barrage made possible the es- 
cape of this party over the wall. Some 
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other shells were dropped near the 
British Consulate, according to reports 
which came to me, but from careful 
Questioning of a large number of Chi- 
mese on the day following the bom- 
bardment and of Chinese friends who 
came to Shanghai several days after 
the bombardment, I did not find a sin- 
gle instance where any one was clear 
in his own mind that a single civilian 
had been killed by the firing of the 
foreign gunboats.” 


Widow Sees Possible Good in Death. 


HONOLULU, April 23.—A belief that 
the Rev. Dr, William might not 
have died in vain was expressed by 
his widow, who has arrived here en 
route to the United States. 

She viewed the slaying as the possi- 
ble eventual salvation of China, de- 
claring that it awoke the Nationalists 
to a realization of the danger of the 
Communist element in their ranks and 
brought to a head the issue between 
the moderate and the extreme branches 
of the party. She praised the conduct 
of Consul Davis during the Nanking 
disorders. 

Mrs. Williams plans to make her 
home in New York and expects never 
to return to China. 


PICTURES THE WOES 
OF LABOR IN CHINA 


Nationalist Writer Tells of the 
Wretched Conditions Seen in 
Facteries of Hankow. 


Through its New York representative 
the Nationalist News Agency at Han- 
kow, which sends out news for the 
Chinese Nationalists, makes public an 
article by Donald Ross, depicting some 
features of the industrial situation in 
China, especially in connection with 
mills and factories, many of these for- 
eign-owned. He paints a sombre pic- 
ture of conditions. 

In writing from Hankow, Mr. Ross 
says in part: 

“The lives of the workingmen of 
China are the best explanation of the 
‘labor unrest.’ It is true industries 
must not be strangled, but it is true 
also that without strangulation most 


of the industries of China could be 
reorganized in such a way that chil- 
dren of 7 and 8 years would not work 
for twelve hours a day in dark fac- 
tories for a few paltry cents, and that 
tired, worn women would not sit all 
day over steaming tables in silk fac- 
tories, while their babies cry from dis- 
comfort and hunger, or mercifully 
sleep, in baskets of rags under the 
machines. 

“This afternoon the writer was 
guided rapidly through four mills. My 
impression at the end of it is that the 
industry of China is built up of the 
energy of pale-faced women and wist- 
ful-faced children. 

“It is children and women, as well 
as men, who labor in China. Laws 
long since considered necessary for 
humanity’s sake in the West have not 
yet been passed in China. In other 
countries labor has fought for special 
laws for women. Other countries have 
fought against child labor. In China 
the time has not yet come when it is 
legally conceded that these things are 
crimes, and factories, belonging to 
both foreigners and Chinese, work 
their laborers twelve long hours and 
often more. 

‘“‘What in wages does this long day 
mean to the laborers? In a British- 
owned press packing plant I visit to- 
day, where hundreds of women and 
children work sitting on stone floors, 
loosening cotton from cotton bales, 
breathing air so thick with cotton dust 
that the room seems in a perpetual 
fog, the average wage per day is 20 
coppers. 

‘“‘There is one room where there are 

more skilled laborers who work around 
the packing machine. One man in this 
room crouches down at intervals be- 
fore one of the metal arms of a huge 
wheel, and straining every muscle, 
jars the wheel from a dead stop, and 
pushes it into place under the ma- 
chine. Other men take care of other 
phases of the binding of the packages. 
Men in this room are the plutocrats of 
the factory. They get 130 coppers a 
day. 
‘‘There is no provision for care of the 
laborers on the premises. There are 
no holidays with pay. If they take 
Sunday off, they lose a day’s pay. If 
they take two hours off, they lose a 
fraction of the day. 

“There were children in this factory, 
swarms of them, sitting on the floor, 
sorting out the cotton. These children 
spend the day in rooms filled with cot- 
ton dust. They do not have time out 
for their meals. And they get 20 cop- 
pers a day, or less. 

“I saw three other mills. The worst 
was a Chinese silk mill. It was a 
horror. Babies huddled in baskets un- 
der the machines. Women and girls 
were in long lines in a badly lighted, 
badly ventilated room, with their 
hands in steaming water in which the 
cocoons are soaking. The air was 
thick with moisture and the smells 
bad. Everywhere were babies, and 
tiny children, too young to work. 

“For the workers in this wretched 
factory, the coming of the Nationalist 
Government has meant a little relief. 
They received 20 per cent, increase in 
wage, and a day’s holiday in each 
week. The wages now are 60 coppers 
a day for children and 35 cents a day 
for women. So these women now get 
about $10 a month for feeding spindles 
twelve hours daily from the water- 
soaked cocoons, Any one who lives in 
Hankow knows what $10 a month 
means—the poorest food, clothes little 
better than rags, a hovel to live in. 

“The other factories we visited were 
weaving factories, one Japanese and 
the other Chinese. The Japanese fac- 
tory was a model factory for Hankow. 
The rooms were light and the ceilings 
high. Wages are a little better here— 
40 cents a day, or $12 a month. But 
here, too, most of the workers were 
women and children and the day was 
twelve hours. - 

‘The Chinese mill was poorly fi- 
nanced. Rooms here were dark, poorly 
ventilated. Hours are long. Work is 
hard and nerve-wracking, and the pay 
is only 35 cents a day. 

“Four factories in an afternoon 
meant only the most hasty inspection. 
There was no time to stop and talk 
with workmen to find out what is 
back of tired faces, no chance to chat 
a little and find more about the lives 
to which these people return after 
twelve hours of labor. These are mar- 
ried women who have homes that must 
be cared for at night. These women 
do not have. nurses to take care of 
their children while they go out to 
their jobs. They go home to cook rice 
and a few vegetables for their fami- 
lies and so to bed in the midst of 
squalor, only to get up at 5 o’clock the 
next morning, hu through early 
morning duties and on hand when 
the whistle blows and the sun rises 


at 6. 
“This is factory life in Hankow.”

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THINKS CONFERENCE 
ON CHINA ESSENTIAL 


M. Sauerwein Says Meeting at 
Shanghai Might Bring 
Realignment. 


SEES COMMUNISTS FAILING 


He Finds the Moderate Nationalist 
Leaders Acting to End Soviet 
a Experiments.

SHANGHAI, March 24, via Paris, 
April 23.—Things are beginning to look 
better in the city. General Pao Tsung- 
chi has promised to re-establish order 
and disarm all who had obtained weap- 
ons. The task is difficult, but he prom- 


ises that he will succeed. Chinese will 
assist foreign patrols at the gates of 
the international concession to prevent 
the intrusion of dangerous elements. 

A question now being asked is the 
following one: 

General Chang Kai-shek is said to 
have joined issue with the Northern 
leaders. They desire to establish a 
truly national program, excluding all 
social revolution and stopping all So- 
vietic experiments. This will not be 
easy. The Bolsheviki are very influ- 
ential in the workers’ organizations. 
Nothing has been easier in China than 
to establish powerful trades unions 
able to decree a general strike. The 
Chinese workers have always possessed 
corporations with a highly developed 
spirit of unity. If they did not act in 
unison with their comrades, they 
would not only risk position but life 
itself. A few days ago a postal em- 
ploye who continued to work despite 
orders to the contrary was murdered 
in his bed by his servants. 

In order to foresee the final outcome 
it is necessary first to accept this ob- 
vious truth. In accordance with Sun 
Yat-sen’s program, everybody is agreed 
that there must be no further unequal 
treaties, extraterritoriality or foreign 
concessions administered like colonies. 
This program—exactly similar to that 
which Ismet Pasha submitted at Lau- 
sanne—can be discussed just as the 
powers discussed it with the Turks, 
who were only 7,000,000 and had been 
defeated in the great war. The powers 
cannot well do -*.ything but discuss it 
with the Chinese, who number 400,000,- 
000 and, with whom the powers desire 
to maintain commercial relations rep- 
resenting vast interests. But if there 
is Sovietism here; if the interests of 
the powers are menaced; if China 
unites with Russia to form a huge 
coalition of republics after the Musco- 
vite model, it would become necessary 
to adopt another standpoint, and the 
history of the world would enter upon 
a new phase. 


Red China Would Upset the World. 


There is no single power that would 
not be menaced by the constitution of 
a bloc of this nature. Such a bloc 
would rapidly become the hearth of 
propaganda for the whole of Asia, 
with repercussions in other continents. 
Strikes, labor crises, social movements 
would follow through the whole uni- 
verse. That is the stake in the pres- 
ent game at Shanghai, which is the 
real industrial capital of China, Peking 
being out of the running today. 

* * * T have received a visit from 
Miss Soume Cheng. Her visiting card 
tells me that she is a doctor of law, 
attorney, officer of public instruction 
and decorated with the Chinese Order 
of Literary Merit. Miss Soume Cheng, 
who has many friends in Paris and 
speaks fluent French, fills an impor- 
tant function in Shanghai. The South- 
ern Government nominated her to be 
President of the High Court of Justice. 
The ceremony of her entry into office 
went off without incident, according to 
the protocol. 

Asked her o,inion concerning the 
future of the city, she expressed 
the fullest confidence in the tri- 
umph of the moderates. She said 
that what the Chinese desired were 
better labor conditions and the estab- 
lishment of a republic recognized and 
treated on an absolutely equal foot- 
ing by other countries. General Chang 
Kai-shek was a really first-class 
leader and had the situation well in 
hand. 

She assured me that she 
not seen any Russians among her 
party. But it was evident that the 
Russian Bolsheviki were attempting to 
gain control of the movement for their 
own profit and it was necessary to 
combat them seriously. The Chinese 
was as far removed as possible from 
communistic ideas. A hard worker, 
thrifty and desirous of growing t1rich, 
he was not likely to be seduced by the 
formulae of Moscow. * * * 

The short time I have been in 
China has sufficed to make me regard 
the authority of Chinese Generals 
with skepticism. Who, for instance, 
would so easily come to terms with his 
adversaries? It is not at all sure that 
General Chang Kai-shek will possess 
the strength to resist the popularist 
movement unless he receives the sup- 
port of the foreign powers. But these 
powers do not seem to recognize the 
gravity of events. While there is yet 
time, the foreign experts on China 
should foregather and examine meas- 
ures to modify the present régime. It 
is not a question of giving way to 
force, but a question of giving confi- 
dence to the elements in China which 
desire a state of order conforming to 
the laws governing Western society. 


Shanghai Conference Urged. 


Why shouldn’t the experts meet in 
Shanghai itself, asking the various 
parties to suspend the strife in this 
region while the conference is pro- 


ceeding? It is evident that it will be 
impossible to carry on indefinitely by 
the present system, under which 
Shanghai has been turned into a 
fortress garrisoned by 20,000 troops 
under the protection of the guns of 
forty warships and surrounded by a 
police cordon separating the conces- 
sions from the rest of Chinese terri- 
tory. That system must finally defeat 
its Own end, which is to maintain ac- 
tive commercial ‘relations with China, 
A heavy depression now weighs upon 
the city. Already many firms have 
been declared bankrupt. 

I have visited the Soviet Consulate, 
where I was received with courtesy. 
Naturally, I was told that the Soviet 
Government had no connection with 
the present troubles. But only yester- 
day was not $300,000 paid out by the 
bank which handles Russian commer- 
¢ial ahd political business? 

When examining this situation one 
cannot help but gain the impression 
that the greatest confusion exists be- 
tween the views of the powers, and 


had 


that very small effort is being made to| wi 


comprehend truly what is happening 
in China in order to. adopt a coordi- 
nated, efficacious policy. It is to be 
hoped that in the days to come the 
Huropean powers,’ Japan and the 
United States, without renouncing the 
measures of precaution now evidently 
indispensable, will considera joint line 
of action. If they do not, they will be 





lacking in the most elementary duty 
of prudence,

to Sun Yat-sen, Has Been Killed. 

EDMONTON, Alberta, April 23 ().— 
Morris A. Cohen, who left Edmonton 
two years ago to act as aide to the late 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, Cantonese leader, is 
reported to have been executed in 
China. Letters to that effect have been 
received from travelers in the Orient. 

Mr, Cohen, who was born in Eng- 
Jand, had been interested in China for 
years. He founded the Chinese Na- 
tional League in this ba d in 1911. Af- 
terward he was appointed English 
Secretary for the league in Canada, 
which post he held until he went over- 
seas with the Canadian Army in the 
World War. 

He formerly lived in Eastern Canada 
and in Winnipeg. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 23 (?).—Mrs. 
Morris Slichter, widow of the Toronto 
missionary killed in Yunan Province, 
China, is at Shihtsung, wounded, offi- 
cial advices to the Canadian Govern- 
ment said today. 

Miss Mary I. Craig, the Philadelphia 
nurse who was with the Slichter fam- 
ily and who was kidnapped by bandits 
with others of the party, is still miss- 
ing. 


MISSIONARIES WON’T LEAVE. 


Twenty-nine Refuse to Quit Sze- 
chuen, Shanghai Hears. 
SHANGHAI, April 23 (4).—Advices 
today from Hankow were to the effect 
that twenty-nine missionaries in Sze- 
chuen had refused to evacuate. Con- 
sular records showed twenty of them 

resided in Chengtu. 

The missionaries recently sent an 
identic note to the State Department 
at Washington in which they advo- 
cated revision of “unequal treaties,’’ 
the United States acting alone, if nec- 
essary, and a declaration that foreign 
military and naval. demonstrations in 
China are “aggravating and unjusti- 
fiable.”” They asked that these forces 
be withdrawn. 


SAY SCHOOLS ARE AT WORK. 


Reports to Episcopal Church Here 
Add Chinese Conduct Services. 
Many American missionary schools 

in China are still operating, although 
some missionaries and others are re- 
turning to this country, according to 
word received and made public yester- 
day at the headquarters of the Epis- 
copal Church, 281 Fifth Avenue. The 
future was characterized as very un- 
certain. 

Two Episcopal hospitals were operat- 
ing in Shanghai, it was said, and hos- 
pitals at Wusih and Zangzok were to 
reopen next January. Two schools re- 
main open in Shanghai. Others are 
closed ‘“‘until September, 1928.’’ 

Chinese clergy were said to be con- 
ducting services in districts vacated by 
foreigners. Hankow’s situation as to 
schools and hospitals was reported sim- 
ilar to that of Shanghai. 

At Nanking many schools were listed 
as still operating, and Chinese clergy- 
—_ were said to be conducting wor- 
ship. 

The following church workers were 
listed as remaining in Hankow: The 
Rev. Nelson Gifford, the Rev. and 
Mrs. C. L. Pickens and Miss Mary 
Dawson. Miss A. B. Mundelein and 
Deaconess Ridgely will sail for home 
early in May. 

From Nanking came word that those 
leaving for the United States were the 
Rev. F. E. Lund and family, the Rev.

HANDS OFF CHINA? 
_-AMAY DAY SLOGAN 


Socialist International Asks 
Labor to Demand Withdrawal 
of Foreign Troops. 


WELCOMES CHINESE RISING 


Manifesto Also Denounces Holding 
of Political Prisoners In Europe 
and Urges Amnesty. 


Organized labor the world over .is 
urged to make a demand for the im- 
mediate withdrawal of foreign troops 
and warships from China the feature 
of its observance of International 
Labor Day next Sunday in the May 
Day manifesto issued by the Bureau 
of the Socialist and Labor Interna- 
tional. This manifesto, which was 
worked out at a meeting of the bu- 
reau held in Paris on April 4 under 
the chairmanship of Frederick Adler, 


Secretary of the International, begins 
as follows: 

“To the Workers of All Countries: 

“In a time of great historical events, 
filled with oppressing troubles and 
threatening dangers, the international 
proletariat is preparing for labor’s 
holiday, 

“In the foreground of the happen- 
ings of world politics stands the awak- 
ening of the Chinese people, its mighty 
struggle for the right of complete self- 
determination. This struggle fills with 
hopes of freedom the souls of the op- 
pressed peoples of all colors and races 
and shows the imperialists of all coun- 
tries that the epoch of colonial ex- 
ploitation is coming to an end, 

““*What is happening in China is 
the beginning of the great mutiny of 
of the last great reserve army of cap- 
italism, and therefore, comrades, what 
happens there is very much our own 
affair and consequently we want to 


send our greetings to the workers over 
there!’ 


Calls Workers United on China. 


‘With a correct intuition of coming 
events, the statement given above was 
made two years ago at the Marseilles 
Congress of the Socialist and Labor 
International to the accompaniment 
of stormy applause by the whole con- 
vention. Today it is the common opin- 
ion of the working class of the whole 
world. No matter how much division 


there may be in the ranks of the pro- 
letariat about the best way to free- 
dom, there is absolute unity in sym- 
pathy and solidarity with the national 
movement for liberty in China, 

“A third of the globe lies between 
London and Shanghai. We cannot lend 
any direct aid to the revolution in the 
forefront of which the Chinese prole- 
tarians are fighting. But we can sup- 
port them by our action in the homes 
of the imperialist exploiters. They dis- 
pose of the powers of the State; for 
them the road to China is open; they 
still hope to preserve the shameful dis- 
grace of their ‘concessions’ and ‘extra- 
Lo ana privileges’ with powder and 
ead, 

“And, therefore, on this 1st of May, 
we demonstrate again for the immedi- 
ate recall of the foreign troops and 
warships from China!” 

The rest of the May Day manifesto 
is devoted to urging the workers and 
their political representatives to do 
their best to avert the threat of war 
in the Balkans; to denouncing the con- 
tinued imprisonment of political of- 
fenders in a great part of Europe, in- 
cluding Russia; to demanding amnesty 
and the restoration of political liberty 
and to calling for the ratification by 
the principal European Governments 
of the Eight-Hour Day Convention of 


the International Labor Organization 
of the League of Nations. 
World-Wide Observance Effected. 


All of these objectives will be sup- 
ported by the speakers at the big 
May Day meetings that will be held in 
practically every country in Europe, 
except those where Fascist or near- 
Fascist régimes obtain, and in some 
countries of Asia, Africa and America. 

The official May Day pronouncement 
issued by the Amsterdam Bureau of 
the International Federation of Trade 
Unions to its some 15,300,000 members 
is about the same as the Socialist In- 
ternational’s manifesto. Many of the 
labor leaders of Europe rank high in 
both Internationals. 

At a joint meeting of the bureaus of 
the two Internationals held in Paris 
on April 8 resolutions were adopted 
urging the labor members of the va- 
rious Buropean Parliaments to work 
for the abandonment of all special 
privileges in China and for the with- 
drawal of armed forces from Chinese 
territory. The trade union members 
were also reminded of the necessity of 
continuing their agitation against fur- 
ther intervention by the powers in 
China. The members of Parliament 
were advised to refuse to vote for 


credits to carry on military operations 
in China, 


Other resolutions demanded the call- 
ing of a special meeting of the Council 
of the League of Nations to consider 
the Italo-Albanian-Yugoslav problem 
and insisted upon the barring of any 
protectorates in Albania. 


SAYS CHINESE TRADERS 
ARE FLEEING HANKOW 


Our Consal Tells Washington 
Sealing of Banks Has Helped 


to Paralyze Business. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Foreign- 
ers at Hankow have been appealed to 
by Eugene Chen, the Cantonese For- 
eign Minister, to aid in stabilizing busi- 
ness and financial conditions made 
stagnant through the sealing of the 
Chinese banks and the placing of an 
embargo on silver by the Nationalists. 

Conditions at Hankow and at Swa- 
tow, which is on the coast, were re- 
ported to the State Department today 
in dispatches which were paraphrased 
and made public as follows: 

“The American Consul General at 
Hankow, Frank P. Lockhart, has in- 
formed the department, under date of 
April 21 that with the exception of 
a few small, isolated cases, financial 
and business transactions have been 
completely paralyzed following the 
sealing of the specie vaults of the 
Chinese banks on April 18 by the Na- 
tionalist authorities and the absolute 
embargo on silver. 

“Consul General Lockhart reports 
further that Chinese business men are 
leaving Hankow in large numbers and 
as quickly as possible. He also re- 
ports that it is very difficult to remit 
money to Shanghai. Several local 
American business firms have stopped 
doing business for the present. 

*‘Consul General Lockhart states fur- 
ther that Eugene Chen has appealed 
to foreigners for their help in stabi- 
lizing the business and financial con- 
ditions. Chen has also announced that 
the Nationalist Government will not 
assume any responsibility for losses 
or damages sustained to the buildings 
or property abandoned by foreigners 
evacuating Hankow. 

“The American Consul at Swatow, 
Culver B. Chamberlain, has informed 
the department under date of April 
22 that despite minor disorders in cer- 
tain localities in the interior, condi- 
tions at Swatow remain quiet. The 
Conservative Party is in control. 

*‘Consul Chamberlain states that, in 
addition to the American destroyer at 
Swatow, there are four Japanese de- 
stroyers and three British warships 
there.”

American Warship in Duel. 


The American destroyer Paul Jones 
was fired on fifteen miles above Nan- 
king yesterday. She returned the fire 
with machine guns. The British flotilla 
leader, Keppel, was heavily fired on 
yesterday from a mud fort near Nan- 
king. She turned about and, assisted 
by the destroyer Wolsey, bombarded 
the area, damaging it considerably. 

By agreement between the command- 
ing Admirals, American and British 
naval vessels are constantly cooperat- 
ing in convoying merchantmen of both 
nationalities. A group of eleven ves- 
sels, small and large, arrived the other 
day from Yangtse River points con- 
voyed by one American gunboat. 

American shipping on the Yangtse, 
with the exception of a few Standard 
Oil boats, has now practically ceased 
and the vessels are tied up here. Chi- 
nese merchantmen, fearing that they 
will be commandeered, are also not 
venturing up the river. 

Since last August seldom a week 
has passed ‘without an attack on 
American or British vessels, but there 
have been almost no casualties. Since 
August there have been altogether 
twenty-three incidents in which Amer- 
ican naval vessels have been involved. 
Probably more than fifty-four Ameri- 
can merchantmen and naval vessels 
have participated twenty or more 
times in the defense of American and 
British merchantmen. 


Variety of Weapons Used. 


The firing several times has been by 
cannon and several times by machine 
guns but most frequently by rifles. 
Vessels have often been hit, but the 
snipers’ miserable marksmanship has 
saved both passengers and sailors with 
few exceptions. The British have had 
more and more severe incidents. 

Among American vessels the Pres- 
ton has retaliated six times, the Preble 
five, the Ford four, the Pigeon three, 
the Noa two, the Cincinnati two and 
the Sacramento, Hl Cano, Stewart, 
Pope, Palos and Paul Jones once each. 
The Nanking barrage was the most 
serious affair.

Possible Sanctions Discussed. 

The United States has fifty-four 
naval vessels in Chinese waters. There 
are eight at Hankow, namely, the Isa- 
bell, Cincinnati, Noa, Preble, Pruit, 
Monocacy, Pidgeon and Villa Lobos. 
The Perry is proceeding thither with 
provisions and supplies. 

Admirals and Consuls have been con- 
sulting here regarding the action to be 
taken if Eugene Chen, the Foreign 
Minister at Hankow, does not reply 
satisfactorily to the expected five- 
power note. Chinese officials here tell 
foreigners that the Chinese people will 
resent action by the powers and will 
be inflamed to further hostility. But 
many foreigners believe that the ac-

“British sailors, you are here to fight 
unarmed people, inspired by ideals of 
democracy and independence,’’ the 
poster read.

Peking Reveals ‘‘Red’’ Documents. 


PEKING, April 23 @).—The Govern- 
ment today made public another docu- 
ment alleged to have been seized in 
the recent raids on buildings in the 
Soviet compound. It purports to show 
that Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s one-time 
subordinate in Manchuria, the late 
General Kuo Sung-ling, received $400,- 
000 from Soviet sources for his revolt 
against his chief in 1925 and a promise 
of a like sum when Chang Tso-lin was 
eliminated. 

Among other documents said to have 
been found were letters alleged to 
have been sent by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to Miclael Borodin, the Rus- 
sian citizen who has been acting as 
adviser to the Cantonese Government 
at Hankow. 

One letter, it was asserted, showed 
that Chiang Kai-shek’s expedition 
against the Northern Government had 
been under Soviet control since it 
started last year. 

Another letter purported to show that 
the Soviet Government last November 
paid $110,000 in gold to the Nationalist 
Government and proposed that $300,000 
should be paid monthly until the con- 
clusion of hostilities.

Made Important Experiments 
as Member of the Bell 
Laboratories’ Staff. 


WROTE MUCH ABOUT SOUND 


An Authority on the Scientific 
Aspects of Speech and Analyzes 
of its Mechanism. 


Irving Bardshar Crandall, a member 
of the technical staff of the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories and an authority 
on the telephonic transmission of 
speech and methods of recording it, 
died yesterday at the age of 36 in his 
apartment. at 123 West Ninety-third 
Street. Funeral services will be held 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon in St. 
Agnes’s Chapel, 121 West Ninety-first 
Street. 

Dr. Crandall was born in Chattan- 
ooga, Tenn., on May 27, 1890. He was 
graduated from the University of Wis- 
consin in 1909 with the degree of Bach- 
elor of Arts and later studied at 
Princeton, where he received the de- 
gree of Master of Arts.

John F. O’Brien, President of the 
Plattsburgh National Bank and Trust

Gross Earnings Rose $100,000,000, 
Due Largely to Acquisition 
of Standard Power. 


The publi¢ utility industry will prob- 
ably soon have two billion-dollar com- 
panies in its field, judging by the an- 
nual report of the Standard Gas and 
Electric Company. The report showed 
that the company and its subsidiaries 
had total assets of $973,859,382 on Dec. 
31, or almost $1,000,000,000, thus placing 
it at the head of power and light com- 
paniés in point of assets and second 
only to the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in the entire util- 
ity field. The total for 1925 ‘was 
$909,565,200. 

Gross earnings of the Standard Gas 
system were $166,453,374 in 1926, against 
$66,917,200 in 1925. The increase re- 
sulted largely from the inclusion for 
the first time of the Standard Power 
and Light Corporation’s earnings in 
the report. Full control of this cor- 
poration was acquired by Standard 
Gas and Electric between the times of 
issuance of the 1925 and 1926 reports. 
Standard Power controls important 
Pittsburgh utilities and has a substan- 
tial interest in a San Francisco utility. 
Standard Power subsidiaries’ gross 
earnings were $71,902,486 in 1926 and 
their assets totaled $356,174,771.

LIFE INSURANCE SALES RISE 


Gain is Made in March in the Mid- 
die Atlantic States. 


A March gain was shown in the 
sales of ordinary life insurance in the 
Middle Atlantic States over the corre- 
sponding month of last year, according 
to the Life Insurance Sales Research 
Bureau, a cooperative association 
maintained by 113 life insurance com- 
panies in the United States and 
Canada. March sales in this section, 
comprising New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, totaled $295,287,000, an 
increase of 14 per cent. over March, 
1926. This is the highest gain made in 
any section of the country. The 
Middle Atlantic States also lead the 
country in their year-to-date gain of 
11 per cent.’ and their twelvemonth 
gain of 6 per cent. 

New York showed the _ greatest 
monthly increase in this section, its 
gain being 16 per cent. In the first 
quarter of 1927 New York showed an 
increase of 11 per cent.

that the people of Washington Heights 
realize that their 40,000 boys and girls 
must have a place for recreation other 
than the. street::. The completion of 
the Broadway Temple will mean that 
these children w:'1 have a great swim- 

pool, a moe :=rn gymnasium, bowl- 
ing alleys and.recreation halls. As 
matters stand today there is no Y. M.

FILM OF ‘LA GARCONNE’

After Ban in Turkey, Marguerite 
Defends His Work Before 
Belgrade and Athens Critics.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 7.—With 
a cinema palace on every street corner 
and a mixed audience in which the 
newly emancipated matron and maid 
preponderate now that the veil is a 
Shing of the past, Constantinople is in- 
Serested in the action of the Yugoslav 
Government in _ effecting drastic 
changes in the movie scenario of Vic- 
tor Marguerite’s much discussed novel 
‘“‘La Garcgonne”’ before allowing its 

production at Belgrade. 

The film of the novel, which aroused 
the French Academy when it first ap- 
peared, was tried out in Constantinople 
soon after Turkish women officially re- 
linquished the veil and began to ap-- 
pear in public without escorts. The 
production was thought to be propi- 
tious, coming as it did, when the Turk- 
ish young woman was formulating 
ideas as to how she might enjoy her 
new privileges. 

But, while there is no censorship 
board in Constantinople, the police, 
after attending its premier, promptly 
closed the production, Nor did M. Mar- 
guerite have the opportunity to defend 
his work in person, as he is now doing 
at Belgrade, where he was invited by 
the Young Serb Literary Society to ex- 
press his views. of the official reception 
of his work. M. Marguerite’s: state- 
ment that his work “La mne” is 
a strictly moral tract for e times 
was applauded by the Young Serbs of 
Belgrade’s Greenwich Village. 

M. Marguerite is now going to Athens 
for the first performance of the film 
in Greece, and, in anticipation of 
similar action such as demanded dras- 
tic editing at Constantinople and at 
Belgrade, the young ‘highbrows’ of the 
Parnassos Club of Athens. will invite 
him to repeat his assurances and be- 
liefs in the morality of his sensational 
novel and its film version.

McVickar Professor of Political Econ- 
omy at Columbia.

CIVIL TRIAL FOR SZANTO. 


Hungarian Military Court Decides 
Not to Hear Treason Case. 
Zoltan Szanto, Stephen Vagy and 
their twenty-nine comrades in an al- 
leged plot to overthrow the Hungarian 


Government will be tried by an ordi- 
nary court. 

This was decided on, April 12, when 
the special semi-military court before 
which they had been taken decided 
that the case was not within its juris- 
diction. According to a report of the 
hearing printed in the Prager Presse, 
Dr. Toereky, President of the Special 
Court in Budapest, pointed out in the 
decision that, as there had been no 
actual uprising against the State but 
only preparatory acts, the case should 
go before the regular court. 

All the defendants denied their guilt 
during the hearing and declared that 
their alleged confessions had been ex- 
torted by means of the “third degree.” 

When it was announced some time 
ago that Zotlan Szanto, who was a 
Commissar in the Bela Kun Commu- 
nist Government of Hungary in 1919, 
and the others were to be tried by the 
special court a.world-wide agitation 
against such action was started and 
many telegrams’ of protest from poli- 
ticlans and other public men were 
sent to Premier Bethlen. 


RADIO COMPANY SUED. 


Infringement of Patents Charged In 
Manufacturers’ Action. 

A patent infringement suit was be- 
gun in the Federal Court yesterday by 
the Radio Corporation of America, the 
General Electric Company and the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 


Company against Charles Freshman 
Company, Inc. It is alleged that the 
defendant has infringed patents and 
inventions owned by Ernest F. W. 
Alexander, Fritz Lowenstein and Al- 
bert W. Hull, that these patents were 
obtained in 1912, 1913 and 1915, and are 
now in the control of the General Elec- 
tric and the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, which has given 
a license to the Radio Corporation of 
America to use them. 

The patents, it is explained, relate 
to power amplifiers and power supply. 
The Radio Corporation seeks an ac- 
counting as a preliminary for an ac- 
tion for damages, and the other two 
plaintiffs ask for an injunction against

London Thinks: It Should Have

LONDON, April 23.—It is estimated 
that 275,000 Americans will land in 
Great Britain during the months from 
May to September, and itis also cal- 
eulated that they will spend about 
$500;000,000 during their stay here. 

if this figure is reached it will’ be 
wtiough to pay three years’ instalments 
of the British war debt to the United 
States. Consequently, American pros- 
perity, even in British eyes, has its 
good points. 

Nevertheless, it will not add to their 
popularity for American travelers to 
emphasize the argument put forward 
@ year ago by the American Ambas- 
sador in Berlin in. regard to transat- 
lantic tourists expending in Europe on 
their pleasures more than the total 
@mount which the United States is 
eoliecting in war debts and after-war 
debts. The impressions created in this 
céuntry by several incidents in the in- 
ternational discussions upon that 
vexed question are not easily erased. 

Though it is some time now since 
Secretary Mellon made his famous 
declaration in reply to the Princeton 
and. Columbia professors to the effect 
that the war debts imposed no burden 
on the countries paying them because 
they were receiving, or would receive, 
from German reparations and other 
gources more than enough to cover 
their payments to America, the sting 
of that remark has not been allayed.

Churchill Fails:to Get Publicity. 


In: fact, it has been inflamed to some 
w@xtent this week by the circumstance 
that Winston ‘Churchill's reference to 
the. subject in his budget speech at- 
tracted practically no attention in the 
American press. While Mr. Mellon’s 
wtatement received the fullest pub- 
icity, Mr. Churchill’s rejoinder, it is 
asserted, got hardly any notice, with 
the result that for the ninety-nine 
newspaper readers who were made ac- 
quainted with the Secretary of the 
Treasury’s fling against Great Britain, 
not more than one, possibly, got an op- 

rtunity to read the Chancellor of 

e Exchequer’s reply 

It.is thought here that Mr. Churchill 
made ea tactical mistake in -sandwich- 
ing his reply to Secretary Mellon be- 
tween great chunks of other facts and 
figures, and that he might have taken 
measures to insure. for his statement 
as much publicity in America as Sec- 
retary Mellon got for his. 

Not everybody agrees with this point 
of view, for many Englishmen take 
the line that it would have been un- 
seemly for the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to engage in what might look 
like a personal polemic. Still, some 
regret was expressed that the Amer- 
fcan papers did not, of their own ini- 
tiative, ‘‘play up’’ Winston Churchill’s 
rejoinder more conspicuously.

"It is to be hoped that Mr. Church- 
fil’s figures will. be noticed on the 
ether side of the Atlantic.

That Great Britain has paid to Amer- 
fica .to date considerably more than 
ghe has received in reparations or by 
debt payments from her former allies 
is: incontrovertible, and even on the 
assumption which Mr. Mellon appeared 
to take for granted that German repa- 
rations under the Dawes scheme will 
eventually reach a maximum figure

o America, England will derive no 
profit from the transaction, as under 
the Balfour pledge this country will 
be bound to return to its debtors any 
balance that may accrte. 

In some quarters here the theory is 
held thet a new turn will be given to 
the war debts question by Germany. 
In 1929 and the following years Ger- 
man reparations will be adequate to 
cover British payments to the United 
States if it be fourd possible to trans- 
fer the full Dawes annuity. The 
point advanced is whether that will be 
possible, for under the Dawes plan 
German reparations are limited by

BERLIN, April 22.—The streets of 
Berlin will run red with blood.on the 
second Sunday in May if the German 
Communists have their way. Théir 
@entral HExecutive ‘has issued secret 
instructions to the commanders of the 
Red front fighters, the party’s com- 
batant section, calling for armied op- 
position to the open-air demonstrations 
to be staged that day, May 8, by the 
Steel Helmef League, the reactionary 
war veterans’ organization. 

Berlin workers are publicly exhorted 
to rally around the “conducting ker- 
nels’”’ of Red militants in their midst. 
The Commuhist manifesto declares 
‘labor must stand fully prepared in 
the streets to show the power and the 
fighting spirit of the workers’ consoli- 
dated Red front. . Berlin’s streets must 
be packed with Red, toiling masses. 
Our counter-demonstration must be 
continued all day long. The streets of 


Berlin must not be left to the steel 
helmet,’’ : : . 

Of course, the Communist chieftains 
are careful to warn.their followers 
of aggressive action against either 
the hostile veterans or the police. But 
they are well aware that the sight of 
a red flag will have the same effect on 
the steel helmet paraders as on a 
vicious bull. Moreover, the steel hel- 
mets’ opponents become trespassers in 
oroughfares of their own city on 
May 8, having been directed officially 
to stay indoors on that day.

Socialists to Have Their Day. 


The previous Sunday is May 1, labor’s 
traditional demonstration day, and the 
Socialists mean to stage a monster 
manifestation all over the city. ‘‘Let 
the forces of reaction behold our 
strength and our vigilance!’’ is the cry. 
This tame proceeding naturally leaves 


the Communists cold. They want to 
demonstrate both on May 1 and May 8 
and obviously are bent on a pitched 
battle with the monarchistic and mili- 
taristic veterans of the empire. If 
they get their wishes, plenty of blood- 
shed is inevitable. 

It depends. mostly on whether the 
Red rank and file will follow the more 
rabid of their leaders. A very strong 
and well-disciplined nucleus—the ‘‘con- 
ducting kernels’’ through which the 
masses in the street are bestirred to 
fury and led into concerted action— 
exists in the Red front fighters. 
Almost every evening companies of 
these grim youths, smartly arrayed in 


gray uniforms bearing the hammer and. 


scythe insignia of the Soviets and 
headed by a brass band and a big 
crimson banner, march past the office 
of THE NEw YORK Times in the heart 
of Berlin’s ne per district. 

Save for loaded canes, they seem to 
be unarmed, but a search o their hip 
pockets would bring to light an: abun- 
dant assortment of pistols and black- 
jacks. Their bearing and alignments 
show soldierly perfection and they 
obey their ‘officers’ orders with the 
stiff precision of guards. 
Evidently they traverse newspaper 
row to impress the editorial eyes gaz- 
ing down at them from the offices of 
the “bourgeois press.”

Steel Helmets Outnumber Reds. . 


Probably only the Communist gen- 
eral staff knows the aggregate 
strength of: the Red front fighters. 
Certainly they total many thousands in 
Berlin alone. An American diplomat 
with military experience estimated the 
number of those whom he saw per- 
forming field manoeuvres while he was 
motoring on the outskirts c’ the capi- 
tal at more than 10,000. There are 
about 80,000 steel helmets here, how- 
ever, and they will have the entire 
police department on their side, so the 
Reds will be out of luck unless they 
pi provide mob violence on a large 
scale, 

Perhaps the authorities would not be 
averse to having a few heads broken 
on steel helmet day. It would give a 
sound excuse for curtailing in the city 
thoroughfares the political demonstra- 
tions that are becoming far too popu- 
lar in the new y: ‘ore the 
war the only outfit, with rare excep- 
tions, that was permitted to parade 
through the streets of Berlin was the 
Kaiser's atmy. Nowadays every poli- 
tical organization, and especially the 
Republican ones, thinks it has a sover-

HINDUS GET MAJORITY 
OF JOBS IN INDIA 


Their Predominance One of the 
Causes of Hatred Displayed by 
Less Edacated Mohammedans.

CALCUTTA, March 22.—The Hindu 
and Mohammedan populations are 
about equal in Bengal and this adds to 
the feeling of religious hatred between 
the two races. Jealousy is one of the 
chief causes of the frequent bloody 
outbreaks between the religious rivals, 
for at the present time the Hindus are 
getting the majority of the jobs the 

vernment has to offer. 

The Mohammedan does not absorb 
education as easily as the Hindu or 
yearn to spout Shakespeare at tiffin 
time like his rival. He prefers to sit 
in a corner and brood over the past 
glories of his race. 

Anglo-Indians who have been long in 
the Government service state that the 
natives have been getting a square deal 
ever since England took over the coun- 
pa from the Hast India Company in 
1858. 

In Calcutta one sees v little of the 
British soldier. Before the great war 
the regiments used to march along the 
Chowringee with bands p and 
colors flying.

"FOR BALTIC REFUGEES| 


"| Baron A, Heyking Says There Are 
50,000 Too Poor to Return 
to Their Country. 


Baron A. Heyking, professor at the 
Academy of International Law at. The 
Hague and former Russian Consul 
General in London, has arrived in New 
York as a delegate of the Baltic Red 
Cross, to arouse American interest in 
the relief work being carried on by 
that organization among Balts scat- 
tered. by the World War and subse- 
quent disasters from their homes in 
the former Russian Baltic provinces 
to various parts of Europe. 

“The Balts are-the Job of the pres- 
ent day,” gaid Baron Heyking last 
week at Hotel Seville, where he is 
staying. “There are something like 
50,000 Baltic refugees who have not 
been able to return to their country, 
chiefly for lack of money. | 

“To cope with this evil,” he ex- 
plained, “a benevolent society was 
formed and American and Buropean 
donors enabled the Balts to open two 
asylums for the aged, and a high 

school, together with boarding houses 
for needy children in Misdroy, on the 
shore of the Baltic. 

“These establishments. enjoy a well 
merited reputation for efficiency, but 
because of the generdl crisis in Europe, 
funds are becoming short, and we are 
threatened with the awful prospect of 
closing the doors of these establish- 
ments, if no assistance is forthcoming. 

“This is what I have been commis- 
sioned to lay before the generous 
American people. I venture to plead 
the crying need of these victims. of 
the war, the worthy cause of the edu- 
cation of the young, and the keeping 
from wanton wretchedness of the aged, 
the return'‘to their country of refugees 
who are unable to do so without aid.”

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THE POLITICAL PENDULUM. 


In the May Harper’s, 
Munro of Harvard discourses on the 
ups and downs, and the swings back 
and forth, in political life. Often they 
seem to come without sufficient cause 
and to be one more illustration of human 
fickleness, Yet political philosophers have 
long sought to discover something like the 
law of change that runs through these 
phenomena, and one of their most favor- 
ite theories is that of “the swing of the 
pendulum.” Many facts seem to fit in 
with this hypothesis. After a war, there 
is a strong reaction in favor of peace. 
Following a few years of rule by a 
strong party and virile personalities, the 
people seem to prefer to drift back to a 
more easy-going Government and less 
strenuous rulers. Moreover, the alterna- 
tion seems to apply to political principles 
as well as.to parties. For a long period 
a given country may appear to be lurch- 
ing into socialism; but then it pulls itself 
up and tends strongly for a time toward 
even extreme conservatism. In our own 
politics, the transition has occasionally 
seemed well marked and definite. After 
President Harrison, President CLEVE- 
LAND. In the reverse order, after Presi- 
dent RoosEvELT, President Tarr. Then 
followed the switch back to WILSON, 
from whose dominating personality the 
trend toward a milder mannered Presi- 
dent seemed perfectly natural. 

There is no hard and fast rule about 
it. Professor MuNRO makes the sugges- 
tive point that though the pendulum 
may keep on swinging, the point of its 
attachment is not stationary. If that 
moves to the left, then a swing of the 
pendulum to the right does not go back 
so far to the right as once would have 
been the case, Dissatisfaction of the 
people with one party, and rejection of 
it at the polls, do not mean that all its 
works are to be repudiated and disowned. 
ven if a party has apparently been 
going backward, it could not wholly 
escape sharing a forward movement. 
The Republican Party, for example, 
would not be what it is and professes 
to be today had it not been for eight 
years of Wooprow WILSON. 

This point suggests the main thing 
which interferes with the steady swing 
of the. pendulum in politics. Some man 
of dazzling qualities as a leader, or some 
unforeseen issue suddenly found to have 
taken possession of the hearts of a great 
multitude, every now and then interferes 
with the steady ebb and flow between 
parties. Personality cannot be reduced 
to the terms of pure mechanism. And 
even in politics ‘it is still true that per- 
sonality counts more than the pen- 
dulum. 


' STILL A CHANCE FOR MR. 
FORD. 


' The mistrial declared by the Judge in 
the libel suit against Henry Forp, after 
pix weeks of speeches by counsel and 
testimony by witnesses, does not really 
destroy the opportunity which, before 
the case opened, we said ought to ap- 
pear tempting to Mr. Forp. He is not 
bound by the technicalities of the law 
which broke off the trial. He is not even 
obliged to follow the advice of his 
lawyers. If his time had come to go on 
the witness stand before the mistrial, 
it is probable that he would have had 
some highly important statements to 
minke. They could have been brought 
from him in his direct testimony, or 
drawn out on. cross-examination. But 
it is not necessary for him to wait until 
@. new jury is chosen and a new trial 
begun. He can afford to snap his fingers 
at all the merely monetary consequences 
of.the libel suit, If he chooses, he can, 
in a large way, deal with the larger 
qpestion involved in those publications 
ne which he was responsible, and whjch

Behind that individual. grievance, be- 
hind the personal suit, lay the charges 
so widely distributed under Mr.. Forp’s 
authority of a great and unpatriotic 
“Jewish conspiracy.” This. was the 
thing that gave bitter offense to millions 
of Americans. It perhaps could not be 
technically brought into the libel suit. 
But Henry Ford need not concern him- 
self with any merely legal and petty de- 
fense. He can, if he is magnanimous 
enough, deal with the whole matter 
afresh and in his own name. He can 
freely tell the public whether he has 
any substantial evidence to back up the 
accusations against a whole race which 
were made in his name; and if he has 
not, he can be man enough to withdraw, 
what never should have been printed. 
Though the doors.of the court room are 
temporarily closed to Mr. Forp, the door 
of public opportunity, with free access to 
every newspaper in the country, is still 
open to him. 


STALIN SEES RUSSIA FIRST. 


An illuminating dispatch from Mos- 
cow in THE NEW YorK Times of Friday 
deals with the realities of Soviet policy 
in China. We learn that a long struggle 
has been waged within the inner councils 
of the Russian Communist Party. It 
has ended, as usual, in victory for JosEPH 
STALIN over the Opposition, which means 
TROTSKY and ZiNoviey, As far as the 
Russian public is concerned, Govern- 
ment action precedes debate,. First the 
Stalin “thesis” is approved by the 
Politburo and then the public is per- 
mitted to learn something of the nature 
of the discussion that preceded the vote. 
In the present instance it is STALIN him- 
self and his chief assistant, BUKHARIN, 
who “lift a corner of the veil.” 

In the simplest terms it emerges from 
the Moscow ‘controversy that the Stalin 
Administration is not passionately in 
love with the “revolution” in China. 
One might go further and say that the 
hard-headed STALIN is inclined to look 
upon the Chinese revolution as a nui- 
sance and a menace. Naturally, this 
dreadful heresy is not even suggested in 
the long polemics. But Moscow has a 
way of wrapping up practical motives 
in extremely philosophical formulas. 
STALIN and BUKHARIN insist that China 
is not ripe for a really Red revolution. 
Such an adventure in China would col- 
lapse, because a proletarian experiment 
in that country lacks adequate prepara- 
tion, organization and finance. “A Red 
“China would never obtain the capital 
“ needed for building up a modern indus- 
“trial State such as a genuine prole- 
“tarian country requires.” Enough for 
China if Reds cooperate with moderates 
to drive out the foreign “ imperialists ” 
and so make a beginning of revolution. 
It is in this sense that Moscow has been 
urging Hankow to counsels of mod- 
eration. 

What the Stalin-Bukharin argument 
really means is that the present rulers 
of Russia do not want trouble with the 
Powers over China. They have more 
pressing matters to think about, They 
have Russia’s own problems on their 
hands. It is all well enough for the 
Communist fundamentalists to hail the 
forward march of the world-revolution 
in China. STALIN does not want a world- 
revolution. He wants a breathing space 
for building up industry in Russia and 
keeping the peasants quiet. Let the 
Chinese Communists drive the Bfitish 
and French into the sea and it will not 
make it easier for Moscow to live with 
Great Britain and France in Europe. 
Our Moscow correspondent writes: 

As the main impression created by 
this family quarrel between the Rus- 
sian Communist Party chiefs is that M. 
STALIN is a man of compromise with 
a “‘ bourgeois” China, the most modest 
conclusion one can draw from present 
events is that at least they do not tend 


further to embitter the relations be- 
tween Britain and the Soviet Union. 


In other words, good or at least toler- 
able relations with Great Britain are of 
greater moment to Moscow than a Red 
revolution in China. A victorious Han- 
kow cannot supply STALIN with the 
money he needs so badly for his fac- 
tories. Nor will Hankow be of much 
comfort to Moscow if British uneasiness 
should pass into exasperation. 














THE CALL OF THE RED CROSS. 


No longer is there reason to doubt 
that the floods on the Mississippi and 
tributaries are more dangerous to life 
and more destructive of property than 
any previous afflictions of the kind. Ac- 
cordingly, there should be generous re- 
sponse to President CooLmpGe’s appeal for 
contributions to the Red Cross Relief 
Fund. A joint committee of members of 
the Cabinet and Red Cross and Public 
Health Service officials has pronounced 
the flood “a national disaster of major 
proportions.” General EpGarR JADWIN, 
Chief of the Corps of Engineers, has 
been ordered to Memphis to strengthen 
the levees on the lower Mississippi. Not 
less than $5,000,000 is needed for the 
sufferers, whose number may exceed 
75,000. Many of them have lost not 
only their homes but every vestige of 
property.---All--must be assembled in 
camps. and. clothed. and fed. . Epidemics 
will have to be guarded against. The 
loss of life is already considerable. Every 
hour adds to it. The National Guard 
is cooperating with the army in the 
work of succor and salvage. It is an 
emergency when all available equipment, 
together with rations and other supplies, 
must be put at the service of the strick- 
en communities. 

Americans living outside of the sub- 
merged areas, in many cases extending 
for miles inland from the regular course. 
of the Mississippi, can have but little 
conception of. the havoc made by the, 
flood in river towns and the. bottom’ 
lands. Great numbers of homeless have, 
been, driven to ridges 
of trees for a precarious safety; to 
await resc 


of houses and tops |’ 
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Sometimes: posing came #00. ‘late: ‘Sete 
and dikes were crowded with unfortu- 
nates who, as the rising waters threat-. 
ened to break through into the country 
beyond,. have had to be. taken. off by 
steamboats. On Friday Greenville, to 
which thousands’ of, refugees had fled, 

was from two: to. ten feet under water. 
Railroad tracks- along the banks have 
been washed out. All land transporta- 
tion was damaged, sometimes obliterated. 

In greater volume than ever before, and 
with incredible swiftness, the flood seems 
to have moved, Warnings of danger 
were quickly followed by breaks in 
levees that were éxpected to hold. Little 
Rock became an “ isolated capital.” In 
this predicament airplanes were pressed 


‘into ‘service to ¢arry rations and other 


essentials, . The water over inundated 
regions has been deeper than ‘was: ever 
known, Growing crops were. ruined. 
The toil of months went for nothing. 
Live stock had to be sacrificed. There 
was no. silver lining to the black cloud 
except the valiant work of relief crews 
that turned night into day. 

Now, while communities like. Green- 
ville, Clarendon, Little Rock, Helena 
and Vicksburg (where a concrete levee 
broke at midnight Friday) are helping 
themselves, the major part of relieving 
the homeless, destitute and sick must 
come from the country at large, from 
those of us who, living in sheltered 
homes, have never known what it is to 
be overwhelmed by flood or tornado or 
any natural convulsion, “The situation 
is indeed grave,” says President Cooz- 
ince. “As always,” he believes, “the 
“people will support the Red Cross in 
“its humane task.” 








WANTED, A NATIONAL AN- 
THEM. 


Can rational anthems be obtained te 
order by a universal prize competition 
of patriotically eager composers, or by 
directly commissioning a true and tried 
musician? Ever since national anthems 
were invented—they are not a product 
of remote antiquity—there has been 
trial- of- both ways, with varying suc- 
cess; and in some cases national anthems 
have just “growed,” like Topsy, with 
no fostering hand of committees and no 
royal or imperial ukase. There have 
been failures, likewise, as there is a fail- 
uré now reported from Chicago, by the 
National Federation of Music Clubs. 
Nine hundred and one offerings of 
tunes: have failed to show sufficient 
merit to “carry ” the poem of KATHERINE 
Lee Bates; already selected as the verbal 
constituent of the desired hymn. Four 
devoted judges waded through them in 
vain, and recommended that no award 
be made. 

It is not the first time that such a 
failure has occurred in attempting to 
find a substitute for “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.” Both the words and 
the tune of that song are admittedly un- 
suitable for the purpose of a national 
anthem; and their acceptance is a 
strange instance of the hit-or-miss fash- 
ion in which a national anthem is some- 
times made. The verses by FRANCIS 
Scott Key describe a comparatively un- 
important incident of the War of 1812. 
The tune is the tune of a drinking song 
called “To Anacreon in Heaven,” sung 
by a convivial club in London in the 
eighteenth century, of an authorship that 
has been the subject of controversy, but 
is now generally attributed to JOHN 
STAFFORD SMITH, an English musician 
of some note, and was published in a col- 
lection of such songs in England between 
1780 and 1790, It is too elaborate in 
structure for a popular anthem, and is 
likewise of such a wide compass as to 
be singable by a mixed assembly only 
with some difficulty. 

In the early days of the Civil War 
these objections were raised against 
“The Star-Spangled Banner” and a 
distinguished committee was formed in 
New York to obtain a new national song, 
words and music, also by competition. 
RicHARD GRANT WHITE published in an 
amusing little volume the results of the 
efforts of that committee, which, like the 
committee in -1927, found no song satis- 
fying the requirements and so awarded 
no prize. 

Of the national hymns of other coun- 
tries the origins have been strangely dis- 
similar and furnish no basis for a dictum 
that any one method is the right or the 
wrong one. The authorship of “God 
Save the King” has been much disputed 
and is still uncertain. Dr. JOHN BULL 
and HENRY PURCELL in the seventeenth 
century and Henry Carey in the eigh- 
teenth are the chief candidates; but there 
is no definite conclusion. As everybody 
knows, Rovucet pe Liste wrote “La 
Marseillaise,”' both the verses and the 
music, in “a fit of enthusiasm” to pro- 
vide a patriotic song for his fellow-vol- 
unteers of the Lower Rhine in the early 
days of the French Revolution. It is a 
fine tune, but, like “ The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” has not the simplicity and 
directness to make it ideal for popular 
singing. A “fit of enthusiasm” would 
seem to be the proper state of mind for 
the production of a national hymn; but 
it was hardly in such a fit that Joser 


‘Haypn produced the Austrian hymn, 


now; to the regret of some, superseded 
by a newer composition less imperialistic 
in tendency and also less valuable 
musically. HayYDN was commissioned to 
write it in 1797 and ‘evolved the tune 
from a Croatian folk-song with a good 
deal of‘labor and thought; but it is one of 
the best, .Germany has been‘’as badly 
off. as the United States for a national 
hymn; nearly all the’ monarchies and 
principalities of the. 

seized upon the tune of “ God Save the 
King” and set their own words to it. 
So did Sweden, . The hymn of, the Rus- 
‘sian Empire was written to order by 
“Lyorr, a Russian violinist, and vies with 
the Austrian hymn in suitability for its 
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‘Italy, strangely enough, is without a real | 


national hymn. 
AL aan or fragments of musical history 


seem.to show that the possession of a 
' good national hymn is a gift of the gods, 


blindly bestowed, But it may be feared 
that the National. Women’s Clubs: may 
find that, even if they get a fine tune, 
in all ways suitable, it will be one thing 
to ‘get it and another to make *the coun- 
try as a whole accept it and sing it. 
That is also a blind dispensation of the 
gods. 


DINING SHAKESPEARE. 


With two banquets to celebrate his 
birthday, New York says,.to,. SHAKE- 
SPEARE, as Orlando said’to Old Adam in 
the Forest of Arden, “Thou shalt not 
die for lack ‘of a dinner!” Orlando 








hedged a bit on his promise, adding 


“if there live any thing in this desert.” 
The soul of the Bard of Avon may well 
have felt a similar qualm of ‘doubt, roll- 
ing. his eye in fine frenzy over the 
theatres of Broadway. Among many 
strange and arresting. sights he would 
not have found the affable, familiar 
ghost of any play of his own. 

Shakespearean actors there are, not 
a few. JANE COWL, the Juliet of her 
generation, is otherwise and in some 
ways more profitably employed. GEORGE 
HASSELL, that rarest of all birds, an 
amusing Shakespearean clown, who 
shook our sides with his Stephano and 
is pining to play Bully Bottom, is drawn 
and quartered upon musical comedy. 
WALTER HAMPDEN, as ably versatile as 
he is devoted to the Elizabethan classics, 
has slipped into the quasi-modernity of 
BROWNING. SOTHERN and MARLOWE, who 
carried the torch so long and so honor- 
ably, were among the prandial guests 
and post-prandial speakers, as was 
ELEANOR ROBSON, whose Juliet of yore 
was a.brilliant promise. Last but not 
least, JOHN BARRYMORE broadcast an 
echo of his incomparable Hamlet from 
the picture wilds of Hollywood, Clearly, 
the Shakespearean tradition is honored 
in the breach. 

It was, of course, to remedy all this 
that the dinners were given. The Inter- 
national Shakespeare Association pro- 
poses to establish a repertory theatre on 
Broadway. The American Shakespeare 
Foundation, an organization of highly 
impressive personnel, is raising our 
quota toward rebuilding the Memorial 
Theatre at Stratford and establishing 
in it a permanent stock company. If 
they had set out to stage an object-les- 
son in the malady that has fallen upon 
us, they could not have succeeded more 
abundantly. The good old days (in 
some ways such bad old days) of the 
Shakespearean star performance are 
gone forever—and not for the lack of 
actors of high authority. For one rea- 
son, thanks to the movies, the “road” 
which used to acclaim any established 
cfassical actor has ceased to be; profits 
today are limited to the vastly expensive 
New York run and to runs in a few scat- 
tered cities. For another, the day of the 
star is over; for better or for worse, the 
play is now the thing—as witness the 
varied multitudes of new productions 
and the subordination of all actors as 
personalities. Yet, though the present 
prospect is dubious, the far horizon is 
bright. Serviceable as our great classics 
are in the way of “ vehicles ” for acting, 
they are primarily plays; they were 


written for a stock company and they 


develop their full sway over emotions 
and our understanding only when pre- 
sented in their artistic integrity and ably 
acted in every part. 

The Stratford Memorial Theatre ap- 
peals with peculiar force to our hope and 
generosity. It is an enterprise tried and 
true. Through many decades it has 
placed before the thousands who yearly 
make pilgrimage to the lovely village 
where SHAKESPEARE lived and died a 
thoroughly competent production of his 
plays. Of late years the company has 
developed an individual excellence and a 
feeling for the play as a whole which 
are praised by all observers. To the 
English-speaking people it means much 
that the shrine of their master spirit 
is to be restored, and beautifully re- 
stored. For us in America there is a 
nearer promise. Thanks to the long 
rule of the managing star, the plays of 
SHAKESPEARE have come to seem, if the 
truth be told, rather dull and stale, how- 
ever admirably the leading parts may 
be taken—till today we have not even 
star performances. With such backing 
as we may so easily proffer, the Strat- 
ford Players propose to spend the Win- 
ter now and then in tours among our 
cities. 


INEXHAUSTIBLE BALZAC. 

‘What became of the old bookkeeper in 
the Swamp we used to know? Frugal 
as a monk of the Thebaid, he saved most 
of his scanty wage. Every four years 
he went, when the going was cheap, to 
“ Bauzac’s country.” He could always 
get a good job when he came back. The 
last time we saw him he had given up 
traveling. He was going to have a cabin 
in Pike County and read “ him ”—all the 
fifty-five volumes published by the ex- 
cellent M. Levy for a franc apiece. That 
didn’t include all prodigious Balzac, but 
it was something. As some of’us get 
older, that bookkeeper’s “ choice of liter- 
ature” seems not unintelligent.

AN UNCOMPLETED 


The National Fine: Arts Commission 
is intent on completing the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier at Arlington. When 
the Unknown Soldier was buried with 
great pomp five years ago, in the pres- 
ence of President HARDING and the rep- 
resentatives of our associates in the war, 
the body was placed in a pedestal on 
the terrace in front of the amphitheatre. 
The monument itself was to be erected 
later. Last Summer Congress passed a

joint resolution authorizing the Secre- 


tary of War to secure competitive de- 
signs for the completion of the tomb, to 
be passed on by the Arlington Amphi- 
theatre Commission and the American 
Battle Monuments Commission, as well 
as the Fine Arts Commission. It is 
entirely proper to have these three com- 
missions consulted before the design is 
finally approved, but there is some ques- 
tion whether it is wise, under the circum- 
stances, to require the competition. No 
man is better qualified than Mr. 
HASTINGS, the architect of the amphi- 
theatre, to develop so moving a con- 
ception. Nothing has been done so far 
under the new legislation, because an 
appropriation of $50,000 to build the 
monument failed in the filibuster, 

When the new bridge across the 
Potomac is completed, the amphitheatre 
and the tomb will be related more di- 
rectly still to the whole splendid plan of 
the capital city. Then the wall at the 
foot of the hill will be removed and the 
cemetery grounds extended down toward 
the river bank, with a winding approach 
from the bridge. That will give a fine 
opportunity for the proper embellish- 
ment of the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier by fronting it with a flight of 
steps, flanked by trees, There need be 
no hurry about it. The memorial is to 
last long beyond the span of those alive 
today. Its designers can afford to take 
their time to make it simple, dignified 
and in keeping with ‘its exalted theme. 


THE ART OF ARTS. 


In Cologne, not far from where the 
first printing was done in Europe from 
movable types, there is to be inaugurated 
next year, as Mr. LINCOLN Eyre in his 
communication from Berlin announces 
elsewhere in today’s Trmes, the “ most 
comprehensive demonstration” of what 
the press, which has developed from that 
invention, means to humanity. Five hun- 
dred years before GUTENBERG and his 
associates had made their types at Mainz, 
the Chinese had made movable types of 
clay, hardened by fire, but the art had 
no such development as it had in the 
West, which may account in some con- 
siderable degree for the differences in 
the two civilizations.

On that 
basis a single person who had an income 
of $3,000, all of which came from invest-_ A 
ments, would ‘pay about $350, or nearly i2 


’ per cent. If he had earned the Income the 


tax would be about $250, and if he were 
married and ‘had three children it wou! be 
only $90. You will notice that a mark. 
differentiation is ‘made between income 
from investments and ‘earned income,” 
and also between single men and married 
men with families. If his income were 
$10,000 and came entirely from investments . 
he would pay $1,750, but if he were married, 
had three children, and all his income was 
earned, he would pay $1,320—from 13 per 
cent, to 17% per cent. of an income of $10,< 
000 would go to the British Treasury. 

In addition, to the income tax a supertax 
is payable upon large incomes. For exam- 
ple, a single person with an income of 
$50,000, all from investments, would pay a 
total income tax of §15,400, or over 30 per 
cent.; for a married person with three 
children and the same amount of income, 
but all earned, the total tax is nearly as 
large, $15,000. 

The duty on the estate of deceased per- 
sons is also heavy, being from two to three 
times as great as under our Federal estate 
tax. 

This heavy taxation is one of the reasons 
why Englishmen are rather touchy over the 
question of the war and the debts to this 
country. .An,. English friend said to me, 
pathetically, last year, that he was paying 
one-quarter of his income in taxation, and 
that so far as he could see his sons and 
his grandsons would have to meet as great’ 
a burden.

FOREIGN SAFETY IN CHINA, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There is much alarm expressed in the 
press regarding the safety of foreigners in 
China. A few figures, selected from re- 
liable sources, are interesting, 

In May, 1925, fourteen Chinese students 
were killed by foreign police in Shanghai 
in an unarmed demonstration, There were 
no foreign casualties. 

In June of the same year, fifty students 
were killed in Canton in a similar demon- 
stration. Two foreign cagualties.. 

In September, 1926, 1,100 Chinese and 
seven British were killed in a dispute over 
the possession of two British ships held by 
the Chinese as indemnity for damages in- 
flicted by British steamers during the past 
months, and for which no reparation -had 
been made. Approximately one thousand 
of the Chinese who lost their lives were 
civilians who perished in the British ‘bom- 
bardment of the town of Wanhsten follow- 
ing the release of the two steamers by the 
British forces.. (Other reports run as high 
as 7,800. Lower estimates seem more 
readily substantiated.) 

Two Chinese were killed at Hankow in 
conflicts with foreign armed forces. 

At Nanking, during recent weeks, in the 
confusion attending the evacuation of the 
city by the Northern troops, British and . 
American ships in the harbor bombarded 
Nanking as a warning and precadtionary 
measure. One hundred Chinese were killed 
in this bombardment. Seven foreigners 
were killed by Chinese. 

The casualties during these twenty-two 
months of the treaty status quo between 
China and the foreign powers total sixteen 
foreigners and 1,264 Chinese. It is difficult 
to find reliable figures as:to property dam- 
age. It would seem reasonable, however, 
that two naval bombardments, one lasting 
for twenty minutes and the other for four 
hours, could do more damage than a few 
irresponsible bands of sonatas and un- 
armed people. 

As a result of the danger to foreign lives 
in China indicated by the déath of these

months, Great Britain has dispatched 20,000 
men and 76 warships to China, The United 
States has sent 3,000 or 4,000 marines,

TWO INSTANCES ARE CITED 


College Reports That Giris Were 
Seen Smoking Where Flames 
Broke Out Later. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., April 23

sar College girls are blamed for start- 
ing three woods fires on the estate of 
Clarence Kenyon, whic. adjoins the 
college grounds.

The Students’ Building caught fire 
two months ago from lighted cigar- 
ettes that had been thoughtlessly 
dropped into a waste-paper basket, 
but the blaze was extinguished with- 
out material damage. 

The governing body of the students 
has been told that a large room in old 
Main Hall is to be made into a smok- 
ing room and that a ventilator would 
be installed at an expense of $200 to 
clear the air of cigarette haze. 


GEORGE S. RUSSELL. 


Cleveland Banker and Philanthropist 
Dies at the Age of 77.

CLEVELAND, April 23.—George S. 
Russell, Vice President of the Union 
Trust Company, died this morning at 


Mount Sinai Hospital after a brief ill- 
néss. His age was 77. He was born 
here and started his business career 
under his father, George H. Russell, 
who was Treasurer of the Big Four 
Railroad. He succeeded his father. In 
1893 he became Cashier of the newly 
organized Western Reserve National 
Bank.

In his younger 
days he was an officer in the old 
Cleveland Gatling Gun Battery and 
the Cleveland Grays. He held mem- 
bership in several clubs.

Week Ends ‘With Great-trreg- 
ularity on; Stoek Exchange— ~ 
‘Bank ‘Surplus Higher. 


Although transactions reported on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday reached 
a higher total than on any Saturday 
in nearly a year and a half,’ it was as 
difficult to determine the stock mar- 
ket’s course as it had been, on every 
other day of the week. Even the end- 
of-the-day summaries, given out in 
Wall Street and making a serious ef- 
fort to describe the day’s predominat- 
ing movement, find the task anything 
but easy. It frequently happens that 
@ market is described as showing irre- 
sistible strength, when patient survey 
and enumeration of the individual 
changes show declines to be much 
the more numerous. 

Yesterday's market was of that kind: 
At moments, it gave the impressién of 
strong support, conspicuously, in the 
railway shares; yet, in the end, not 
only had the active industrial stocks 


> jincurred more net losses than gains 


but changes were distributed with 
great irregularity even among the rail- 
ways. It is no more easy to sum up 
the movement of the week. Ordinarily 
such “drift of prices, with neither uni- 
formity in kindred. groups of stocks 
nor any apparent response to actual 
news developments, whether by ad- 
vances or declines, means that the 
market as a whole has lost its real 
momentum and that the incidental 
fluctuations had no meaning whatever 
beyond the temporary activities of 
speculators always in the field. Theo- 
retically, a market which no longer 
responded to present or prospective 
facts should merely come to a stand- 
still, with the amount of actual] trans- 
actions falling to small figures. But 
that is precisely what is not happening 
today. Transactions are of a total 
magnitude which would usually reflect 
aggressive speculative activity, and 
the very unusual spectacle is present- 
ed of a stock market with all the out- 
ward paraphernalia of a “boom” or a 
“reaction”? which practically gets no- 
where.

Japanese exchange declined again yes- 
terday, though not to the week’s low 
point. The logic of the position taken 
by the new Finance Minister of Japan, 
who has decided that no artificial sup- 
port shall be hereafter ‘given to the 
yen, was recognized in Wall Street. It 
was realized that, with the reconstruc- 
tion. work which Japan has to face, 
financial as well as physical, all avail- 
able funds must be conserved, and the 
foreign exchange market will be al- 
lowed to take its course, 

The movement in the yen will be 
watched, therefore, with unusual in- 
terest hereafter. It ended the week 
around 47% cents, a loss of about a 
cent and a half from the previous 
week-end. Shipments of gold from 
Japan to the United States, which 
have been amounting to about $4,000,- 
000 a month, are expected to cease, 
and the return to the gold: standard 
probably will be delayed beyond the 
time originally considered.

Displaces General Motors at 
End of Two-Day Reversal 
of Usual Positions. | 


SMALL CHANGES IN PRICES 


Estimates of Market Values of Thelr 
Securities Made—Wall Street 
Watching Movements. 


The United States Steel Corporation 
yesterday recovered its stock market 
supremacy over the General Motors 
Corporation after losing it on Friday. 
On the basis of the market value of its 
aggregate securities the Steel Corpor- 
ation until Friday had held pride of 
place, without exception, over Gen- 
eral Motors. Then, following a sharp 
run-up in its common stock on Thurs- 
day and Friday, General Motors went 
slightly ahead of Steel, whose common 
stock on those two days had been lag- 


ging. 

Yesterday the common stock of the 
two companies reversed their positions, 
Steel advancing while General Motors 
= off. Steel was thus restored to its 

id position of leadership, but Wall 
Stress will continue this week to watch 
the relative movements of the two 
stocks, which are the traditional bell- 
wethers of the market. 

The combined securities of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, including 
8,700,000 shares of common at the peak 
quotation of 196%, 1,303,332 sharea of 
7 per cent. preferred at 120 and 45,828 
shares of 6 per cent. preferred at 104 
had a total market value of about 
$1,868,540,000 on Friday, which saw 
these issues, taken as a whole, reach 
the highest level in their history. The 
combined securities of the Steel Cor- 
poration, including 5,083,025 shares of 
common at 171%, 3,602,811 shares of 7 
per cent. preferred at 133, $152,587,000 
79 value of subsidiary bonds and 

0,102,000 of 5 per cent. bonds at 
$107 had a total market value of about 
$1,866,770,000. 

Yesterday, with all of its securities 
except the common stock showing only 
trivial pace changes, General Motors 
was selling on the market at approxi- 
mately $1,858,000,000. The common sold 
off for a net loss of 2% points. The 
combined securities of the Steel Cor- 
poration, all of which except the 
common stock showed unimportant 
changes, had a market value yester- 
day of around $1,872,760,000.

On Friday General Motors at its new

A comparative tabulation of the of- 
ficial statements of the twenty-four 
State banks in New York City from 
March 25, 1926, to March 23, 1927, in 
the current issue of The Financial 
Age, shows combined net profits for 
the year of $10,836,000. The total 
capital of these institutions now 
amounts to $49,150,000, with surplus 
and undivided profits of $64,324,000 and 
total net funds of $980,240,000, During 
the year the surplus was increased by 
$7,301,000, and dividends aggregating 
$6,914,000 were disbursed to share- 
holders, 

The Carn Exchange Bank, which has 
the largest capital of any State bank, 
shows earnings of 25.4 per cent on its

last month had the privilege of 
chasing $1,000,000 of increased stoc et 
$200 a share.

Japan, Now and in 1920. 


The fact that last week’s formidable 
financial crisis in Japan had absolutely 
no effect on the New York market, 
and that even Japanese exchange and 
Japanese gold bonds recovered after 
their early decline, was mostly taken 
to indicate the extent to which the 
American financial situation has cut 
loose from foreign influences. It was 
recalled on Wall Street, however, that 
events in Tokio on one occasion since 
the war did become an influence of 
fifst importance to our market. In 
April, 1920, when New York financiers 
and merchants were growing uneasy 
over the extravagant rise in commodity 
prices and the consequent strain on 
bank credit, dispatches reporting a 
sudden panic in Tokio, resulting in 
overwhelming collapse of the price 
fabric and forcing almost complete sus- 
pension of business, caused acute mis-. 
giving even on the New York stock 
market. Our own commodity prices 
had not then begun the downward 
movement, but the speculative situa- 
tion in Japan had so closely duplicated 
our own that the course of events 
after the first Tokio bank failure 
caused instant drawing of analogies. 
The reason why the Japanese news ex- 
cited Wall Street then and-hardly in- 
terested it last week was that Japan 
and America in 1930 were in en identi- 
cal financial scrape, but that today 
there is no resemblance in their respec- 
tive position.

Imports of gold last week, as re- 
ported by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, were $147,000.

BONUS FOR STOCKHOLDERS 


Purchase Made From Union Carbide 
and Carbon—$800,000 Cash as 
Part Payment. 


Interests in control of the United 
States Light and Heat Corporation, 
makers of USL storage batteries, have 
acquired substantially all stock of the 
Prest-O-Lite Company, Inc., from the 
Union Carbide and Carbon Corpora- 
tion, it was learned yesterday. Under 
a plan to merge the two companies, 
USL stockholders will receive in effect 
a stock dividend of 50 per cent. and 
an extra cash dividend of $1. The 
stockholders were notified last week 
that the merger was under way, but 
the announcement did not disclose the 
name of the company to be merged 
with their company. 

For the purposes of the merger the 
Automotive Battery Corporation has 
been formed under the laws of New 
York State with a capitalization of 
40,000 shares of stock without par 
value. This company is owned by the 
Ajax Investment Company of Ohio, 
which is controlled by C. O. Miniger, 
President of USL, and members of his 
family. The value of Automotive Bat- 


tery stock is stated as $25 a share. 
Description of Purchase. 

The announcement states that the 
Automotive Battery Corporation owns 
substantially all the stock of an operat- 
ing company that on May 1 will ac- 
quire the plant, facilities, good will 
and lease of plant buildings ‘‘of a sub- 
stantial storage battery business with 
@ gross business in 1926 of about $8,- 
000,000 and having tangible assets of 
an appraised depreciated reproductive 
value of upward of $2,500,000, including 
more than $1,000,000 of machinery and 
equipment which will be directly owned 
and fully paid for by the operating 
company as of May 1 and $1,500,000 of 
inventory items to be pai for as used 
or sold on or before May 10, 1928.

The debt conversation plan of the

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


Lire Higher—Liquidation Here 
Follows Strong Buying Abroad 
—Sterling Up, Yen Off. 


Italian lire finished the week at an- 
other new high, the bill selling up to 
5.30 cents, a gain of 4% points over 
Friday’s final and highest since May, 
1922. The best part of this improve- 
ment was scored abroad for which 
London and Italian speculators. were 
responsible.

Predictions of unsettled rainy 
weather throughout Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas and Northern. Texas, over Sunday 
intensified the anxiety in cotton circles

Damaging frosts occurred in the 
Eastern belt as far south as Meridian 
and Montgomery, where cotton is al- 
ready up, temperatures at. many 
points..reaching. 32 degrees or below 
with frost predictions for last night. 

An area of low barometer over New 
Mexico, similar to one preceding the 
downpour in Arkansas the middle of 
the week, exerted a decided influence 
on sentiment from the opening. Pro- 
fessional operators had taken profits 
quite generally the previous day on 
ig of an improved weather out- 
ook, but with rain predictions posted, 
demand for contracts broadened ma- 
terially. As was the case during the 
upward movement earlier in the week, 
New Orleans led the advance and sent 
buying orders to New York. Short 
covering, combined with spot house 
demand for near months, ran prices 
back to high levels of the week under 
a large volume of business. 

Despite the liquidation of the out- 
standing long interest in the May posi- 
tion, prior to first notice day Tuesday, 
steady absorption of contracts for the 
near delivery carried. prices above 15 
cents at one time. The discount on 
May widened to 25 points under. July, 
the widest spread so far this month. 
The local certificated stock now 
aggregates 200,000 bales, the carrying 
charge from May to July being ap- 
proximately 28 points.

This has been 
growing rather acute in fecent years 
becatise of the increase in chain stores 
and the extension of the system of 
group buying by combinations of indi- 
vidual stores, The aituation thus 
created, if carried out to the extreme, 
would apparently leave no place for 
the wholesaler. For a véty long pe- 
riod, in most lines of industry, there 
was @ regular demarcation ih the way 
that products showld pass in the route 
between producer and consumer. ‘The 
manufacturer would sell his output to 
the wholesaler, who, in turn, would re- 
sell it to the retailer, from whom the 
buying public would obtain its sup- 
plies, Certain producers, more partic- 
ularly those getting out tradé-marked 
goods, have tried to break away from 
this method by selling direct to the 
public. This method has been stic- 
cessful only under peculiar circum- 
stances, and the volume of business 
thus dealt with forms only a small per- 
centage of the domestic trade. But the 
quantity sold to the retailer by the 
producer has. been increasing largely 
since the chain stores and grotips at- 
tained their present importance. There 
is now virtually a challenge to the 
wholesaler to justify his right to be an 
intermediary between producer and 
retailer, and it is up to him to meet 
this challenge by showing that he per- 
forms a necessary function and that 
that the compensation he gets is not 
disproportionate for the servicé ren- 
dered. It is expected that this ‘will be 
fully demonstrated at this week's meét- 
ing.

It is not alone in 
bootlegging circles 
that the rene 
of wood alcoho 
wey? keeps attracting 
attention. Under its trade name of 
methanol it has a way of bobbing up 
to confute theories and puzzle the curi- 
ous. A short time ago, for instance, 
President Coolidge raised the rate of 
duty on the article from 12 to 18 cents 
a gallon under the flexible provisions 
of the tariff act. This followed a re- 
port from the Tariff Commission pur- 
porting to show that synthetic meth- 
anol from Germany can be landed 
here at a cost of 24 cents a gallon 
less than that at which American pro- 
ducers can make it from the destruc- 
tive distillation of hardwood. Two 
things will naturally occur to the aver- 
age person in contemplating such a 
situation. One is what good it can do to 
raise a tariff rate to 18 cents a gallon 
when the differential in favor of the 
foreigner is 24 cents. The second, and 
equally obvious one, is why did not 
American manufacturers make meth- 
anol synthetically and so offer real 
competition to the German material. 
These two things do not appear to be 
go unrelated as might appear at first 
thought. When the Tariff Commis- 
‘gion’s report was made to the Presi- 
dent sorie methanol was already be- 
ing made synthetically in this country. 
Now it is announced that a plant for 
such production on a large scale is in 
operation in West Virginia. The out- 
put will be sufficient, it is declared, 
to take care of all of the country’s 
needs in a short time. What will be- 
come of the plants making methanol 
from wood, for whose benefit the tarift 
rates were raised, can readily be 
imagined. But the advantage to the 
domestic makers of synthetic methanol 
is beyond question. They will be able 
to establish a monopoly in the Amer- 
ican market and put up the price cor- 
respondingly. The cynical might be in- 
clined to infer. that there was a “nig- 
ger” in the methanol woodpile.

Mérchandisé. In March thé tofmer 
were $410,000,000 and the latter $877,- 
000,000, showifig a favorable balatice 
of :838,000,000.. For the three mistithe’ 
period the excess of exports was $122, - 
810,000. This is quite a reversal, tak- 
ing into acdotint the lower value of 
the sotton exports this year, For the 
nine months of the fiscal year the ¢x- 
ports footed up $3,904,492,000 and the 
imports $8,173,784,000, the preponder- 
ance of the former being $630,744,000. 
In the corresponding period the year 
before the exports. were $3,670,675,000 
and the imports $3,400,790,000, the ex- 
Gésa Of exports being $260,885,000. If 
the excéss of exports continites at the 
same rate as during. the first thrée- 
quarters of this fiscal year, the total 
for the whole yéar will approximate 
$800,000,000, which is quite a respect- 
able. margin. In the ldst fiscal year 
Such excess was only $186,895,000, 
which was the stnallest since 1923. 
This comparés with excesses of exports 
of $1,040,452,000 in 1025 ana $767,- 
619,000 in 1924. The record year for 
a favorable balance of trade was 1919, 
Ron she excess of exports was $4,136, - 
563,000. This figure is likely to retain 
& record indefinitely, and any balance 
equaling a billioh dollars is apt to be 
tare in the futtire unless something 
unforeseen o¢cufs.

Cotton continued 
in a strong position 
and Fabric during the past 

Conditions, Week, the quota~. 
tiéis showing a 
genérally rising tetdenty. The reason 
for the firmfiess was, of course, the 
situation created by the flooding of the 
Mississippi and other rivers. What ef- 
fect this may have on this year’s ctop 
of cotton it at present problematical. 
Much will depend on the duration of 
the floods and this will not be appar- 
ent for & week or more. Despite the 
record size of last year’s ¢rop, it is 
already evident that the carryover 
will not be unduly large and the mar- 
ket will be able to absofb a good-sized 
yield this year. The higher prices fot 
cotton are beginning to have an effect 
on certain branches of the goods mar- 
ket. The quoted prices of certain 
fabrics are declared to be lower than 
are warranted by the cost of the raw 
material and a readjustment soon is 
declared to be needed. Nothing tangi- 
ble, however, has yet been brought 
forward to méet the situation. Quota- 
tions On gray goods remain about as 
they have been for several weeks and 
the same is true in great measure of 
finished fabrics. Slightly higher prices 
were made on tire fabrics for delivery 
for the third quarter of the year, an 
there may be some upward revisions 
on ginghams in a short time. ‘Sales of 
hosiery are somewhat intermittent at 
present. Knit underwear for Fall has 
not yet struck its stride, but Summer 
goods, both knit atid woven, have been 
in quite gooé demand recently.

Wool markets, 
both here and 
abroad, have con- 
tinued rather dull. 

There is no evidence 
of any great demand, while the sup- 
plies are concededly ample for all pur- 
poses, Imports have fallen off some- 
what, those for the week ended April 
16 having totaled 4,591,822 pounds, of 
which 1,596,181 pounds were carpet 
wool. In connection with this matter 
of imports, attention may be called to 
a far-reaching decision of the United 
States Supreme Court just rendered 
fixing the duty on certain low grades 
of Argentine wool used in carpet mak- 
ing. The tariff provides a rate of 12 
cents per pound on wool “not improved 
by the admixture of merino or English 
blood.’’ .It appears that the wool in 
question had some English admixture 
but still remained unimproved and of 
low grade. The Court held it was en- 
titled to come in at the 12-cent rate. 
Business at the domestic woolen mills 
still leaves much to be desired, al- 
though sales of men’s wear fabrics for 
Fall are improving. It is conceded that 
the production capacity of the mills is 
much above what is required, and this 
is evidenced by the closing of some of 
them right along. The Wool. Council, 
which was projected some time ago to 
help the sale of wool and woolens; ap- 
pears to have come to an impasse and 
to be dormant, differing in this respect 
from the Cotton Textile Institute, 
which started about the same time and 
is actively functioning. of co- 
operation by the various factors is put 
down as the reason. The pro tion 
for dealing in wool futures at the Cot- 
ton Exchange: is still ‘being considered, 
but no practical. proposition has yet 
been offered. A-few new openings for 
Fall of women’s wear fabrics have oc- 
curred, but little business has been. of- 
fered. It will probably be June’ before

CONFIRMATION OF ORDERS. 


Why. This. Is, Needed for Protection 
of. the Manufacturer. 


S wien st between manufac- 
tufers ahd thelr retail aceountd when 
Feaident buyers place orders that ate 
not fully authorized has reeently beén 
brought to the attention of the United 
Worhen’s Wear League of America, av- 
cording to a bulletin sent out yester 
day by that organization. It concerns 
& lingerie and negiigés manufacttrer, 
With whom an ofder for $1,800 worth 
of meréhahdise Was placed by a rési- 
dent. buyer for a retailer in a Texas 
town. 


“Tf view of the fact that the order 


‘was so large,” the bulletin expiains, 
“the mantifacturer agreed to make a 

abstantial price concession. The met- 
chandise was réady for immediate dé- 
livefy ahd the buyer emphasized the 
retailer's fgeht Heed of it. There was 
no time for ‘confirmation of the order, 
it was insisted; if the needs of the re- 
tailér were t6 be thet. 

‘The goods were shipped on the buy- 
er’s unsupported word, and after they 
Wére received the retailer notified the 
Mmahtfacttirer that the qtiaiitity was 
€66 léfge. Althost at ohce the résident 
buyer came to latter ed to 
be allowed to return 26 per cent. of 
the order. Aftef sdéme consideration 
of thé Gate the mMafitifacttrer 
This, too, Was an ofal. agreement.

How cah any manufacturer 
get a fair and honest price for his gar- 
ments with that state of mind existing 
among ultimate purchasers of them, 
and with matty merchandise men ih 
retail stores insisting that buyers de- 
Mand and get their own way as to 

rtes, tertns and deliveries? Where is 
he matter going to end unless some 
decisivé change in merchandise and 
merchandising methods is made? 

“Tt is not as difficult as it might seem 
to bring about such a change. New 
styles are the keynote of the whole 
matter, for new styles always mean 
business regardless of price. Style is 
hot tafigible, like fabrics and trim- 
mings, afid women are willing to pay 
for it. Then why not give them what 
they want? If Paris can’t do it, why 
not do it in this country?” 

Mr. Grab went on to say that the 
French couturiers are not unmindful 
of the state of affairs that has come 
about. Ra want more business 
themselves,’ he continued, “‘and see 
the need of new styles fully as well as 
the manufacturers and retailers in this 
peavey’ How they will act on this 
need, however, is problematical at the 
moment. 

“There is no question, however, that 
if the French houses ‘fall down’ from 
a style standpoint at their early Fall 
showirgs, something approaching a 
war between American and French 
stylists will be declared. In such a 
struggle American designers would not 


a | necessarily come out second best. Tre- 


mendous strides in style creation have 
been made by them in recent years, 
and many désigners no longer need the 
guidance of the so-called master hands 
of Paris. The latter know this, too. 

“T think I can honestly say that 
some radical style change is needed 
in women’s apparel at this moment 
more than ever hefore in the history 
of the American ready-to-wear indus- 
try. If the French do not supply this 
change, American designers will have 
to do so. What is more, they can. 
Failure of French ideas will lead to 
conferences and decisions by leading 
‘style houses’ of this country, and 
these conferences will unquestionably 
bring out something new in line, treat- 
ment, material or color—possibly in all 
of them. 

“The question has been raised as to 
whether an attempt to bring about 
American style independence would re- 
ceive the backing of important Ameri- 
can retailers and fashion magazines. 
Without hesitation I answer in the 
affirmative. The women’s magazines 
will unquestionably back American 
styles if the ‘revolution’ comes, and 
right here it might be said that no 
one watches the American style maga- 
zines more closely for ideas ‘today than 
the French couturiers themselves. 

“That the leading retailers of the 
country would stand behind American 
styles is shown by the attitude of the 
National Garment Retailers of Amer- 
ica, which embraces in its membership 
practically every important store and 
specialty shop in the country that han- 
dies ready-to-wear appare] for women. 
New styles are he lifeblood of these 
stores and shops, and they are ready 
to get behind any independent move- 
ment that can fulfill the promise of 
such, styles. 

*In concluding I should like to say 
that the question of new styles strikes 
even deeper than the detrimental effect 
of the lack of them on the. apparel 
manufacturers and retailers. The tex- 
tile manufacturers are also in an un- 
certain position because iration 
from Paris has so long been lacking, 
and a radical departure from the fab- 
rics that have been in use during the 
last several seasons would undoubtedly 
find great favor with them. Of course,

Seventieth Anniversary Mad by a 
Local House Last Week. 
During the past week, Rothschild 
Brothers & Co., 1,115 Broadway, cele- 
brated their seventieth anniversary in 
business. The firm, which is the oldest 
general button ¢oncérn in this country, 
was established by Ludwig Rothschild 
in August, 1857, with offices on lower 
Broadway. At present L. H. Roths- 

child heads the business.

Mexican Business Depressed. 
Business in Mexico continues de- 
pressed.

An agreement has been reached re- 
garding the construction and equipment 
of a modern cold storage plant at Hali- 
fax, to cost about $2,250,000, with a 
capacity of 1,000,000 cubic feet. The

Gold Standard In India. 

The Indian Legislature adjourned on 
March 28, after referring the gold bul- 
lion standard bill to the joint com- 
mittee, and it is now probable that no 


definite action will be taken in this im- 
portant matter before September. 


To Retaliate on Anti-Dumping. 

The German Government is also re- 
ported as preparing anti-dumping legis- 
lation to be applied to those coun- 
tries enforcing anti-dumping provisions 
against German goods. This would ap- 
parently include the United States, 
Great Britian and its Dominions, as 
well as certain Continental countries 
that have been benefiting from ex- 
change dumping. 


North African Ore Deposits. 
The large ore deposits in North Afri- 
ca recently purchased by the Gringes- 
burg Company of Stockholm and 
Miller & Co. of The Hague will be 
financed by the former through a new 
issue’ of shares. It has been asserted 
that the iron content of these deposits 
is about 55 per cent. There is a good 
demand for this high-grade iron in 

Europe and in the United States. 


French Pig-Iron Output. 

The production of pig iron during 
February showed a further decline of 
716,000 metric tons, while the produc- 
tion.of steel. ingots and. castings fell to 
628,000 metric tons. The number of 
blast furnaces operating on March 1 
was 146; thirty-five were ready to op- 
erate, and thirty-séven wre under con- 
struction or repair. 


American Use of Chile Copper. 

The United States again was the best 
consumer of Chilean refined copper: in 
1926, taking 59,564 tons, out of the 96,- 
614 tons produced in the Chuquicamata 
district. Germany was second in pur- 
chases. .Practically ‘all of the mineral 
ores from this district go to the United 
States, one leading dealer estimating 
that the;proportion is 95.per cent.

Japanese Textile Competition. 

Keen competition from Japan in the 
principal import market of Netherlands 
India is emphasized by figures of tex- 
tile imports recently released. In the 
imports of cotton goods in 1926 Japan 
made marked advances in all classes 
except white goods. Imports of yarns 
from Japan exceeded the combined im- 
ports from the Netherlands, Great Bri- 
tain and India. In other lines Japa- 
nese goods doubled their chief com- 
petitors’ contributions. 


India’s Railway Construction. 

The railway construction program of 
India for the fiscal year 1927-28 will 
involve a total expenditure of 146,660,- 
000 rupees (the value of rupee is $.036) 
for commercial lines, but it has been 
thought necessary to provide only 74,- 
100,000 rupees for this work at present, 
according to Consul William L. Jen- 
kins, Calcutta. The program includes 
forty-eight lines, covering 1,813 miles 
which are already in process of con- 
struction and fifty-one new lines ex- 
tending 2,827 miles. It is hoped that 
900 miles of new construction may be 
opened in 1927-28. 


Drop in German Toy Exports. 

Germany’s toy exports in 1926 showed 
a further decrease; 39,902 metric tons, 
with a value of $25,159,524, were ship- 
ped during the year, according to fig- 
ures recently published by the Ger- 
man Government. As compared with 
the previous. year this export repre- 
sents a decline in value of 5 per cent. 
The quantity was 7 per cent. smaller 
than in 1925 and almost 30 per cent less 
than in 1913. The average value per 
ton has risen steadily from $540 in 
1923 to $630 in 1926. 


For Polish Grain Elevators. 

The commission which was appointed 
by the Polish Government in 1926 to in- 
vestigate the advisability of construct- 
ing grain elevators in various parts of 
the country has now concluded its in- 
vestigations and presented a plan for 
the establishment of elevators and 
granaries to meet the present needs 
of Poland, according to Consul Walter 
A, Leonard, Warsaw. The total cost 
of the construction contemplated is es- 
timated at $60,000,000 zlotys ($6,708,000 
at the average rate of $0.1118 for 1926).

Hamburg’s incoming and outgoing 
ocean- tonnage during the calendar year 
1926 broke all previous. records.

VOLUME OF SALES IS 





This Is the Case if It Is Gained 
by a Loss in the Net Profits 


of a Store. 


In the race for large-volume turn- 
over many stores have forgotten their 
real goal is net profit, according to a 
prominent retail e:ccutive here. The 
desire of such retailers is to have the 
“largest store in town,” he said, but 
this is achieved at the expense of 
profits. “Sales volume is necessary,” 
he went on, “but many retailers have 
gone off on a tangent in dealing with 
the \question. In the building stage 
the securing of volume is essential and, 
in fact, of prime tmportancé, but if 
a store is already well established too 
high a price can be paid for great vol- 
ume. With it a saturation point has 
been attained. 

“When that point is reached it is 
necessary to take steps to solidify the 
turnover, that is, to make sure it is 
not transient by reducing the floating 
sales volume. The aim should be to 
build up the institutional side of the 
store as much as possible by enlarging 
the number of loyal and steady ‘re- 
peat’ customers. 

“In the building up of huge sales 
volume many stores have made foot- 
balls out of several departments. No- 
tions is one of these d ments. 
Tests show that a very s percent- 
age of these departments feed others in 
the store. Customers are not now 
brought into other departments by 
notion or toilet goods sales. These 
departments no longer serve a football 
purpose and the retailer should try to 
get as much volume in these depart- 
ments only in proportion to the net 
profits as can be obtained. 

“This means the elimination or reduc- 
tion of the ‘give-away’ sales in which 
bait is offered to customers, The re- 
tailer is also getting away in many in- 
stances from branded items and is sub- 
stituting store brands, which he ad- 
vertises and merchandises as his own. 

In these departments the conserva- 
‘tion of expense in order to make them 
yield a net profit is also: important. 
The cost. of delivery: per iter in no-

JAMAICA ABSORBING 
NEAR-BY SUBURBS 


Residential and Business Growth 
Indicated by Steady Advance 
in Land Values. 


Land in Jamaica is rapidly rising in 
value, as was indicated last week 
when negotiatidns were under way for 
property at $7,000 a front foot, stated 
Benjamin A. Guy, President of the 
Stewart Development Company, last 
week. 

“Jamaica is the heart of Long Is- 
land,”’ explained Mr. Guy, ‘‘from which 
the railroads and automobile highways 
lead. It.is the fourth largest railroad 
transfer point in the world, and prac- 
tically every train which passes to the 
centre and south side of Long Island 
stops at Jamaica, the neck of the 
bottle. 

“Fifteen or twenty years ago Brook- 
lyn and the Bronx were, like Jamaica, 
mostly suburbs. Brooklyn was incor- 
porated as a village in 1816. In 1834 
it became a city. As population in- 
creased, due to the large influx from 
foreign countries, New York City was 
forced to expand. Brooklyn: absorbed 
all the suburbs until, in 1896, it com- 
prised all of Kings County. It became 
a borough of New York Jan. 1, 1898. 

“While the five boroughs were all 
part of the city, four of them were 
sparsely settled. Land was not bought 
by the front foot. Brooklyn was still 
covered witn tarms and grazing pas- 
tures. At.that time land was not 
bought in Brooklyn for investment. 
Buyers could not see twenty years into 
the future. They had no precedent, 
as Long Island dealers have today. 

“Borough Park was settled by peo- 

le of German and Russian origin. 
Today that section is a beehive and 
has no empty lots for development. 
Coney Island is no longer a develop- 
ment. Neither are Bensonhurst, Ca- 
narsie and Kensington. 

“The extension of rapid transit lines 
bore a large part in the growth of the 
Bronx and Brooklyn. The five-cent 
fare had the magical effect of induc- 
ing the business man and his family 
to live away from the business centre. 

“Queens has been the most lanz> id 
of the boroughs, with the possible ex- 
ception of Richmond. But at last it 
came to life. Now it is blazing a trail 
of development. Jamaica is experi- 
encing a repetition of Brooklyn's his- 
tory. Hillside, Queens Village, Queens- 
Hiliside, Bellerose and Floral Park, 
which were counted suburbs of Ja- 
maica, are now being absorbed into 
Jamaica proper.’’

"Port Authority, in Petition to 
Estimate Board, Asks Approval 
of Fort Lee Plans. 


CHANGE WOULD BE COSTLY Fort W. 


Promises Land Gift Equivalent to 
Area to Be Taken From Fort 
Washington Park. 


In answer to the objection raised 
last Thursday by J. P. Burgeman, City 
Landscape Engineer, at a public hear- 
ing before the Board of Estimate, the 
Port of New York Authority has filed 
with that body a petition urging that 
it be permitted to proceed with con- 
struction of the Manhattan anchorage 
for the Hudson River bridge within 
the limits of Fort Washington Park 
in accordance with the plans perfected 
by its engineers. 

The Port Authority: emphasizes its 
intention to dedicate to New York for 
park purposes land equivalent to that 
which will be occupied by the New 
York anchorage, which will be about 
1.3 acres. The Port Authority petition 
then says: 

‘We would respectfully urge that 
the board consent to the construc- 
tion of the bridge on the line fixed by 
the engineers of the Port Authority 
and to the ‘location of the Manhattan 
pier or tower and the Manhattan 
anchorage in Fort Washington Park, 
as is indicated on said plans, without 
prejudice to the terms and conditions 
which the city may require for its 
consent to the use of park property 
or for any lands that the Port Author- 
ity may require from the city.” 


Submits Reasons for Plans. 


The Port Authority also submitted 
information on the Manhattan ap- 
proach plans. An outline of its argu- 
ment follows: 

“The Port Authority, as agent for 
the States.of New York and New Jer- 
sey, has been directed to build a bridge 
over the Hudson River between 170th 
and 185th Streets in the Borough of 
Manhattan, and a point opposite in the 
Borough of Fort Lee, New Jersey. 

“The Port Authority has determined 
that it is practicable to build a bridge 
within the territorial limits prescribed 
and that the project is economically 
feasible. 

“Preliminary design plans for the 
bridge have been prepared and the 
size, type and location of the structure 
tentatively determined upon. Initial 
financing has been provided for by 
the. two States agreeing each to ad- 
vance $5,000,000 in aid of construction, 
and the sale of Port Authority bonds 
im the amount of $20,000,000. _

Cecil. B. De Mille’s Picture of the Life of 
Christ Isan Impressive Piece of Work — 


¢ ‘By MORDAUNT HALL. 
ECIL B. DE MILLE’S new film, 
“The King of Kings,” is. one of 
those rare pictures that stand 
’ the test of studying. It can be 
@een several times and always appre- 
Ciated, despite the fact that you may 
mot agree with the way in which Mr. 
De Mille portrays the agonizing details 
of the Crucifixion, and that you, may 
not see eye to eye with him in. leading 
up to the story of ‘Jesus of’ Nazareth 
by first showing the tempestuous 
Mary Magdalene in her marble halls. 
Mr. De Mille’s work in this. initial 
chapter in colors is. thoroughly after 
his own familiar style, while the en- 
suing chapters concerned with Christ 
are set forth with true imagination 
and reverence for his subject. In the 
first part of “The Ten Command- 
ments," Mr. De Mille made a biblical 
spectacle ‘that will, go down in screen 
history, but that film ‘suffered as a 
whole because ‘of the second half of 
the ‘subject—the’ modernized story. 
This current offering is far’ finer, 
in spite of the accentuated points, ‘and, 
regarding some’ of’ the sceties ofthe 
Crucifixion, Mr. De, Mille may argue 
that old masters did not restrain 
themselves in their paintings” and 
therefore why .showld' he’ in ‘this pic- 
torial achievement? 

Mr. De Mille does obtain an effec- 
tive: contrast by first» depicting the 
scenes of revelry.in:Mary Magdalene’s 
abode. ‘He:shows this woman ‘fondling 
a leopard and driving zebras attached 
to her chariot.:- A;cat/and several 
swans are also seen in the: spacious 
dwelling.

Remarkable Acting. 

The introduction of Jesus is brought 
about in an inspired fashion—through 
the eyes of a little blind girl ‘as she 
gradually recovers her sight. This is 
pictured with marked artistry and it 
helps to soften the shock of the pres- 
ence of the man selected to imperson- 
ate the Saviour. At the same time, 
with all the halo of light and other 
camera éffects resorted to ‘before the 
face ‘of Christ’ is ‘depicted on the 
gcreen, oné ‘does experiénce ‘a touch 
of resentment, for despite the earnest- 
néss on H.'B. Warner's countenance, 
he does not appeal to'one ‘as the gen-

‘It’ is’ a mistake not ‘to leave 
something to the iniagination, and 
therefore when Mr. D. Mille shows the 
three crosses one ‘hopes that he won't 
bring them’ closer. ~ This director, how- 
ever, persists, in--reproducing all the 
suffering,-even to showing the centu- 
rion plunging his spear into Christ's 
side.--The “harrowing march to Cal- 
vary. is extraordinarily: well filmed, but 
there are quite a.number.of scenes 
with .which: Mr.. De .Mille: might. dis- 
pense, .The. Resurrection sequence is 
really marvelous, with beautiful .com- 
position. , 

While one, may.«disagree with some 
of the ideas Mr, De Mille has intro- 
duced in this subject, one is impelled. to 
admire the. direction,: the acting, the 
costumés and the.careful attention to 
every, detail. It:is a filr. that begets 
reverence., It: is inspiring: in, many 
scenes, . This .director.. has .taken. a 
number of persons and endeavored. to 
elicit from themmarked . characteris- 
tics in a gentle fashjon.: There are the 
gratitude and. affection. of .the: boy 
Mark, .the untold; joy of : the. little 
blind. .girl,: the..anguish. of: Peter. af- 
ter he had denied his Master .thrice, 
the. disturbed ‘state of. mind-of Pilate 
when . hoping , that. the. throng. will 
choose the freedom. of Christ : instead 
of .Barabbas, ~the .dejection: of Judas 
and the courageous sympathy of.

CHOPIN’S PARENTAGE. 

Proof of the fact that the father of 
Frederic Chopin was born in France 
is found by M. A. Evrard, curé of 
Zaronval and Marainyille (Vosges), 
France. An account of his researches 
into the family history of. the com- 
poser appears in the March issue of 
“La Revue Pleyel,’ including a fac- 
simile copy of the birth certificate of 
Nicolas Chopin and a picture, of the 
house where he lived until his depar- 
ture for Poland in 1787. It is said] 
\that a document bearing the date of 
Jan; 1t, 1826, tells of a heritage 
shared Datireeh Anne and Marguerite 
Chopin, which adds; “On n'y. parie|, 
nullement de Nicolas et on ne songe 
pas A lui faire une part.” It would 
seem that the assumption was that 
Nicolas was dedd, although it is not 
clear why he separated from his fam- 
ily, which was in comfortable cir- 
cumstances. . Further details of the 
discoveries ot the curé are awaited 
with interest, since they naturally 
have an important bearing on the 
claim of France to a share of the 
great composer's fame. —

This mingling of groups 
from. different parts of the United 
States, assembled for purposes of 
musical interpretation, is in itself one 
of the most important aspects of the 
work of the intercollegiate giee club 
organization, and is certain to make 
for community of artistic interests the 
country over. 

May a listener not a university 
graduate add a paragraph to the many 
words of criticism uttered in the past 
against the inferior quality of most 
American college songs? The con- 
testants on March 12 sang (1) a song 
of their own choice, (2) their college 
song, (3) a song selected for competi- 
tive performance. For one good col- 
lege song there were half a dozen ex- 
tremely poor ones. 


A. good college song is a hard thing 
to secure. Some of our universities 
have offered substantial prizes to any 
one, in or outside the-university, who 
composed a song to express student 
feeling and university traditions. Even 
so, the good songs that materialize are 
few.; Still fewer: of the: good ones are 
of recent origination, .Many colleges 
have no song at all which has gotten 
into. the ears. and the ‘blood of the 
students, It seems rather strange that 
this should be so, when the opportu- 
nities in this direction are so inviting. 
It is easy to see why a college man to 
whom music is only’a side issue at the 
most would find himself short of 
technic ‘as well as intelligible musical 
ideas for such a purpose, but there are 
many college men who make music a 
profession, who become alumni, and 
in whom college memories and feelings 
should be strong. Nor is knowledge of 
musical technic necessarily a condition 
for the creation of a college song. The 
composer of the ‘‘Marseillaise” .was a 
very poor technician, but he has writ- 
ten a song that shook the world. .Also, 
a good student song is a simple one; 
the conception of a text and a melody 
appropriate to it is by no means a 
matter reserved for the practicing mu- 
sician,

ITALY’S TREASURE-TROVE. 





HIE discovery of very valuable 

manuseripts of eighteenth cen- 

tury music in a convent near 

Casale, not far from Turin, 
grows in importance with examination 
of the material. 

There are found to be ninety-three 
manuscripts in all—forty-three operas 
(twelve by Vivaldi, two by Stradella, 
one by Traetti); twenty-two vocal 
and chamber-music pieces; twenty- 
two instrumentel works; five orato- 
rios; five treatises on music by Gluck, 
Philidor, Pergolesf and Rameau. The 
Italian State has acquired the library, 
consisting of many important vol- 
umes...The Turin. collection is. said to 
reveal the debt that Bach owes to the 
Italian composer Vivaldi in a series 
of unpublished and autographed 
works. The London Post. said: “Now 
that the Italian State has acquired 
the library, its romantic history can 
be revealed. The treasure lay for 
long in the archives of a convent near 
Casale, in which it was placed for 
safe keeping pending the settlement 
of a succession dispute. But the 
claimants’at length died out, and the 
hoard was acquired by a person who, 
while guessing the value, was incom- 
petent to gauge it. 

“Rumors of the existence of such 
manuscripts were whispered in Turin, 
but even after the authorities had 
beén in touch with the owner the fact 
of the find was kept secret pending 
an expert examination. Professor Al- 
bert Gentili of the chair of the his- 
tory of music in the University of 
Turin studiéd the library for several 
montis prior to its purchase by Signor 
Foa for presentation to the State. 

“In an interview Professor Gentili 
was, reticent, in the absence of the 
Superintendent of Piedmont Libraries, 
his ‘fellow-worker. in acquiring and 
studying the Turin treasure, who is 
now in Rome reporting: details to the 
Government. Professor; Gentili, nev- 
ertheless, confirmed in full the impor. 
tance of the library, adding that never 
had there been such a surprise dis- 
covery in the history of music. In 
addition to the Iist already tele- 
graphed, Professor Gentili said that 
there had also been found an oratorio 
by. Galuppi and an opera by Traetti. 





“Concerning the sixteenth century 
lute music, Professor Gentili said that 
it would .constitute a revelation for 
students, as it was not scored with 
notes, but was marked with conven- 
tional signs. He concluded that the 
material constituted a moat valuable 
element, not only as music—much of 
it of searching beauty—and as a con- 
tribution to the history of the devel- 
opment of music, but also from the 
point of view of paleography and the 
ancient musical system of markings. 

“Another expert sald: “The sixteenth 
century... manuscript. discovery at 


‘Turin will be as the Rosetta Stone to 


medieval music. The eighteenth cen- 
tury works will show as never be- 
fore the scaffolding which carries mod- 
ern music as its superstructure.’”

RE-EDITING MONTEVERDE 





N an interview appearing in the 
Giornale d'Italia, G. Francesco 
Malipiero gives detailed news of the 

progress being made on the monumen- 
tal task he has assumed of preparing 


i} authentic editions of the complete 


works of Monteverde, of whom he is 
an impassioned, almost reverent ad- 
mirer. This fact alone, says Mali- 
plero, should. convince the public who 
find themselves confused when con- 
fronted with the synthetism of his 
own works that, far from renouncing 
the past, no composer more than him- 
self has and is saturating himself in 
the music of Italy's golden centuries, 
interrupted by the “morbus melodra- 
maticus” of the Ottocento. In the soli- 
tude of Asolo, near Venice, Malipiero 
is laying stone upon stone in this great 
work, 

The purpose is to procure a Monte- 
verdean edition which shall be not 
only complete but scrupulously faith- 
ful, as contrasted with the liber- 
ties hitherto taken with the manu- 
scripts by publishers and revisers, 
both Italian and foreign. -It seems 
unbelievable that..no support was 
found in Italy for this worthy enter- 
prise, but such is the fact. The edi- 
torial machinery of the .country re- 
mains too much absorbed in current 
opera, and the necessary support had 
to be found in .an. Anglo-Saxon 
Maecenas. 

The ordinary edition will consist of 
250 numbered copies only; one of 
which will be. given free to every 
musical library in Italy. ‘From, the 
sale of the remainder and from the 
proceeds. of a. limited dé luxe. edition, 
to be printed at.the rate of two vol- 
umes a year im a total of ten

‘The proof of 
the fallacy of this policy, says the 
composer, is that foreign publishers 
buy up the production of young Italy 
and that foreign audiences gladly 
listen to it. The result is that Italy 
remains a bourgeois province as .far 
as modern lyric art is concerned. He 
believes, however, that the. remedy 
is largely in the hands of the critics, 
whose duty it is to educate the pub- 
lic to the comprehension ‘of the new 
currents, without favoritisms and 
cliques, since there is room for all 
productive workers. In) conclusion, 
he praised the recent governmental 
provisions calculated to diminish the 
power of the publishers as. arbiters 
of the situation, but believes they 
should be completed by the creation 
of permanent subsidized institutions 
such ase the Augusteo,- no less than 
the State opera houses, in. which it 
shall be obligatory to produce a cer- 
tain number’ of new “works” each sea+ 
son under proper guarantees of ar- 
tistic perfection.

But row came one of 
those miracles no one could have pre- 
dicted. The Virginis enumeration in-| 
cluded certain dats collected in 1782 
and 1784, “Joseph Hanks, white, with 
a family of eleven, was in Hampshire 
County, Va., in the new section on 
Patterson's Creek,’ in 1782, and was 
gone in 1784." 

In that, enumeration there was no 
division ‘ag to age or sex. But here 
were Joseph and Ann Hanks and their 
nine children a huhdred miles away 
fromi where anybody had ever imag- 
ined they had éver been. 

‘io =! Removed to Kentucky. 
~¥ then’ wrote to the ‘Clerk of Hamp- 
shire” Cotinty for’ records’ and could 
find ‘only ‘two. Joseph Hanks had a 
good title to his land, albeit the land 
was not paid for‘in full, and he mort- 
gaged his farm in- March, 1784, for a 
pitiful sum,’ paid by a thrifty Pentsy!- 
vahia German neighbor, Peter Put- 
mati, ‘atid’ the whole Hanks’ family 
hastened away ‘to’ Kentticky.

Laboratories of Science. 


Scientists have found the national 
parks, one after another, rich fields 
for endeavor, whether with whisk 
brooms among the. habitations of cliff 
dwellers or with magnifying glasses 
among twisted strata. More recently 
schools and colleges have used them 
as laboratories. 

The National Park Service has em- 
barked on a more comprehensive edu- 
cational .program, however, than is 
involved in cooperation with these 
groups. As visitors have tended to 
extend’ their stay, often camping in 
the parks for weeks at a time; pop- 
ular demand has arisen to know the 
whys of unusual formations; to learn 
the names of flowers and animals and 
birds. And in response the National 
Park Service has undertaken to set 
forth ‘nature’s textbook in terms the 
average man can understand. 

Bulletin boards at the various stop- 
ping places speak to the tourists in 
a different manner than that of ten 
years ago. They invite him to hike

serious persecution; withofficial pro- 
scription, were the consequence ‘of! the 
third... Since. 1844, when the Emperor 
Tao Kwang issued a ‘rescript) again 
permitting Christian activity and. wor- 
ship, the number of ‘missionaries from 
meany ‘lands to ‘China’ has increased’ 
steadily until today, when, almost like 
a flash of ‘Ughtning, the: movement 
has been “made: to face a group’ of 
Perplexities ‘ so confusing, ‘so: almost 
ovérwhelming, as almost to appear ‘to 
threaten its life. 

Scores of missionaries havé left Chi- 
ma ‘hastily. since the first of the year. 
Hundreds moré are at concentration 
points, Shanghai, ‘Tientsin, Tsingtao, 
and elsewhere. ‘Many schools, ‘hos-: 
pitals:and churches are closed: True, 
large missionary“ boards ‘like the Pres- 
byterian arinounce that only the ‘mer- 
est "handful ‘of their 572 workers have 
actually resigned from the’ board’s ser- 
vice. Some are ‘coming’ home’ ‘on fur- 
lough, others are beitig transferred ‘to 
near-by fields such as Japan,* Siam or 
Korea, for temporary ‘activity’ there. 
But for them, as well as for numibers 
of other ‘societies, both Protestant and 
Roman” Catholic, there has come a 
clear recognition that miurch disorgani- 
zation “has occurred and that it may 
be long before resumption’ of work be-

The question of whether the Swiss 
flag will shortly be seen on the high 
seas may be reopened. To date, how- 
ever, the mercantile marine consists 
only of tugs and barges. ‘These do not 
operate, as a rule, beyond Rotterdam, 
although a few trips to England are 
made. 

Along the 545-mile course between 
Basie and” Rotterdam the Rhine “has 
been dredged and deepened to accom- 
modate large vessels.--In the two 
years preceding the World War ap- 
proximately .100,000 tons. of .. goods 
were shipped. over this route. . Since 
the war this waterway has been used 
more.extensively, .as shown, by the 
new. warehouses and docking facilities, 
Coal. from. the Ruhr,and grain from 
Canada and the United.

Women Bent on Ruling. 


The events, though sensational, have} 
a come as & surprise. In Octo- 
ber, 1924, Stanley Baldwin, then, 
fighting a general election, declared re- 
peatedly that ‘‘the Unionist Party ‘is 
in favor of equal political rights for 
men and women,’’ and he applied this 
principle to the franchise. But despite 
these pledges the final surrender, now 
announced, met with a desperate re- 
aistance in the Cabinet, led by Lord 
Birkenhead and Winston Churchill, 
who, with a gallant group of domes- 
ticities, argued that the place of a 
woman is in the home, 

Indeed, the situation, thus devel- 
eped, has justified the forebodings of 
the anti-suffragists. . Their’ argument 
bas always been that .wherever a‘ wo- 
man is admitted she -will rule. -Qnce 
give the vote to some. women. and 
their sisters will not be happy until 
they also get it. It is,enédvigh‘ to, say 
that Lord Birkenhead and Winston 
Churchill, being mere men, could be 
gafely ignored. What Stanley Baldwin 
had to consider was the hard fate of 
@ Liberal Government, fifteen years 
ego, when subjected to the interrup- 
tions, the insults and the missiles of 
the militant suffragettes. The Prime 
Minister. decided, bravely, to be wise 
in time, 

In its deeper sign. »,, the story 
of the suffrage is the story of woman 
herself; her emancipation, her ‘enno- 
blement, her acceptance of respon- 
sibility. As long ago as 1647 Mar- 
garet Brent, the executrix of Lord 
Baltimore, claimed the right to sit in 
the Assembly of Maryland. And Abi- 
gail, wife of John Adams, with Mercy 
Otis Warren and Hannah LeéCorbin, 
at a later date, demanded direct rep- 
resentation as taxpayers. In’ the 
United States the movement began to 
be organized about the year 1848. In- 
dividual States granted the suffrage, 
and in 1919 an amendment to the 
Constitution enfranchised wonien’. 
throughout the Union. 


Rise of British Suffragism. ° 


In Great Britain the earliest known 
handbill favoring the suffrage is 
dated 1847. In 1857 Anne Kent, a 
Quakeress of Chelmsford, organized 
the Sheffield Female Political Associa-. 
tion and Mrs. John Stuart Mill advo- 
cated the suffrage in print. As cat- 
didate for Westminster in 1865, John 
Stuart Mill included the suffrage in 
his election address. In 1867 the first 
petition favoring the reform was pre- 
Gented by him to Parliament. 

In 1870 a women’s suffrage bill, in- 
troduced by John Bright’s brother, 
Jacob, received a second reading) in 


the House of Commons, ee ed

Tristan, in spite of its isolation and 
loneliness, is so dear to the islanders 
that they have stoutly resisted every 
effort to transport them to South 
Africa, where :the Union Government 
offers them farm land and finances to 
start life anew. Apparently, nothing 
short of coercion would induce many 
of the islanders to exchange their 
ocean home for one on the mainland. 


Visitors in Whaling Days. 


Many an American sailing ship, 
taking advantage of the trade winds 
to round Cape of Good Hope, has 
come to grief on its lava base. The as- 
pect of the place is forbidding. The 
noise of the surf along the rocky para- 
pets is deafening. White foam rushes

Racing promises to have a bigger 
year than ever. It will benefit from 
the same general increase of interest 
in sport that baseball has already dem- 
onstrated ig abroad in the land, ‘To- 
morrow’s opening will be the hegin- 
ning of six months of the sport around 
New York this season, winding up on 
Nov. 3 at the Empire City track, 
which is perched on a hilltop near 
Yonkers.

About 3,000 horses, representing 500 
owners, are now in training here. It 
requires a‘ small army of men to train 
and race these thoroughbreds., There 
are 300 trainers and 150 jockeys. and

track Humbering approximately 2,000, 

Nearly $2,250,000 will-be distributed 
by the ‘various New York associations 
in purse money during the. season, 
which will be a larger sum than any 
other State will yield in the course of 
the year: Many of the stakes to be 
run are highly valuable, the richest 
plum ‘of all being the Futurity, a dash 
of almost seven furlongs for two-year- 
olds, which will be decided in the Fall 
at Belmont Park. -It will be worth 
$65,000. There will be two other races 
in the $50,000 class, one of them being 
the Hopeful Stakes to be rum in Au- 
gust at Saratoga:Springs, which is for 
two-year-olds: at six and one-half fur- 
longs, and the other the Belmont 
Stakes; a gruelling race of a mile and 
a half for three-year-olds, to be de- 
cided at Belmont Park in June. 

It is now. almost. certain that New 
York turf followers will see a steeple- 
chase in the Fall worth nearly $50,000 
over a course of three miles, which 
will be the first step toward establish- 
ing a race in this country that will 
rival the celebrated Grand National 
Steeplechase in England. The Apple- 
ton Memorial and the Brook Cup, each 
worth $10,000, are the two most valu- 
able steeplechases definitely listed, 
however, for the regular season. The 
Fall meet of the United Hunts in No- 
vember, which is a chaser to the regu-

Of the 3,643 miles of surfaced Feder- 
al-aid road brought to completion in 
the six months’ period preceding Feb. 
1, 1927, approximately half had 18- 
foot surfacing. Eight hundred and 
thirty-one miles were less than 18 
feet wide, 1,809 miles were of 18-foot 
width, 900 miles were between 19 and 


24 feet wide, 79 miles between 25 and 


30 feet wide, and there were 24 miles 
of unusual construction not included 
in this classification. 

“There is also a trend toward wider 
shoulders on rural highways,” says 
the report. “On any main route the 
entire surface is needed to accommo- 
date moving traffic. Even where traf- 
fic is light a vehicle parked on any 
pertion of a surface designed to ac- 
commodate two lanes of traffic con- 
stitutes an element of danger, and if 
such parking is on a location with re- 
stricted sight distance the danger is a 
serious one.

FARM SCHOOL 





Wo the Editor of The New York Times: 

I attended the Lewis L. Clarke 
Yuncheon yesterday at the Bankers’ 
Club to the Executive Committee of 
the National Farm School, upon which 
eccasion Mr. Clarke announced allot- 
ments by industries of nearly one mil- 
lion dollars of the five millions which 
the school expects to raise for its ex- 
pansion project. “34 

What impresses me iene’ fhost about 
the National Farm School isthe very 
practical plan which it has worked -on 
successfully for thirty years, namely, 
they are not educating the students 
out of their réles—a’ system which our 
other schools, as ‘well as universities, 
would do well to emulate.” 

I had ‘a talk with the head of a 
prominent school of mining recently. 
He and I disagree’ very definitely on 
the curriculum of that school. He 
maintains it should: keep.up its high 
scientific standafds, and what I want 
is good men to help.me. dig metals so 
I can sell them profitably, and I can- 
mot get the men. ; 

I have been in the mining business 
for some thirty years, and have em- 
ployed a great many graduates ef min- 
ing schools. I am sorry to say that 
they all had to be taught mining when 
Z got them—I mean practical mining. 
Whey had lots of mineralogy, but they 
did nét know anything about digging, 
and there has been but little change 
im the curriculum of mining schools 
during the last thirty ‘years thet ow 
wemedied that defect. “ 

Now my two sons are farmers. One 
et them ‘has been farmer for about 
geven Years and the other has turned 
to farming only Trecentl .in order to 
help his’ brother.” “Why?' ‘Because ~I 
could not get ‘any properly . trained. 


to take a mining graduate and find 
you have to teach him how, to roll his 
blankets or sharpen a pick. Now I see 
in this National Farm School a most 
laudable foundation for what I believe 
is a much needed revision of our edu- 
eational system,

with her son. I-said: “Send him to 
the National Farm. School—that is the 
best school of’ the kind In the coun- 
try.” 

“Why,” she said, 
ble institution.”

I feel that way about it. It is a de- 

sirable. place to.put a.boy. "Why? .Be- 
cause he gets a practical education, 
and gets it close to the soil.

1. That the countries emerging from 
‘war would be liberated from the heavy 
tax of pensions, indemnities, &c., and 
thig would aid the general task of re- 
construction. . 


2. The victims of both sides would 

be equally and adequately repaid, thus 
eliminating much of the post-war 
misery and tragedy. 
8. The new tax on standing armies 
‘would tend to restrict armed force to a 
necessary minimum, and so help a 
little toward disarmament. 


The administration of the fund 
‘would; I-think,.present no difficulties, 
in view of the number of delegates and 
functionaries in the League. The con- 
trol of the'.sums would ‘be. assured 
each yearby representatives. of the 
Ministries of Finance of nations par- 
ticipating in the fund.

Many persons seem to think that 
the terms ‘‘Middle’ Ages” and “Dark 
Ages” may be employed interchange- 
ably to refer to the same period of 
history. This is a misconception. The 
term “Dark Ages” refers to a period 
of several hundred years preceding 
the beginning of the eleventh cen- 
tury, a period when the Latin lan- 
guage had ‘become corrupt, when no 
literary works of genius were pro- 
duced, when society had become dis- 
organized, .and irreligion, vice and 
wickedness were - widespread. The 
“Middle Ages” began, roughly speak- 
ing, with the year 1000 A. D., when 
the scholastic philosophy arose, and 
continued ‘until the birth of the Re- 
Naissance and the Reformation. 


be known to posterity as the Age of 
Reason or, perhaps, the Age of Mate- 
Halism or the Age of Machinery. That 
part ‘of posterity which will esteem 
material . prosperity, .and material 
pleasures. will doubtless praise this 
age, just as there are’ not wanting 
those who praise the Middle Ages.

What Americanization will do re- 
mains to be seen, but perhaps it will 
be of some little interest for your 
readers to know where and how the 
carnival, now associated exclusively 
with Mardi Gras or Shrove Tuesday, 
started.

New Orleans is this year celebrating 
the 100th anniversary of its Mardi 
Gras carnival. Mobile, a sister city, 
has célebrated @ carnival season for 
226 \years, and it is undoubtedly a 
fact that all carnivals in the Western 
Hemisphere other than native Indian 
festivals had their origin in Mobile. 
At present there are three cities hav- 
ing genuine Mardi Gras carnivals, 
Mobile, with a six-day celebration and 
some eight or nine parades of mystic 
societies and numerous balls; New Or- 
leans, with a similar celebration, and 
Pensacola, with masking, a parade 
and general festivities only on- the 
Mardi.Gras day; Tuesday. ... 

Mobile was founded-in 1702 by the 
Frenchmen. Ibeville and Bienville, 
sixteen years previous to the founding 
of New Orleans. Settlement was at- 
tempted earlier, but, in one instance 
particularly, all the inhabitants were 
massacred. by Indians on Massacre 
Island, now called Dauphin Island. 
Fort St. Louisde la Mobile was 
founded at Twenty-seven Mile Bluff, 
above the present site on Mobile 
River, in 1702. Aug. 25 was known 
to Bienville’s followers as the Feast 
of St. Louis... This, day..was. adopted

Commission’s Plan Specifies 50- Kilocycle Sepa- 
ration Between Waves—48 Stations Now on 
_ The Air Here—Kilocycles Explained 


Federal Radio Commission 
ts planning to send radio back 
to where. it was in “the good 
old days,” when reception con- 
ditions were ideal and radio fans tuned 
through an ethereal paradise free of 
howls; squawks ‘and squeals. Each 
broadcaster was then 50 kilocycles 
apart. It Wags not necessary to use a 
receiver that would tune as sharp asa 
razor to select a desired program. 

The commission has announced that 
it will insist upon a 50-kilocycle sepa- 
ration between broadcasters in New 
York’ and that the same will apply in 
Chicago. Furthermore, there will be a 
~0-kilocycle gap ‘between the waves ra- 
diated from New York and those sent 
jut from Chieago. ‘The members of the 
sontrol board feel confident that this 
will end the heterodyne howls de- 
scribed by radio fans as .“‘the whistle 
of a peanut stand.” 

The plan is formulated to clear up 
the ethereal congestion around the two 
big cities and in the wide territory be- 
tween the ‘Atlantic seaboard and the 
Mississippi Valley. Programs broad- 
cast from New York and Chicago sta- 
tions have spread over this area, caus- 
‘ing much igterference. Waves have 
interacted and overlapped to produce 
the annoying whistles, and in many 
cases two concerts have arrived simul- 
taneously at one spot on the-dial. 

Some of the New York stations will 
have to “sign off’ or divide time or 
move outside the city limits. There 
are forty-eight broadcasters in the 
metropolitan area. With the 50-kilo- 
cycle plan onl twenty stations can 
operate’ on the broadcasting wave 
band which rangés~between 200 and 
550° meters, or 1,500. to’545. kilocycles. 

Furthermore, half ‘6f ‘the stations in 
New York will be compelled to broad- 
cast on new waves: ‘A drastic split-up 
of time on the. air is:another remedy 
which will:avoid;collision of waves in 
the cohgested artas. “A separation of 
ten kilocycles. will be maintained be- 
tweén other stations epeeBhowt the 
country. 

As many as thrée to four city broad- 
casters maybe asked to share the 
same wave length. It would then be 
up’ to these broadcasters, if they do not 
agree to thé Commission’s idea of how

Radio fans aré' asking why “kilo- 
cycles” are used in reference to waves 
instead of “meters.” The word “kilo- 
cycle” was adopted to describe and 
identify the Hertzian waves, so that 
Stations .may.not only be referred to 
by wave length in meters. but also by 
frequency’ in kilocycles. The\* word 
“kilocycle” is formed by; ;combining 
**kilo;” ‘or: 1,000; with “cycle.” Kilo- 
cycle means 1,000 cycles, generally per 
second. Thus, 511 kilocycles means 
511,000 cycles a second. 

What is a kilocycle? What is meant 
by a station broadcasting on 511 kilo- 
cycles? The frequency of anything is 
the number of times that it occurs 
over and over again in a given period 
of. time. ; A good illustration.is.a clock 
pendulum swinging back and forth 
thirty times a minute. A .ecomplete 
swing from one side to the other and 
back to the starting point,.is one cycle 
of vibration, and it may be said that 
the pendulum swings or vibrates at a 
frequency of thirty cycles a.minute. 

The last key of the piano, high C, 
producés the frequency of 4,006 cycles. 
Persons with normal hearing can hear 
two odctaves higher than the highest 
note of. the piano, or up.to about, 16,- 
000 cycles per second. This frequency 
is’ thus exactly 16 kilocycles per 
second. 

Frequency stated in kilocycles is a 
useful'and accurate measure of a radio 
Wave.’' “Wave length” applies to. the 
waves in space and is a measure. of 
their length in terms of meters, a unit 
of linear measure of the metric sys- 
tem. Frequencies in cycles per sec- 
ond are ‘universally and irrevocably 
tied up with transmitters, waves in 
space, and. the. receiver. If,.the. fre- 
quencies are great enough to be more 
conveniently stated in “thousands. of 
cycles” the frequency may be divided 
by: 1,000 and the’ designation “kilo- 
cycle” used. Since the fundamental 
unit of radio is the speed of light 
(300,000,000. meters per second) and 
tadio’s’ spéed is approximately. the 
same, the: kilocycle designation is*a 
function of tite and’ as’ such. it telis 
of ‘the ‘relation'‘of cértain stations to 
each: other.in, the-broadcast bands.

The’ Second National Radio Copfer- 
ence,, which met in March, 1923, intro- 
duced ‘the’ ‘kilocycle method: of :desig- 
nating radio waves. It has been pointed 
ott by the Biireatt of Standares that 
the idea ‘of kilocycles is simpler: than 
the ‘sound of, the word suggests,: ther 
number of Kilocyeles indicating ° the 
number of thousands of times that the 
alternating, current repeats its flow ‘in 
either direction: in the antenna in one 
second. .The smaller the wave. length, 
in meters, the ‘larger is the frequency 
in-kilocycles, as pointed out above. 

The ..reason . that, kilocycles were 
adopted to replace’ ‘meters is that the’ 
necessary separation in the frequency 
of traismittitig’ stations through ‘the 
‘\broadéast’ bands. must be equal to,’ or 
greater than, a certain amount to pre- 
vent interference.

Atlantic, the conference became more 
popular than ever. The young people

But 
no-one seems to want a cripple as a 
typist.” Dr. Poling ‘sald he was able 
to get a position for this girl, and she 
has proved efficient, 

Another question was mailed in by 
an “uptown mother’ who is wealthy 
and has twin daughters in a finishing 
school. . She. wants her girls to per- 
form some useful work, and is seek- 
ing through Dr. Poling to launch them 
on ‘careers. 

Still another request for help came 
from'a blind man who desired fo learn 
the basket-weaving trade. The con- 
ference gave him the opportunity. 

A familiar type of request comes 
from parents who live in the rural and 
small town districts. - These fathers 
and mothers, when they have chil- 
dren coming to New York, apply to 
Dr. Poling to. introduce them to clubs 
and churches of their own’ faith while 
they are in the city. - Dr. Poling says 
he has received .such requests from 
Catholics and ‘those of Jewish faiths 
as well as from Protestants. 

Up to Feb, .16-of this broadcasting 
Season Dr. Poling has personally dic- 
‘tated 210,000: words in reply to people 
whose ‘quéstions were of such a natiire 
that they could not be answered over 
the radio. This rate, he estimates, is 
the equivatent of writing sixteen 100,- 
000-word novels in a year. 

* Because his Presidency of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor brings Dr. Poling into 
constant contact with the young peo- 
ple of this country, he has been chosen 
as the only one to speak at the. Young 
People’s Conference. Every Sunday 
he tatks for fifteen minutes. Then 
comes @ musical program, after which 
the questions that have been found _ in 
the mail box and those, too, that the 
young people have brought with them, 
dre ‘answered.

UBSTION—Would you. advise run- 
ning: the lead-in and ground wires 
for a radio installation through 
the wall-of a new dwelling during the 
construction work, and have the wires 
terminate at a socket in the baseboard? 
(2) ‘What ‘causes my Radiola. 28 and 
cone loudspeaker, when operated to- 


gether, to give out a vibrating sound 
when tuned to KDKA, especially when 


the controls are advanced slightly?—N. 


Cc. ANSWER—Yes, but run the antenna 
and ground wires at ‘least one foot 


apart in the walls, and terminate them 


in a regular wall-plate provided for that 


purpose, which has the antenna and 
ground connections well separated. (2) 


The effect is probably due to a near-by 


station interfering with the wave from 


KDKA. While receiving KDKA, move 
the tubes around in the different 
sockets of the receiver. Place the/|. 
movable arm terminal, of a 400-ohm 
with the outside ter- 
minals of the potentiometer connected 
across the filament terminals of the 


speaker as far as possible from the set. 
This should prevent any reaction be- 
tween the receiver and loudspeaker. 


QUESTION-—I have a five-tube re- 


ceiver that employs four UV-201-A 


tubes as amplifiers and one UV-200 de- 
tector tube.

(4) Can 
I connect a “C” battery in the power 
stage without changing the wiring of 
the set, and do I need other ‘“‘C”’ bat- 
teries for buttery economy and best re- 
sults? (5) What value of grid-leak 
should be used with the UX-200-A de- 


‘tector tube?7—H. L. B. ANSWER—No; 


the UX-200-A detector tube should 
have a separate 30-ohm rheostat, 
ané ‘the radio frequency amplifiers 
should have one 15-ohm_ rheostat 
connected to control them simultane- 
ously. (2) Yes; install a 6-ohm rheo- 
stat or a 0.5 ampere ballast resistor for 
the individual control of the UX-112 
power tube. Incidentally, a 0.25 am- 
pere ballast may be installed for UX- 
201-A tube in the first audio stage, or 
another 30-ohm rheostat. (3) The ‘‘B”’ 
and “‘C” voltages you cite are correct, 
Provide separate binding posts for the 
extra potentials required. (4) No; open 
the lead running from the F-terminal 
of the last audio transformer secondary 
to the filament circuit; connect the F- 
terminal to the ‘10.5 C—” binding post 
and connect the plus side of the “‘C”’ 
battery to the ““A—” binding post of 
the receiver.

Rickard Deularée It Is Up to 
Public to Decide Champion’s 
Next Opponent. 


RAPS RULING ON DELANEY 


Promoter, However, Sees Way Clear 
to Proceed With Arrangements 
for Dempsey-Paulfno Match. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON, 


New York may have its Gene Tun- 
ney-Jack Dempsey fight this Fall. De- 
nied the privilege of seeing the:e two 
heavyweights battle for the title last 
September because of the cntagonism 
ef the State Athletic Commission 
which forced the battle to Philadel- 
phia, local fans will see a return clash 
between the fighting ex-marine and 
the former champion if the significant 
remarks of Promoter Tex Rickard yes- 
terday are interpreted aright. 

Rickard returned to his desk yes- 
terday burned like a plainsman, feel- 
ing chipper after his vacation and 
ready to pitch into the job of getting 
his- comprehensive Summer fight 
schedule moving smoothly—rather an 
arduous task. The. promoter’s inten- 
tion was to, remain silent. until he 
could familiarize himself with the box- 
ing situation, and his rejoinder to the 
customary “What's new in the heavy- 
weight situation,” was: «‘I’ll cross 
my bridges :when I come to them,” 
But he loosened up with monosyllabic 
responses under a barrage of questions. 

“The talk about New York is that 
you-intend to stage a return Tunney- 
Dempsey bout and that you have the 
men signed right now. Is there any 
truth in this’’ the promoter was asked. 


Decision Rests With Public. 


“1’ll match Tunney and Dempsey 
again,” was the reply. “It’s a good 
bout and would be a great attraction 
right here in New York. But I can’t 
very well see how I can match them 
for a return bout unless Sharkey and 
Maloney are so bad in their coming 
encounter that the public will not sup- 
port either man in ‘a championship 
fight. The public will decide Tunney’s 
next opponent. If either Sharkey or 
Maloney wins impressively and. war- 
rants a title bout, the public will de- 
mand a match between the winner and 
Tunney or a bout in which the winner 
will face Dempsey to determine the 

man to battle Tunney.” 

‘‘What is your view of the State Ath- 
letic Commission’s ruling refusing a 
sanction for a bout »etween Jack De- 
laney and a heavyweight?” was the 
next question. 

“T think it is a ridiculous ruling,’’ 
replied Rickard. ‘I intend to see the 
commission and talk the matter over. 
There is no reason, that I can see, 
why Delaney shvwid not be allowed to 
fight heavyweights. The ruling would 
kill the Delaney-Paulino fight, but 
until I have talked with the commis- 
sion I wilt not abandon that contest. 
I think it can be straightened out sat- 
isfactorily. If the commission refuses 
to rescind of modify its order, I'll have 
to bow to its will. I do not contem- 
plate any court action and know of no 
plans involvin,; such action. 

“In the event that the Delaney-Pauli- 
no bout is forbidden, I may arrange a 
bout between Dempsey and Paulino to 
test the present form and physical 
condition of Dempsey before consider- 
ing Dempsey as an opponent for Tun- 
ney. <A’ match with Paulino would 
bring out everything that Dempsey 
has. If he can’t beat Paulino Demp- 
sey might just as well quit the ring. 


Satisfied Dempsey Will Return. 


“T am satisfied that Dempsey is com- 
ing back to boxing. I expect to hear 
from him within a few days. I was in 
communication with Tunney today be- 
fore he left for Red Bank, and expect 
to see him Monday or Tuesday. By 
that time I will be in a position to 
disclose my plans, contingent on the 
outcome of the Sharkey-Maloney bat- 
tle. Tunney and I have no trouble. 
He is under contract to me and is 
bound by that contract. On the other 
hand, I am similarly obligated. Reports 
of differences between Tunney and 
myself are unworthy of notice, He'll 
defend his title for me against the man 
I select in September, perhaps in New 
York, or, if not here, in some other 
locality where a heavyweight match 
will be welcomed. These things will 
take care of themselves in due time.’’ 

Rickard’s significant remark about 
the likelihood of a return Tunney- 
Dempsey match if the Sharkey-Ma-. 
loney bout fails to come up to expec- 
tations is the first indication the pro- 
moter has given of a plan to rematch 
the present and former champion. It 
lends credence to the impression gen- 
erally prevalent that Rickard has 
planned since last Sept. 23 to <tage an- 
other Tunney-Dempsey battle, regard- 
less of the outcome of the pro- 
moter’s heavyweight elimination series. 
Strengthening the supposition was the 
recent intimation of Tunney that he 
expected sempeey to be his next op- 
ponent, and the champion’s complete 
willinness to meet the former title- 
holder. 


Dempsey Bout Would Draw. — 

His resignation to the probable loss 
of a Delaney-Paulino bout through the 
adverse order of the commission was 
accepted as supporting the belief that 
Rickard, contrary to being unduly ex- 
ercised, is quite pleased... With a De- 
laney-Paulino match out of. the’ way, 
Rickard could look forward to a match 
between Dempsey and Paulino, admit-

A WORLD'S RECORD 


Torres Wins 51-Mile Race From 
Kansas City to Lawrence 
in 6:46:41. 


GIRL COVERS 29 MILES 


Member of Mexican Tribe Runs 
From Topeka-Notre Dame Equals 
World Mark at Relays. 


LAWRENCE, Kan., April 23 (%).— 
José Torres, a little brown Tarahumara 
Indian from the. Sierras of Northern 
Mexico, broke a world’s record which 
has stood since 1882 when he ran fifty- 
one miles from Kansas City to Law- 
rence today in 6 hours 46 minutes 41 
seconds, He beat the time of 7 hours 
49 minutes. and 51 seconds for the 
same distance made by W. C. Davies 
of New York City. 

Torres, Manuel Salido and Tomas 
Zafiro, all Tarahumaras, and Purcell 


Kane, Apache, and Burt Betah, 2 
Navajo, both from Haskell Indian In- 
stitute, started from Kansas City to 
Lawrence, while Lolita and Juanita 
Cazarare, Tarahumara girls, began a 
twenty-nine-mile race from Topeka to 
Lawrence as. a@ special attraction at 
the fifth annual Kansas relays. 

The men runners left the Kansas 
City Athletic Club at 7:27 o’clock this 
morning. The girl runners left the 
Kansas Capitol in Topeka at 9:10 
o'clock. Juanita was ordered into a 
motot car three and. one-half miles 
west of Lawrence and did not finish. 
Lolita’s time for the entire distance 
was 5 hours 37 minutes 45 seconds. 

Kane, the Apache from the Arizona

DOG CLUB OPPOSES 
RABIES VACCINATION 


American Shepherd Organiza- 
tion Against the Proposed 
Compulsory Plan. 











The Shepherd Dog Club of America, 
probably the largest and most active 
breed organization affiliated with the 
American Kennel Club, has gone on 
record as officially opposing the com- 
pulsory vaccination for rabies move- 
ments which are being boomed in va- 
rious States. At the recent regular 
monthly meeting it was moved to send 
to the appropriate committees of the 
State Legislatures of New York and 
New Jersey and any other States con- 
templating these bills copies of the res- 
olution. 

Since the recent rabies scares, which 
the Shepherd Dog Club is inclined to 
attribute to misdirected propaganda, 
the club has made a serious endeavor 
to thoroughly investigate the entire 
subject. The results of this study of 
conditions. past and present have just 
been made public by F. N. Le Baron, 
one of the governors of the club. 

One of the interesting statements 
Baron makes is that the only real re- 
search work done in the United States 
has been by the Pathological Depart- 
ment of the Board of Animal Indus- 
try at Washington. In the experi- 
ments conducted by the Government 
nineteen dogs were vaccinated with 
anti-rabies serum. Eighteen of these 
dogs, together with eight control dogs, 
Were exposed to the virus. Of the 
eighteen vaccinated dogs, sixteen died 
from rabies. Of the eight control dogs 
that had not been vaccinated, one died 


with rabies, one died with enteritis and 
the other six lived.

Last week, in the first half of. the 
challenge match at Philadelphia, Kin- 
sella, who held the title from 1914 to 
1925, when he lost it to Soutar, was 
the winner, triumphing at 6—2, 6—3, 
2—6, 6—0.

There was never much doubt about 
the winner of the match yesterday in 
spite of the fact that it was a close, 
beautifully fought struggte all the way. 
The only time that Kinsella looked to 
be a serious contender was at the very 
outset, when he gained a lead of 2-0 in 
the opening set. After that his cause 
was hopeless until, in the final chap- 
ter, with the score 3-0 against him and 
Soutar attacking with blinding speed 
and mixing up his shots in baffling 
fashion, Kinsella rallied to take three 
games in a row and draw level at 3-all.

HAS INTERESTING HISTORY 


@©nce Leased by John Murray of 
Roman Gardens Fame—Occupies 
Choice Block Front. 


One of Broadway’s oldest apartment 
fandmarks, the Albany, occupying the 
westerly block between Fifty-first and 
Fifty-second . Streets, is destined to 
give way in the very near future 
to a structure more in keeping with 
the value of the plot and the comimer- 
cial needs of the locality. The an- 
nouncement was made a few days ago 
that the property had been leased by 
the John J. Emery-estate of Phila- 
delphia to a syndicate headed by Ward 
Melville for a period of sixty-three 
years and with the understanding 
that the leasing corporation is to tear 
down the building and erect a modern 
structure costing at least $500,000. The 
annual rental for the first twenty-one- 
year period ranges from $115,000 to 
$160,000. eo Cerra. ¢ , 

The Albany was one of the pioneer 
buildings of its kind in that section of 
Broadway, which, just prior to 1876, 
experienced a marked apartment house 
development. The Albany was opened 
in 1875. A writer of the time called it 
“the best house of the kind yet built 
in the city.” It was well constructed, 
with lerge, comfortable rooms, and 
the fact that, despite its age of more 
than fifty yea-s, it has continued to 
be 
dwellers speaks well for the excel- 
lence of its original construction. 

During the time when the Albany 
first attracted the attention of New 
Yorkers to the so-called ‘French flat” 
styl2 of living, several other similar 
houses in the immediate vicinity were 
erected, among them being the New- 
port, Strathmo.e, Adelphi, Lincoln, 
Pecantico, Windsor, Saratoga, Cler- 
mont, Rockingham and the large six- 
story Van Corlear, built by the late 


Ambrose C. Clark in 1878 on the west- 
erly Seventh Avenue block front be- 
tween Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth 
Streets, the site of which is now occu- 

ied by the Park Central apartment 
hotel, nearing completion. 


Several Landmerks Remain. 


Several of these buildings, despite 
the radical changes in that locality, are 
still standing and well ‘o¢cupied with 
tenants, although stores have been 
placed on the ground floors. The old 
Newport is still there, on the southerly 
block front of Fifty-second Street be- 
tween Broadway and Seventh Avenue, 


and also the old Hotel Lincoln, on the 
northeast corner of B way and 
Fifty-second Street, opposite the Al- 
bany, while of slightly later date are 
the Rockingham and Sonama, on the 
easterly Broadway block front between 
Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth Streets. 

The recent lease of the Albany re- 
calls the realty activity of the late 
John L. Murray, who made his name 
and the Roman Gardens Restaurant 
in Forty-second Street famous for 
years prior to prohibition days. About 
fifteen years ago, in 1911, Mr. Murray 
acquired from the Emery estate a long 
term lease of me Senp esr jars 
approximate paymen or e 
teanty-ons years being about $1,200,- 
000. The lease, it was said, repre- 
sented a payment graduated from 
$25,000 for the first years to $75,000 
for the last six years. 

Late in 1911 Mr. Murray sold. his 
lease at a reputed profit of more than 
$250,000 to a Boston syndicate headed 
by Frank Colton. It was announced 
that when the leases expired on May 1, 
1912, the old building was to be ex- 
tensively altered into a large restau- 
rant, with bachelor apartments for the 
three upper floors of the five-story 
building. Morris Tekulsky was treas- 
urer of the corporation and he was to 
Manage the restaurant. 


Emery Estate Regained Control. 


The concern, known as the Albany 
Apartments Corporation, experienced 
financial difficulties owing to the out- 
break in 1914 of the European war and 
mone of the contemplated changes was 
made.

the Albany, its assessed valuation was 
placed at $835,000, but realty experts 
then valued it at about $1,500,000. In 
1915, when the Emery estate got back 
the property, the assessed value was 

’ . year, eleven years 
later, the property was assessed ut 
$1,820,000, of which $1,670,000 represent- 
ed land value. The leasing value also 
has advanced materially, as indicat:d 
by the statement that the new tenants 
will pay from $115,000 to $160,000 during 
the first twenty-one-year term, while 
Mr. Murray was paying for a similar 
term beginning in 1911 from $25,000 to 
$75,000. 

The plot occupied by the Albany is 
an exceptionally choice one for a 
noteworthy improvement in that sec- 
tion. The Broadway frontage is 201.19 
feet, with 108.2 on Fifty-first Street 
and 103.11 on Fifty-second Street. The 
Emery estate also owns the two old ad- 
joining houses at 227 and 229 West 
Fifty-first Street, fronting forty-five 
feet, and these have also been acquired 
under lease by the new tenants for the 
same periods as the Albany at a rental 
for the first term of $12,500 to $15,250. 

In connection with the advancing 
values in that section of Broadway it 
may be interesting to recall that the 
plot on the southeast corner of Fifty- 
fourth Street, later occupied by the 
Windsor Apartment, 101.4 by 73, fect, 
was sold as a vacant lot in 1878 fcr 
$54,500. In 1886 the old Strathmore 
Apartment, on the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Fifty-second Street, was 
sold at auction for $142,000, but the 
buyer objected to the title because it 
stood on a portion of the old Bloo:- 
ingdale Road. 

It was resold under a stipulation that 
no objection should be raised on that 
account, and was purchased by William 
S. Hobart of California for $125,000. 
The Hobart estate retained the prop- 
erty until 1911, when it passed into the 
ownership of George H. Earle Jr. of 
Philadelphia, who Mon shoo its - 
mortgages aggregating ,000. 
was leased in 1915 by Walter J. %al- 
mon and during alterations that year 
the building. collapsed, in December, 
and the present nine-story business 
building was erected in the followiag 
year.

Apartment House Rentals on East Side;

On the east side there are fewer 
apartment houses in course of con- 
struction for occupancy this Fall than 
during the past three years. What- 
ever the cause, says William A. Zieg- 
ler Jr. of the Albert B. Ashforth firm, 
it is interesting to note that there has 
been a gradual falling off in the num- 
ber of buildings. 

“A recent prety says Mr. Ziegler, 
“shows that this Fall there will be but 
twenty-one new apartment. buildings 
available for occupancy on the east 
side. This does not include the co- 
operative buildings. The peer 1926

room suites. There are but. eighteen 
one-room apartments. There are fewer 
suites of the larger and smaller units 
than in some years. 

“In the twenty-seven 1926 buildings 
there were 1,301 apartments with a 
rent roll totaling $5,643,020. These are 
at present nearly 90 per cent. rented, 
the largest number of vacancies being 
found in the eight and nine room 
suites. 

"The thirty buildings opened in 1925 
contained 1,243 apartments, with a 
total rent roll of $5,363,470. The va- 
cancy percentage at the present time 
is only 3.5. 

“Only seven of the twenty-one new 
buildings are to be found on Fifth and 
Park Avenues, the remainder being on 
crosstown streets. The suites in the 
new buildings are being well rented 
and indications point to a smaller per- 
centage of vacancies than last Fall.”

No material decrease in Brooklyn’s 
building program is shown for the 
first fourteen weeks of 1927, ending the 
week of April 16 with building plans 
and alterations filed during that pe- 
riod amounting to $72,399,005, accord- 
ing to a report compiled by the Lev- 
erich Realty Corporation. This is 
$2,972,231 less than for the same four- 
teen-week period of 1926, which totaled 
$75,371,536. 

Both January and February of 1927 
show substantial gains over January 
and February of 1926, while March of 
this year shows a decrease, Building 
plans and alterations for January, 
1927, with a total of $21,230,087, gained 
$2,702,627 over January, 1926, with a 
total of $18,527,460.

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POOR ARCHITECTURE 
LAID TO BUILDERS 


David Tishman Says That False 
Economy Destroys the Archi- 
tect’s Best Efforts. 
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NO LACK OF GOOD TALENT! 


Onty $12,000 Difference Between 
the Cost ef a Beautiful and 
an Ordinary Structure.

In the light of the growing tendency, 

especially noticeable during recent 
years, to erect buildings severely plain 
in design and lacking proper architec- 
tural treatment, it is inevitable that 
there should have grown up a school 
of dissenting opinion as to the beauty 
and fitness of such bufldings in the 
scheme of New York City’s physical 
development. 
“To whom should we attribute this 
condition, which in the minds of many 
thoughtful and influential men, is fast 
approaching a status where it calls for 
earnest consideration? The architect? 
Frankly, I do not believe the responsi- 
bility can be laid at his door. He is 
professionally responsible for the ef- 
fect, but is not personally responsible 
for the cause, 

There are no finer architects in the 
world than those of America. Public 
buildings, churches, cathedrals, private 
residences, hotels, apartment and busi- 


ness buildings are about us*to tell us 
every minute of the day of.the»capa- 
bilities of the architectural profession. 

No one should appreciate-the desire 
and ability of the architect to design 
buildings of beauty as well as useful- 
ness more than the man whose 
business is that of building. In our 
own organization, during a period of 
thirty years we have come to-réalize 
to the full the logic of having the 
architect design buildings that will 
best meet the purpose for which they 
are intended, and at the same time 
stand as monuments to architectural 
taste. It is the inclination and habit 
of mind of the architect to create the 
beautiful, just as it is the intent of 
the owner and builder to erect struc- 
tures that will best meet the needs 
and comply with the standards of 
those who are to use them. Where 
thé result of an architect’s work is re- 
flected in a building that apparently 
indicates a lack of appreciation of the 
place and importance of proper archi- 
tectural treatment, it is probable that 
he was compelled to design a building 
to order not only in its interior plan- 
ning, where the owner is presupposed 
to know what is best, but in its ex- 
terior, where the owner can and too 
often does impose unwise restrictions, 
both physically and financially. 

It costs but little if any more to de- 
sign a building that is pleasing to the 
eye than it does to design one lacking 
proper architecturai treatment. To il- 
lustrate this truth, I might draw a 
comparison between t*e cost figures 
on a fourteen-story building erected in

the style of the all too frequent unre- 
lieved facade. 

This comparison shows that it would 
have cost the builder a matter of only 
$12,000 additional to have produced a 
building that would have been as de- 
sirable architecturally as it is prac- 
tical and well planned. Twelve thou- 
sand dollars,as compared with the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars that the 
completed building cost, makes the dif- 
ference an almost insignificant one. 
But it marks the difference between 
@ building designed to an owner's or- 
ders who thought only in terms of its 
commercial fitness, and a building 
that would have gained considerably 
in its artiftic value had the architect 
been permitted to exercise his artistic 
sense as well as his planning skill. 

The subject of the external architec- 
ture in the. business and residential 
buildings of New York City I believe 
to be of more than passing importance 
to the city at large. The initiative of 
the men who are financing and build- 
ing our modern business and residen- 
tial structures carries with it a re- 
sponsibility to our city as well as to 
our next-door neighbors. We either 
are contributing to New York’s world- 
wide reputation as a metropolis of 
splendid buildings that are at once a 
pleasure to the eye and a- tribute to 
perfection in usefulness and utility, or 
we are erecting buildings that are so 
mediocre in their external physical 
aspects that they are a detriment to 
the city. 

The visitors to our shores never 
cease to marvel at the building line 
of New York City. Whether their ex- 
pressions of opinion come as they 
steam up the be 4 and glimpse 
lower New York, with the Woolworth 
Building, the Singer Tower and the new 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company Building rearing their won- 
derful masses against the. sky, or 
whether their appreciation results 
from a closer inspection of our great 
uptown Park Avenue section, or from 
a drive along Fifth Avenue or River- 
side Drive, it is a fact that this ap- 
preciation is all too often tempered 
with regretful comment that there are 
so many individual buildings that 
stand to disturb the harmony of 
beauty and dignity. 


Matter-of-Fact Acceptance. 

We who live in New York accept our 
city as a matter of course. The mir- 
acles of building during the past dec- 
ade have been so many that the man 
in the street comes and goes with 
bardly more than casual note of the 
structural marvels that are happening 
before his eyes. But each new build- 
ing, whether it is only of neignopor- 


hood importance or whether it is ot 
wider significance, I firmly believe 
should be an expression of good 
architecture. That does not imply ex- 
travagance by any means. It does not 
imply that every building that is 
erected must be a 100 per cent. 
exposition of sor. ‘school of archi- 
tectural thought. It does not mean 
that the owner of a building intended 
for business should be compelled to 
rear a classic temple. 

On the contrary, as one who has 
been so closely identified with the 
building of metropolitan structures, 
residential and business, I believe that 
the owner should have the fullest pos- 
sible sway within the limitations of 
sound building practice, as to the kind 
of a building he may erect; and by the 
same token, he should be held strictly 
to account to erect buildings that will 
be as representative of high standards 
of taste externally as they are exam- 
ples of fitness within their four walls. 

No seeing man who raises his eyes 
above the level of the sidewalks can 
be blind to the all too many examples 
of buildings in important locations that 
are so utterly lacking in architectural 
beauty that they are quite properly 
subject to criticism. Who is to blame? 
The architect? With exceptions, I do 
not believe he is. 

I venture to say that we, as investing 
builders, know perhaps as much as, 
if not more than, the architect, as to 
what the future tenants of the build- 
ings we erect will expect to find in 
them in arrangement and facilities. 
The thousands of people who have 
leased space in our buildings have 
given us an education in what to incor- 
porate or omit in our buildings that 
vei few architects could hope to 
match. But when it comes to the out- 
side of our buildings we defer to our 
architect. 

That is his job, just as it is our job 
as investing builders to meet the re- 
quirements and improve the standards 
of construction expected from us by 
the persons who come to us for space, 
whether for a commercial or manufac- 
turing activity, or space in a Park 
Avenue apartment building. 

We find that the longer we are in 
the building business the more thor- 
oughly ig the desirability and social 
and economic importance of erecting 
structures that are pleasing to the eye 
and complimentary to the best stand- 
ards of our city impressed upon us. 

I believe that as a group builders are 
still too prone to hold the architect 
down to hard and fast rule in so far as 
they relate to short-sighted economy in 
the detalls of his activities; that he is 
still too often compelled to give too 
much consideration to the saving of 
pennies. 
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FREE-LOT SWINDLE 
COMES WITH SPRING 


New Jersey Real Estate Com- 
mission Sounds Warning 
Against Fraud. 


MANY RECENT COMPLAINTS 


Winner Usually Asked to Pay Con- 
veyance Charges and Gets 
Worthless F. operty. 


Attention is being called by the New 
Jersey Real Estate Commission to sev- 
eral development activities in that 
State in which the chief lure to attract 
buyers is the prize of winning a free 
lot. Several complaints have already 
been filed with the State Commission 
by persons who have been unduly in- 
fluenced by these schemes. The names 
of the offending developers have been 


submitted to the commission, together 
with the method followed in disposing 
of the free lots, and investigation is 
now being made under the supervision 
of Chief Investigator John N. Harkins 
of the State Department. 

The so-called ‘‘free lots” are not gifts 
at all, it is stated, but cost $39.50 each, 
or some other small sum, and in the 
majority of cases they prove to be 
more expensive to the winner than the 
actual purchase of a piece of land at 
its market value. The scheme is a 
trap for people of limited means and 
little experience. 

The commission announces that the 
practice of advertising and disposing 
of alleged “free lots’ will be wholly 
eliminated this year, if possible, as a 
concerted effort is being made for that 
purpose, which will save hundreds of 
New Jersey residents not only thou- 
sands of dollars annually but also will 
relieve them from the mental anguish 
which usually accompanies such in- 
vestments. 

The New Jersey Real Estate Com- 
mission is béing assisted in its work 
by the newspapers, chambers of com- 
merce, better business bureaus, State 
Department of Conservation and De- 
velopment, police departments of dif- 
ferent cities and individual real estate 
brokers and local real estate boards 
throughout the State. 


Basis of i'lan Misleading. 


This type of enterprise has been 
promoted for several years in various 
States. While new methods have been 
introduced at frequent intervals, the 
basis of the plan is very misleading. 


Usually a housewife is solicited by a 
‘woman canvasser to sign a card which 
does not obligate the signer in any 
way. A few days later the signer of 
the card is visited by another per- 
son, who congratulates her as one 
of the “lucky persons’’ to be awarded 
a lot free. 

Finally, the ‘lucky one’ is advised 
that she must pay $39.50 or §49.13, 
which amount is said to cover the 
conveyancing charges of the lot, 
while, as a matter of fact, the lot 
in most cases may not be worth 
the price asked by the developer for 
the title and survey charges. rosa 
the lot is located in the pines of Sout. 
Jersey, with no improvements or pos- 
sessed of little or no market value. 
Frequently the supposed conveyancing 
charges of $39.50 or $49.13 hardly rep- 
resents the value of a whole acre of 
land. 

The prospective winner ig some- 
times urged to visit the tract by free 
bus and is told the lot he has won 
for $39.60 or so is back in the woods. 
Effort is then made to sell him lots 
cleared of brush for sums ranging 
from $500 or more. Then he is told 
restrictions prevent building on “tie 
lot and two lots must be purchased. 
The size of the lots is usually 20 by 
100 feet, fronting on proposed streets 
which exist on tentative maps. 

Another scheme is the distribution of 
cards in or near moving picture the- 
atres to persons who are requested to 
sign them without any obligation. 

Regardless of the schemes to get the 
signature of a person to a card for a 
Share in the awarding of a free lot, 
the result is about the same and all 
persons are again warned to beware 
of such practices. Thé New Jersey 
Real Estate Commission suggests that 
before affixi:

“It is true that Manhattan values 
have been more amazing, but the aver- 
age increment percentage in Manhat- 
tan has not been greater,”’ Mr. Mac- 
Dougall said.

Since 1910 there have been 194,276 
building permits issued at an. esti- 
mated cost of $1,088,483,006. The im- 
portance of these figures lies in the 
fact that 61 per cent. of the 194,276 
buildings have been constructed since 
1922 and constitute 76 per cent. of the 
capital invested. The amount invested 
in 1910 was $15,144,377; in 1926 it -was 
$186,504,101. The demands for build- 
ing locations are greater than ever 
before and will become more so. 

“Population increase has kept pace 
with building developments, In seven 
asd to 1927—the popeleton has 
nereased from 469,000 to ,000—a 100 
per cent. gain.

‘Than Casual Rellef by | 
Private Charity. 


Housing conditions tn‘ the congested 
areas of New York constitute an emer- 
gency and call for action, according to 
August Heckscher, Chairman of the 
National Housing Committee for Con- 
gested Areas, of which Secretary 
Hoover is Honorary Chairman: and 
Jesse Grant Chapline Honorary Sec- 
retary. 

‘Every civilized human being feels 
the strong urge of an adequate home 
and the incomes of the preponderant 
majority enable them to respond | ;. 
satisfactorily,” says Mr. Heckscher. 
“There remains, however, a number 
who have not the income, the brains, 
the education or the health to protect 
themselves or their families. : 

“Private charity already bears more 
than its share of the burden but bears 
it unevenly, Public we may be 
oer — anhized but less sympa- 

thetic. ere the hone roblem 
looms, private charity has ed and 
private ansenerien can afford only frag- 
mentary relief. 

“Inasmuch as p housing condi- 
tions admittedly strike at ge root of 
filth, disease, nsanity, 
premature death and crime, nay are 
the concern of Government, which 
alone can provide and adequately con- 
trol them. 

“Private enterprise is primarily con- 
cerned with income or speculative ptof- 
it. -The concern of Government is the 
‘welfare of its wards. 


Government’s Responsibility. 


“So true is this that in every en- 
lightened community, other than in 
the United States Government has for 
years undertaken the solution of the 
housing problem, and while it has 
sought to encourage priate enterprise 
to assist, it has in all cases taken the 
lead. 

“Careful inquiry shows that enlight- 
ened housing of the poorer classes ap- 
proaches the affording of conveniences 
which it has been held that only the 
wealthier can afford. In a city like 
New York this is pre-eminently so, be- 
cause of the close herding, the high 
cost of land, materials, labor and 
transportation. 

“Five and six story walk-up tene- 
ments are obsolete. Fireproof con- 
struction must replace semi-fireproof. 
Taller buildings are imperative to min- 
imize the cost of land and to secure 
open spaces for health and recreation. 
Elevators must render service in place 
of stairs. Roofs must afford breath- 
ing spaces. Buildings more than two 
rooms deep are condemned. Plumbing 
must be the best and the most durable. 
Construction must be standardized and 
made reasonably attractive.

shows that many real estate operators 
are setting aside playgrounds, parks 
and even golf courses in their prop- 
erty ‘subdivisions. 

One striking instance, according to 
the report, is the Nassau Shores de- 
velopment. by the .Harmon National 
Real Estate Corporation near Amity- 
ville, L. I. A nine-nole golf course, 
comprising fifty acres in the heart of 
the property, has been set aside for 
the use of future residents. The course 
lies near the Great South Bay. When 
the home seeker buys a lot he becomes 
a member of the Golf and Yacht Club, 
for which a $100,000 club house is be- 
ing constructed. 

All other Harmon developments in 
the New York area include recreation 
areas, principally playgrounds. These 
include Kings Club District and Canar- 
sie Gardens, Brooklyn; Elting Gardens 
and Hugenot Heights, S. I., and Chat- 
ham, N. J. The recreation space varies 
from 3 to. 10 per cent. of the total area 
in the developments. 

Other New York realty companies 
have demonstrated the selling advan- 
tages of recreation areas. Sunnyside, 
the City Housing Corporation’s project, 
has a three-acre recreation park 
equipped with a ball field, tennis 
courts, bowling greens, swings, slides, 
handball court and other facilities, In 
addition there are a community gar- 
den and backyard playground for chil- 
dren. A year-round recreation pro- 
gram is maintained under a trained 
director. In 1928 the park will be 
maintained and operated by the home 
owners or will be deeded to the city. 

At Stewart Manor, controlled by 
Realty Associates near Garden City, a 
playground has proved.a good selling 
point in the development of the prop- 
erty. Land has been set aside for a 
community building. 

The recreation features of the Coun- 
try Club District. a development of the 
J. C. Nichols Investment Company of 
Kansas City, with an acreage of 3,000, 
includes block playgrounds or small 
parks, neighborhood park playgrounds, 
tennis courts, four golf courses, bridle 
paths, foot paths, picnic grounds, a 
place for birds, parkways and boule- 
vards. 

The Palos Verdes Estates, Los An- 
geles, has an area of 3,200 acres. It 
contains eight playgrounds, an eigh- 
teen hole golf course, four and a half 
miles of ocean beach, and a forty acre 
recreation field which is: dedicated in 
perpetuity to the people for play pur- 


poses, 

The St. Francis Wood development 
Mm San Francisco devotes 8 to 10 per 
cent. of the area of 125 acres to parks 
and playgrounds. 

The Long-Bell Lumber .Company, 
which is building a new city at Long- 
view, Wash., has included for the use

A‘ survey of the forests of New Jér- 
sey, along with the increase in the de- 
mand for lumber for building and other 
purposes, shows that the demand in 
the State for forest products is excep- 
tionally large because of the enviable 
geographic position of the State, which 
gives it excellent transportation facil- 
ities, ‘The increase in’ the population 
of ‘the State is followed, it is known, 


for all the other things that are needed 
by the ‘population, like good roads, 


equivalent, of 6,000,000. board feet of 
timber is consumed annually in the 
State and that half of this amount is 
sawed lumber used by industri 


region. This virgin timber, he points 
out, is the ac¢umulated growth of 
many centuries, and. is the last of the 
once virgin timber resources of 
America. 

Authorities on the subject say that 
the consumption of wood in these re- 
gions is about equal to the amount of 
wood annually being produced by 
growth. When the supply is exhausted 
in these regions, Mr. Scovell says, New 
Jersey consumers ‘will ‘have to look 
elsewhere for their timber supply. 

“Forest economists who have made a 
long and careful. study of the forest 
resources of the world,” Mr. Scovell 
says, ‘‘tell us that little: relief can be 
.expected from foreign countries. The 
forest regions of Europe and Asia are 
80 situated, and the foreign demand 
on them so great, that they cannot 
help us 'much, The timiber of Canada 
and Alaska is suitable chiefly for paper 
pulp.: Already the demand on this 
timber by America and Hngland is 
enormous. The tropical regions of 
Africa and South America are the most 
likely prospects.” 

But the lack of civilization and deé- 
velopment in these sections of the 
world, along with the manifold prob- 
lems. presented by the tropica! climate 
and jungle makes lumbering there 
most difficult, very slow and costly. 
‘Getting back to the effect the timber 
shortage has in this.section Mr. Scovell 
says: 

“In view of the situation our con- 
sumers of lumber must depend chiefly 
upon a home-grown supply. Only one- 
third of New Jersey’s 2,000,000 acres 
of woodland contain merchantable 
timber. A large part of the remaining 
two-thirds, because of past abuse, 
neglect or serious fire damage, ‘is in 
poor condition. The rest has been so 
recently cut over that the growth 1s 
now too small to be marketable.

tion of forest crops in . New Jersey is 
exceptional. 

‘There is one more question which 
needs: consideration—that of possible 
substitutes. Although many. good sub- 
stitutes have been tried, few have 
proved -of much value and then only 
for very limited. use. 
has ever seriously competed with wood 
and as long as wood is available it is 
very doubtful if one will.” 

Mr. Scovell says that some one must 
own the woodlands, and that if the 
owner is a farmer they are regarded 
merely as a side line, or an investment 

proposition. It is suggested that the 
aataint of. woods as a crop would 
produce a much larger profit than if 
they were left to themselves. tt is 
said that, in some cases, a small in- 
‘vestment for restocking may be needed 
to help build up the woodlands but 
that ordinarily some thinning, improve- 
ment, cutting and other operations 
will bring a profit to the owner. with- 
out other outlay.
